Class Of 1984 SAT Test

Three cheers for the Class of 1984 
and their teachers — even if it is 
several months after graduation. 

That’s the reaction of local school 
officials, who have just received the 
averaged scores on the SATs 


(Scholastic Aptitude Tests) taken by 
that group last year. 

'Winchester students outperform¬ 
ed their national, regional and state 
counterparts on both the verbal and 
math SAT tests,” declared School 
Supt. Charles Mitsakos. “These are 


Scores Were Up Dramatically 


the highest scores we’ve had in the 
last 10 years.” 

For Winchester’s Class of 1984, the 
average score on the math section of 
the SATs was 518 — the same as last 
year, a creditable 42 points higher 
than this year’s national average. 


But the real surprise came in the 
average verhal score racked up by 
Winchester’s college-bound students: 
480, an increase of 13 points over last 
year’s town average, and 54 points 
higher than the national average this 
year. 


(Scores on the SATs, standardiz¬ 
ed college admissions tests ad¬ 
ministered nationwide, range from a 
low of 200 to a high of 800 .)

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Town To Re-Hash 


Housing Proposal 


By JILL M. HIGGINS 

In an apparent effort to rehash a 
four-point fair housing proposal. 
Selectmen on Monday rejected an ac¬ 
tion plan that had been headed for 
state approval. 

The four-point plan, which includ¬ 
ed proposals to study possible hous¬ 
ing construction and existing 
buildings, had been set for board ap¬ 
proval before it was to go to the state 
this week. 

Instead. Selectmen sent a 
modified version of the plan to the 


town's Fair Housing Subcommittee 
and asked that the subcommittee 
scrutinize that plan. 

Meanwhile, several residents at¬ 
tending Monday’s Selectmen’s 
meeting blasted the board for not con¬ 
sulting the subcommittee on the plan 
earlier. They also criticized Select¬ 
men for what they called an inade¬ 
quate bargaining job with the state. 

“So far, I'd say the score is 
EOCD.10, and Winchester, nothing,” 
said resident Amy Wanger. 

“As a resident concerned about 


this town, it’s frightening to know that 
this whole issue is being handled the 
way it is. 

“It’s my understanding that you 
are here to represent the citizens, and 
so far I don’t think anybody really 
knows what’s going on,” she added. 

The town has been negotiating for 
several weeks with the Executive Of¬ 
fice of Communities and Develop¬ 
ment (EOCD) to satisfy the state’s 
fair housing codes.

Land Use Questions Will 


Highlight Town Meeting

Town Meeting will take up 18 war¬ 
rant articles when members meet 
Nov.5, in what could be a quiet, 
routine business session — or turn out 
to be a sleeper. 

Most of the articles filed are 
routine housekeeping-type matters: 
to hear committee reports, take any 
necessary action to supplement 
budgets, and clean up the wording in 
bylaws that were affected by previous 
Town Meeting’s actions. 

But a few may spark considerably 
more discussion, and could determine 
the town’s immediate and long-range 
development. 

Several citizen- petition articles 
could draw some interest by residents 
who are not meeting members: three 
suggesting other uses for sites men¬ 
tioned as possible subsidized housing 


locations and two for zoning changes. 

The Playing Field Study Commit¬ 
tee is also scheduled to report the 
recommendations of its study and ask 
if Town Meeting will appropriate 
money for professional service to 
design improvements for various 
parks, playfields and school grounds. 

What the study committee recom¬ 
mends will affect amateur and school 
athletics, residents who live near 
playgrounds, and taxpayers in 
general — and could be expected to 
attract a fair amount of public at¬ 
tention. 

(The committee,‘has examined 
more than 20 different sites, including 
nearly every section of town, ranging 
from neighborhood playfields to 
school playgrounds and yards. 

(Their study includes a survey of 
the adequacy — in numbers and con¬ 


dition — of regulation baseball, soft- 
ball and soccer fields, outdoor tennis 
and basketball courts, and other 
recreational facilities for current and 
projected demands.) 

Citizens’ Petitions 

The citizens’ petitions are almost 
guaranteed to draw a crowd of spec¬ 
tators, as they were filed by proper¬ 
ty owners from the areas affected by 
the actions. 

Residents living on Horn Pond 
Brook rd., Brantwood rd., Pond st. 
and others bordering on the town’s old 
well field, next to Lynch Elementary 
School, filed two petitions for meeting 
members’ consideration. 

One asks if the town will restore 
the well field and preserve it for 99 
years as a potential water supply, and

Apples Of Desire 

Writing Lab Computers Have 
Students In Love With Work

Something remarkable is happen¬ 
ing to the sophomore class at Win¬ 
chester High School. 

They want to go to writing class. 

Students are eager to do their 
writing assignments, and offering to 
do second and third drafts of the same 
piece. 

Most teachers would laugh at such 
reports: it would never happen, 
they’d say. 

But what’s been going on in the 


There’s a quiet revolution going on 
in the Winchester schools: computers 
are moving into the curriculum 
Oh, it isn’t a Big Brother kind of 
move, with terminal screens at every 
kindergarten desk, and mainframes 
taking the place of teachers. Not at 
all. 

But computers are here — in the 
elementary, junior high and high 
schools, in disciplines ranging from 
home economics to physics to English 
— and they’re here to stay. 


high school Writing Lab this year has 
made believers of the English Dept. 

“I’ve never seen such enthusiasm 
for writing," says one teacher. Col¬ 
league after colleague says virtually 
the same thing, with a little awe. and 
a great deal of pleasure. 

“I think it’ going to be super,” 
agrees Ted Benton, another teacher. 
“The kids are really enthusiastic — 
all I have to say is, We’re going to the 
Writing Lab,’ and they say, 
Awesome!’ ’’ 


‘We have computers in the 
Writing Lab, in the Business Educa¬ 
tion Dept., and the Math Dept.," says 
Supt. Charles Mitsakos 

“We have portable units which are 
available to run simulations for 
physics or geometry classes; or they 
could be used to project the gross na¬ 
tional product in economics class,” 
Mitaskos says. “I don't know all the 
software we have, but those are some

The secret to this miracle is one 
part novelty, one part labor-saving 
device: computers. 

The 317 sophomores taking the re¬ 
quired Writing Lab course are work¬ 
ing on 1G Macintosh word processing 
computers, newly installed as part of 
the town’s three-year program to 
bring computers into the curriculum. 

The students are writing, editing 
and printing out their own work using 
the terminals. They love it. And so do 
their teachers. 

“The whole process of writing on 
the computer is easier; it really helps 
you do different drafts of the piece,” 
explains loth-grader Caralyn Nash. 

“Maybe not easier, but . . . fun¬ 
ner.” chimes in her classmate, Cary 
Williams. “It really makes you think 
about what you put down." 

“It’s a great motivator,” says Bil 
Johnson, teaching the Writing Lab for 
the first time. “It gets the kids more 
directly involved in the process of 
writing.” 

All around the lab, students’ eyes 
are glued to the terminal screens as 
they type their rough drafts into the 
computer. It’s nearly the end of the 
class period, just before Friday lunch 
— but not a one of the students has so 
much as looked at the clock. 

They’ve had only four days' train¬ 
ing on the terminals, but the com¬ 
puters are relatively easy to use, 
according to Bonnie Nolan, who runs 
the Writing Lab room. 

The ease of using them seems to 
be a major attraction for the students. 
It’s also a key to their willingness to 
do several drafts of their work, their 
teachers told The Star. 

All a student has to do to make 
changes is open the file (electronical¬ 
ly), type in any additions, erase what 
they want to, and type over any 
misspellings. 

Then they push a few buttons to 
record the changes, and order the 
printer to churn out a “hard copy” - 
a typed version. No struggles with

white-out. margins or spacing the 
machine does it for them. They can 
concentrate on \s riting 

“Kids who, before, would have 
resisted writing a first draft now give 
us five or six drafts,” says teacher 
Bette Tsoutsouras. 

“I just handed back some papers 
(to her Writing Lab class) with some 
comments on them.'’ she reports. “I 
told some of them. ‘This could be bet¬ 
ter. but you can leave it as is,’ and 
they all wanted to make the revi¬ 
sions.” 

The key. Tsoutsouras and other 
teachers in the department believe, is 
being able to make changes without 
having to recopv the entire piece — 
or worry about neatness. 

‘‘They don’t care how long it takes 
them to type it out on the computers.” 
observes teacher Cheryl Howard. 
“But they always used to iell us it took 
too long to write out another draft “ 

“Nobody liked to rewrite,” agrees 
Tsoutsouras. 

“It’s a motivating factor to see 
your own work in print, instead of 
messy handwriting.” adds Howard. 
“It looks so impressive, like they’ve 
done something worthwhile and 
they’ve been a lot more careful with 
content.” 

“There’s an excitement among the 
students, about printing out what they 
wrote, and seeing it come out in black- 
and-white,” says Benton, who teaches 
another section of the Writing Lab. 

“Whenyou print a final draft, you 
feel like you’ve accomplished 
something.” says lOth-grader Jim 
Bowers. 


1 think it’s great,” agrees 15-year 
old Jun Urano. “1 like writing on the 
computer. It’s easier, because if you 
make a mistake, you can fix it without 
scribbling all over your paper 
Best of all. the teachers say, they 
no longer have to decipher students’ 
handwriting. 

The ease and excitement of using 
the computers is a motivator, 
acknowledges Dr. Frances Bussell, 
the chairman of the English Dept. But 
it isn’t the prime reason the com¬ 
puters were merged into the writing 
program. 

“The computers enable the 
students to edit their material, and 
produce copy they can work with, or 
produce a final copy much more 
rapidly," Bussells says. 

“We’re using the word processors 
for the same reasons you are,” she 
told The Star. “It facilitates the 
writing process, so the students can 
go further with writing than before. 

“The students are excited; the 
teachers who were apprehensive at 
first are using the system to store 
teaching materials and refine them as 
needed.” Bussell adds. 

“This was bound to come.” she 
observes. “When you’ve got Dart¬ 
mouth putting word processors in the 
dorm rooms of HO percent of their 
freshman class, the computer is a 
reality — and we w'ant to bring it to 
our students, so when they get out in 
the world, they can compete suc¬ 
cessfully.” 


Word precessors have already 
begun to have their effect on the 
students. 

“The other students who aren’t 
even in the Writing Lab this semester 
are clamoring to get in there,” says 
teacher Mim Beid, with a broad 
smile. 

“1 like writing,” says Writing Lab 
student Jim Bowers hesitantly. “I 
just wish I were a little better at it. 
But I think the computers are great 

I’d love to come in here and do my 
other reports on it.” 

“We have another kind of com¬ 
puter at home,” Cary Williams 
volunteers. “I’m going to get my 
mom to teach me to use it, so I can 
use it for my normal papers.” 

On the wall outside the Writing 
Lab. there is an enlarged photocopy 
of a typed manuscript page, one of the 
revisions of Balph Ellison’s “The In¬ 
visible Man.” 

Handwritten notes and a confusion 
of lines cover the page: it is hard to 
read, would need retyping before it 
could be handed in to an editor — or 
a teacher. 

The acrylic-framed reproduction 
is probably meant as a reminder to 
the students that all good writers re¬ 
write. But it’s also a grim reminder 
of a facet of school days nearly 
everyone remembers with dread, 
first and second and third drafts of 
papers and compositions. 

Those days are over at Winchester 
High School. And it’s hard to tell 
who’s happier about it: the students, 
or the teachers. 


— we have computers in the cur¬ 
riculum from kindergarten through 
12th grade.” 

Computers have been made part 
of the curriculum in math, sciences, 
English, and other areas, agrees Dr. 
David Ackerman, the assistant 
superintendent in charge of cur¬ 
riculum. 

“What we’ve been doing is identi¬ 
fying and matching high quality soft¬ 
ware (computer programs) with our 
curriculum, and where a match ex¬ 
ists, we try to bring it to our kids,” 
Ackerman explains. “If it fits our cur¬ 
riculum, or is a plausible, sensible 
evolution of it, we’ll use it; if it’s just 
playing games, or extraneous, we 
leave it out. 

“But it’s important to point out the 
extent of computer integration in the 
curriculum varies a great deal,” 
Ackerman notes. “In chemistry, the 
kids might use the computers three or 
four periods during the year; in 
physics, it could be 20 periods." 

According to the two ad¬ 
ministrators, computers are used on 
the high school level: 

• In the electronics course, to 
build a robot; 

• In the business courses, to 
make students familiar with 
automated accounting systems and 
office word-processing equipment; 

• In home economics to teach 
nutrition; and 

• In physics, chemistry and other 
science courses, to demonstrate 
abstract theories, or simply help 


students write up their lab ex¬ 
periments. 

“In chemistry, there’s one pro¬ 
gram we have on Boyle’s Law (which 
explains the behavior of gases)” 
Ackerman says enthusiastically. “It 
allows students to manipulate the for¬ 
mula with the computer, changing the 
pressure and temperature and 
volume — and they can see with their 
own eyes the effects those variables 
have on the molecules. It’s beautiful.” 

There are also programming 
courses and simulation programs <for 
geometry) in the Math Dept., and the 
new writing/editing program in the 
English Dept.. (See related story.) 

On the junior high level, seventh 
graders take a basic computer 
literacy program, which includes 
familiarizing them with a standard 
keyboard, and some use by the Home 
Economics Dept. And the School 
Dept, began to develop a pilot pro¬ 
gram to use computers in junior high 
English courses. 

“In grades 5 and 6, the kids get a 
minimum of 15 individual hours on¬ 
line each year,” Ackerman says. 
“That doesn’t sound like much, unless 
you compare it to the number of 
minutes spent on spelling and other 
basic subjects.” 

The middle grades in the elemen¬ 
tary schools have some computer ex¬ 
posure, and even the kindergartners 
get a dose of it. 

“It’s as much attitudinal as 
anything else,” acknowledges Mit- 
sakos. “They learn to make the com¬ 
puter respond to them. Conceptually, 


it’s important they learn the com¬ 
puter is there to work for them, and 
they are not controlled by the com¬ 
puters.” 

Mitsakos is looking forward to ex¬ 
panding the availability of computers 
to Winchester’s students and 
teachers. 

“The town is in its first year of a 
three-year capital program,” he 
notes. “We’ve spent about $94,000 in 
the first phase — we bought the 16 
Macintosh computers for the Writing 
Lab, some additional terminals for 
the Programming Lab, some Apple 
He’s for the junior high Computer 
Literacy Lab, and some additional

The high school business students 
work on Digital machines owned by 
Fisher Junior College, which holds 
night classes there, and allows Win¬ 
chester to use the machines during 
school hours. 

The role of computers in the 
town’s curricula will continue to ex¬ 
pand, Ackerman told The Star, to 
make sure students graduating from 
the Winchester schools are familiar, 
comfortable, and confident users of 
what has become one of the most 
basic work tools in our society.

SCHOOL COMMITTKE NOTES 


Staff Changes 

School Committee members ap¬ 
proved several staff changes at their 
last meeting, including the appoint¬ 
ment of several teachers and accep¬ 
tance of a resignation. 

Noreen Henneberry was named to 
a half-schedule special education 
counseling position for the elemen¬ 
tary schools, replacing two 
counselors on semester leaves, Carla 
Jentz and Elaine Rosen. 

Carol Romboli was hired as an 
elementary teacher for the Vinson- 
Owen school for 1984-85. 

Leslie Howell was named as a 
foreign language teacher for the high 
school, and Wilbur Johnson Jr. as a 
high school English teacher for the 
1984-85 school year. 

JoAnne Donlon was hired as a 
special education teacher for the 
learning and behavior class at the 
junior high school for this school year. 

Board members accepted the 
resignation of Carla Scuzzarella as 
the head coach for girls’ gymnastics, 
effective Sept. 6. She resigned 
because she had been appointed head 
coach at Salem State College. 

Adult Education 

Supt. Charles Mitsakos informed 
School Committee members that the 
new assistant principal at the high 
school, Karen M. Kocon, will also 
head the town’s Adult Education pro¬ 
gram. Kocon, appointed at their 
previous meeting, is already on the 
job, he reported. 


Summer School 

Asst. Supt. David Ackerman 
presented the final report on the sum¬ 
mer curriculum revision project 
which involved 58 teachers in 28 dif¬ 
ferent projects. 

According to Ackerman, the 
physics program, which has receiv¬ 
ed national recognition, expanded its 
program to include computer simula¬ 
tions and other innovations; members 
of the Mathematics Dept, developed 
ways to include computers in the 
geometry curriculum; and the 
English Dept, drew up a new pro¬ 
gram for the loth grade writing pro 
gram which includes the use of 
word-processor computers. (See 
related story.) 

“Terrell Bell, the secretary of 
education, has bemoaned the ‘dumb¬ 
ing down’ of curricula at the national 


level,” Ackerman told the board. 
“This summer’s efforts went toward 
“smartening up’ Winchester's cur¬ 
riculum.” 

Education Bill 

Committee members discussed 
briefly the progress of education 
reform legislation at the State House, 
and its possible impact on local school 
districts. 

Chairman Michael Ronayne noted 
the House bill, based on last year’s un¬ 
successful “House 5000" proposal, 
was “put on hold until after the 
elections. 

“I think the major concern on The 
Hill is financing," Ronayne observed, 
noting that state law i based on Pro¬ 
position 2‘ 2 > requires the state to pay 
for the cost of anything it orders a 
community to do.

Kids Say The Smartest Things — But Don’t Know It

Art Linkletter used to have 
this show back in the old days 
called “Kids Say the 
Darnedest Things,” or 
something along those lines. 

1 was a kid at the time, and 
I remember not quite liking 
the way he prowled up and 
down the rows with his 
microphone, setting kids up. 
He’d ask them questions 
which they would answer in 
all innocence, and then he and 
50 million Americans would 
laugh It always seemed kind 
of mean to me, like putting a 
Dolly Parton wig on the fami¬ 
ly dog, but people did eat it up. 

The truth is, of course, that 
kids do say the darnedest 
things. I was browsing 
through the local storehouse 
of kids’ remarks the other day 
there were some real 
doozies. 

What they do generally, is 
they get the word a bit wrong. 


Like the little boy who talks 
about the warps his brother is 
having removed from his feet. 
Warts aren’t really called 
warps, I know, but when you 
toss the word around some, 
and envision the beastly little 
things, you come to feel that 
they ought to be. 

It’s the same thing with 
strangles. One of my children 
used to complain about the 
laboriousness of brushing her 
hair. She kept finding in it not 
just bits of jelly and pieces of 
lint, but actually strangles — 
knots of the stuff — it was a 
wonder her hair could breathe 
at all. 

Sometimes they’re right 
on the money with these 
made-up versions of the real 
words. One little kid used to 
ask his big brother to play a 
favorite game with him. 
‘‘Let's play Dukes of Haz- 
zard,” he’d say. ‘‘You be the 
Dukes, and I’ll be the

Hazard.” 

You find yourself wonder¬ 
ing, as you hear these 
malapropisms emerging 
from the mouths of the small 
people in your life, what vi¬ 
sions could possibly be mov¬ 
ing through their minds to 
accompany the words. What 
was the child thinking who 
sang round after spirited 
round of ‘‘I’ve Been Workin’ 
on the Railroad,” coming 
always to the same strange 


line about the someone in the 
kitchen with Dinah “strum- 
min’ on the old man’s joe?” 

Occasionally one will come 
out and reveal his thought 
processes to you, like the one 
who, at mass, while the priest 
distributed communion, ask¬ 
ed “Why is that man giving 
out Alka Seltzer?” 

But what was my daughter 
thinking at 2 when she had her 
first taste of cranberry juice 
at a restaurant, and said in 


tones easily overheard by all, 
“I no like the wine.” Did she 
think we were giving her 
wine, for goodness sake? Did 
the waitress think that? 

And what did she mean 
when she sidled up to her 
father after dinner one night 
and confided in conversa¬ 
tional tones, “Mommy had a 
truck driver today.” One 
shudders to think. One 
hesitates to ask. 

It's clear to me that there’s 
a whole level of reality on 
which people too small to 
reach the lightswitch operate. 

We big ones will probably 
never really understand what 
that level is. 

We catch only glimpses of 
that world. But by all ac¬ 
counts, it looks to be a pretty 
entertaining one. 

He never knew, I don’t 
think, how close to the truth 
he was when he so designated 


himself. This is a kid who 
standing still in a small room 
with no furniture and six 
grandmothers in attendance, 
could fall down, break his col¬ 
larbone, and chip three teeth. 

The same child spoke just 
the other day of opening 
ceremonies at school: “We 
stood up, saluted the flag, and 
sang the ‘Star-Spangled 
Bangle!” He spoke too of a 
particular movie he wanted to 
see. He meant Conan the Bar¬ 
barian, we’re pretty sure, but 
he didn’t call it that. He call¬ 
ed it Codeman the Librarian. 
I don't know if there ever has 
been a movie about a heroic 
male who works in a library, 
but if there were — surely, 
with his records and his 
Dewey Decimal System, he 
would be called Codeman. 

Many times, however, the 
child’s word flies rather wide 
of the mark. One child I know 


used to talk about having 
Form Chocks for supper. 
Another referred to Junior 
Child, the famous French 
chef, who, if you have ever 
seen her towering masterful¬ 
ly over some quivering torte, 
or twisting the severed limbs 
or birds into bow tie or pretzel 
shapes, can never properly be 
thought of in any respect as a 
Junior. She’s a Senior Child if 
ever there was one. 

So, too, my own tyke ask¬ 
ed sympathetically once 
whether a certain teenager 
we knew was likely to find life 
embarrassing, having to go 
about as he did with nipples 
all over his face. Even a 
heavy acne cream, I dare say, 
would fail to disguise an af¬ 
fliction as severe as this one.

Larocco Reviews The Years, Urges Community Support For Winchester Schools 


EDITOR or T1IK STAR: 

With the loginning of a new school 
year and the recognition that this 
writer has now begun his 31st year in 
the field of education, reflections on 
a career which now spans three 
decades come more easily to mind. 
My first reactions are to the fact that 
over the years I cannot believe how 
education and the educators have 
constantly received the wrath of both 
the communities and the nation they 
have served. 

I began my career with the Sput¬ 
nik in the Fifties! agonized through 
the years we have so conveniently 
labeled the Sixties and now continue 
to work in an era which 1 am sure will 
be known to the educators as the 
Bighties. With Sputnik, science and 
math were in the forefront of what 
was wrong with education. 

In the Sixties and Seventies, I 
remember the switch to 
humanitarian education and the 
headlines which proclaimed. 


“Schools are Prisons.” As I write I 
can’t help but reflect and state that 
somehow “the show” is not new and 
I have returned full cycle back to my 
beginnings. 

Change has taken place, as it 
always will. I have no problem with 
that need. So what is my problem? It 
is simply this - in all these years the 
process which we call education has 
been constantly criticized. 
Regardless of the demands placed on 
our educational system and those who 
try to make it work, we have always 
been told what we are doing wrong, 
never what we may have done right. 

We have been criticized for why 
Johnny can’t read; why Johnny can’t 
write; why Johnny can’t do math; 
why Johnny can’t speak; for the lack 
of discipline; for too much discipline. 
Always - Johnny can’t. . . 

Has anyone ever stopped to think 
what Johnny can do? How can a na¬ 
tion with so much progress scien¬ 
tifically. socially and economically 


continue to ignore the contributions 
the schools have played in that suc¬ 
cess? Why do we read the articles 
which state “Why Teachers Fail?" 
and disregard the articles which |>oint 
out that “American education is the 
envy of the world. No nation does so 
much to educate so many.” 

Why do we ignore the speeches 
and comments recently published by 
the Japanese industrialists- 
exhortions not to copy Japanese 
education for it has failed to 
democratize that country and has 
brought about many of that country’s 
social ills. 

If our country has succeeded 
and/or is succeeding, isn’t part of that 
success a tribute to our educational 
system and the teachers who are part 
of it?

Are these comments the nimbi - 
ings of a defensive or cynical man? I 


hope that is not read into my 
statements for I for one, and research 
says I am one of the few, who given 
the choice would do it all over again. 

What would I change if it were 
possible to change our view of educa¬ 
tion - very simply this: Criticize us 
when we are wrong, heaven knows we 
need it at times, but please, please 
give us credit for the thing we do 
right. 

The success of our educational 
system far exceeds the things we do 
wrong. If you truly believe this com¬ 
munity and this nation are really de¬ 
cent places to live, than all the 
educators who have contributed to 
that sense of well being are deservant 
of their contributions being recogniz¬ 
ed and supported.

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BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


The House and Senate 
resume formal sessions this 
week and are expected to take 
action over several pending 
major bills. 

The issue of rules reform 
has been at the forefront of 
the battle for the speakership 
of the House and has been a 
key issue in many House 
races. There is also a battle 
over rules reform in the 
Senate that has been going on 
for many years. It is very 
heated, but has received less 
coverage in the media than 
the well-known House battle. 

In addition, although given 
little chance for success, Sen. 
George Bachrach has announ- 
ched that he will challenge 
Senate President Bill Bulger 
when a new senate president 
is elected in January. 

In Novem l :^r 1982, a 
special Senate committee to 
consider and recommend 
rules changes in the mper 
chamber was appointed. The 
committee issued its final 
report <S 2180) on June 12. It 
had issued two interim 


reports (S 2142 and S 2109) on 
May 21 and June 0. 

Throughout the 1983 and 
1984 sessions, some rules 
reform advocates in the Sen- 
tate said that Senate rules 
have been studied to death 
cand charged that the special 
committee was simply delay¬ 
ing tactic by the leadership to 
stall significant changes in 
the Senate. 

Other senators said the up¬ 
per chamber should not rush 
into changes and urged 
lawmakers to be patient and 
wait for the committee’s 
report. Several attempts by 
senators to force rules 
changes before the committee 
made its report were easily 
rejected. 

The report is now’ in the 
Senate Rules Committee. 
Essentially, Senate President 
Bulger controls the Rules 
Committee and can release 
the report for consideration 
anytime between now and the 
end of the session. The Senate 
membership can force 
release of the report by a two- 


thirds vote if Bulger fails to 
act. 

Highlights of the provi¬ 
sions of the three reports in¬ 
clude the following changes in 
Senate rules: 

• requiring ratification by 
majority party caucus of ma¬ 
jority leadership positions 
and committee chairs and 
ratification by minority party 
caucus of minority leadership 
positions. 

• Allowing a majority of 
the Senate to decide whether 
to elect the Senate President 
by open roll call vote or secret 
ballot. 

• requiring new committee 
drafts and amendments to be 
in print 24 hours before con¬ 
sideration. 

• changes in party caucus 
procedures including allowo- 
ing a caucus to be called by 25 
percent of the party’s 
membership. 

• giving the Senate clerk 
the authority to consolidate 
identical bills and requiring 
senators to submit bills in 
original typewritten form. 


thus abolishing the current 
practice of submitting 
photocopies of preivous years’ 
bills. 

• requiring the establish¬ 
ment of a Senate Public Infor¬ 
mation Bureau to inform the 
public about Senate activities. 

• requiring matters 
reported by a joint committee 
to be placed on the Senate 
calendar within five days. 

• requiring the Senate to 
begin debate on any year’s 
main budget at 10 a.m. and 
excluding consideration of 
any other matters that day. 

• establishing an easier 
procedure for discharging 
bills from Senate committees 
on Ways and means, Coun¬ 
ties, Rules, and Bills in Third 
Reading. 

Also included in the 
reports are the following pro¬ 
posed changes in joint rules 
which would also need ap¬ 
proval by the House: 

• requiring joint commit¬ 
tees to hold public hearings on 
each matter filed and to give 
48 hours notice of the hearing. 


• allowing two members to 
force a roll call vote of a joint 
committee and allowing all 
committee members to 
register approval or disap¬ 
proval on every committee 
report. 

• giving joint committees 
oversight authority for rules 
and regulations within their 
jurisdications. 

• providing for the car¬ 
ryover of pending legislation 
(which is not defeated) from 
the first year of the legislative 
session to the second in the 
same position in the 
legislative process it was in at 
the end of the first year. 

• allowing joint commit¬ 
tees to report ‘committee 
bills’ not founded on any bill 
filed. 

Many legislators who have 
been fighting for rules reform 
for years, note that many of 
the committee’s recommen¬ 
dations are the same ones 
they may have been trying to 
implement over the years, on¬ 
ly to be thwarted in their ef¬ 
forts by the leadership.

Fair Housing Group 
Issues Policy Statement 


The Winchester Fair Housing 
Committee has issued the following 
statement of its policy: 

It is the policy of the town of Win¬ 
chester to promote equal choice and 
access to housing for all persons 
regardless of race, color, religion, 
sex, national origin, age, handicap, 
welfare or marital status. 

To this end the Board of Selectmen 
adopted the Winchester Fair Housing 
Program in September of 1983 and 
began to interview and appoint 
members to a Fair Housing Commit¬ 
tee the following spring. The 
members of the committee current¬ 
ly are Roger Berman, Mark Cresse 
(chairperson), Arthur ‘Skip’ 
diNatale, Peter Hamilton (Win¬ 
chester Housing Aujthority represen¬ 
tative), Henry Heitz Jr., Maryann 
McCall-Taylor (Planning Board 
representative i. Alice Warren, and 
Constance Williams 

The group generally meets on the 
second and fourth Wednesday of the 
month in the Town Hall to discuss the 
issues of fair housing and to address 
its assigned responsibilities including 
the identification of potential barriers 
to the implementation of Fair Hous¬ 
ing goals and possible solutions which 
will insure that the goals and objec¬ 
tives attained. 

The committee is to act as chief 
public relations officer, increasing the 
genral public’s awareness of the 
town’s fair housing commitment as 
well as serving as a clearing house for 
all information relating to the agen¬ 
cies and services available for 


assistance in securing housing in the 
area. 

The committee is in process of 
developing a community profile 
which will help identify any over¬ 
concentration or under representa¬ 
tion of minorities and female headed 
households in the town as a whole or 
in areas of Winchester. 

Recognizing that one barrier to 
housing to these groups is the high 
price of housing in Winchester the 
Fair Housing Committee has voted to 
support the Winchester Housing 
Authority’s work to increase the supp¬ 
ly of subsidized housing for families 
and the elderly. 

This fall the committee plans to 
hold discussions with local agencies 
and organizations about the present 
status of housing opportunities in the 
town The committee is interested in 
representation of a wide range of in¬ 
terests and would welcome input 
from tenants’ associations, realestate 
interests, banks, apartment and con¬ 
dominium managers, League of 
Women Voters members, developers, 
public officials, local residents, Civil 
Rights organizations and any other 
group interested in housing. 

Local individuals’ opinions will be 
solicited at public hearings to en¬ 
courage complete and open discus¬ 
sions about what Winchester’s fair 
housing goals should lie and how to 
best achieve them.

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Super Microwave Recipes To Beef Up Your Menus

A tender pot roast with potatoes 
and tiny onions, a juicy grilled 
hamburger topped with melted 
cheese, a savory stew or meatloaf 
cooked to perfection — is your 
mouth watering yet? 

While there’s been a decline in 
beef consumption in recent years, 
it’s still the most popular meat in 
the nation. The average American 
will consume close to 80 pounds of 
beef in a year, compared with 65 
pounds of pork and 63 of poultry. 
Around a third of the household 
food dollar goes for meat — and 
most of that meat is beef, in one 
form or another. 

Your microwave can make beef 
cookery a real breeze and since it 
won’t heat up the kitchen, this is 
an especially good method for the 
warm summer months. 

If you’re planning a beefy main 
dish and the meat is still in the 
freezer, your microwave’s Defrost 
setting will have it thawed in no 
time. What if your oven has no 
Defrost setting? Just use an alter¬ 
nating pattern of microwave time 
and rest time: 


To thaw frozen beef, microwave 
IV 2 minutes per pound, then rest 
at room temperature for the same 
amount of time. Return meat to 
the oven and reduce microwave 
time by one-half, then let rest for 
the same amount of time. Repeat 
the procedure, reducing mi- 
crowave-rest time by one-half 
each cycle, until beef is defrosted. 

Since your microwave will not 
brown the beef, you may want to 
brush steaks, roasts, hamburgers, 
etc., with a browning agent before 
cooking, or use a browning plate. 

Next time you hear the cry, 
"Where’s the beef?” satisfy your 
family with one of these hearty 
and beefy main dishes. You and 
your kitchen will keep your cool, 
since they’re cooked with the 
magic of microwave! 


BEEF MONTEREY 
1V4 lbs. beef sirloin steak 

2 tsps. Worcestershire sauce 
1 tsp. leaf basil, crumbled 
V 2 tsp. tarragon, crumbled 
V 2 lb. fresh mushrooms, 

sliced 

V 2 cup dry white wine 
V 4 tsp. salt 

V* tsp. freshly ground pepper 

3 tbsps. freshly minced pars¬ 
ley 

6 oz. Monterey Jack cheese 
1 tbsp. flour 


Cut steak into Vi to %-inch 
slices. Rub both sides of beef 
slices with Worcestershire sauce, 
basil and tarragon. Place in single 
layer in a 12-inch round mi¬ 
crowave-safe platter. In a 1-quart 
glass measuring cup, combine 
mushrooms, wine, salt, pepper and 
about 1 tablespoon parsley. Slice 
two-thirds of the cheese; grate re¬ 
maining one-third of cheese. 

Place beef in oven and mi 
crowave 2 minutes. Turn slices 
over and microwave 2 minutes 
longer. Remove from oven. Spoon 
juices from meat into mushroom 
mixture. Cook mushroom mixture 
4 minutes. Lift from liquid with 
slotted spoon and heap on beef 
slices. Top mushrooms with sliced 
cheese. Sprinkle with remaining 
parsley. 

Toss grated cheese with flour; 
stir into mushroom liquid. Mi¬ 
crowave, stirring once, 2 minutes 
or until sauce is hot, thickened and 
smooth. Heat cheese-topped beef 2 
minutes or just long enough to 
heat through. Spoon some of the 
mushroom sauce over beef; pass 
remainder. Serves 4. 


Slice sirloin into eight equal por¬ 
tions and pound thin. Season with 
garlic salt. Place 1 tablespoon 
each onion and mushrooms in cen¬ 
ter of each steak. Roll up and se¬ 


cure with wooden toothpicks. 

Preheat microwave browning 
plate on high setting, as directed 
in instruction booklet. Place beef 
rolls on hot grill. Microwave for 5 


minutes. Turn rolls over and con¬ 
tinue cooking for 2 to 5 minutes 
longer, until browned. Remove 
rolls to 2-quart (8x8) glass baking 
dish. 

In 2-cup glass measure combine 


bouillon granules and water, stir¬ 
ring well. Pour over meat; cover 
with plastic wrap. Microwave on 
roast setting for 10 to 12 minutes, 
or until meat is tender. Let stand, 
covered, 5 minutes before serving. 


Remove beef rolls to serving 
platter Blend together meat 
juices and sour cream, pour over 
meat and sprinkle with parsley 
Serve over hot rice or noodles 
Serves 4

Sachem Scoring Machine Rolls 
On Despite A Sputter Or Two

With a score as big as 42-6. you 
might think that the Winchester High 
School football squad had played one 
of their best games. 

Though the Sachems dominated 
almost every aspect of the game, they 
did not seem to be playing with the in¬ 
tensity that should be expected of a 
high-caliber team such as the 
Sachems. 

Perhaps the Sachems were too 
confident and realized how easy the 
game would be. Under estimation of 
opposing teams has wrecked many a 
banner season for the Sachems. 

With three straight wipe outs, of 
34-0. 41-0 and 42-6 over Somerville. 
Belmont and Wakefield respectively, 
the Middlesex League will be gunning 
for the powerful Sachems, favored to 
be one of the top teams in the league. 

To the Sachems credit, however, 
is the ability to win by such a large 
score on an off day. 

“It’s nice to be able to put so many 
points on the board when you’re not 
at your best,” noted Coach Manny 
Marshall, after the game. 


Those who are not so 
knowledgeable about the Sachems' 
strength and potential would be sur¬ 
prised to hear this, for they saw a 
game Saturday in which the Sachems 
easily controlled the game. 

From the first drive of the 
Sachems, you could see hints of what 
was to come. The Sachems 
dominated the line with great block¬ 
ing. allowing the Sachems’ backs to 
eat up big chunks of yardage on their 
patented sweeps. 

An impressive first drive by the 
Sachems, stopped momentarily by a 
fumble, and started up again as Brian 
Carroll got the ball with an intercep¬ 
tion was capped off with four-yard 
touchdown plunge by senior fullback 
Tony Vozzella.

Tony Vozzella also ran well, 
gaining 90 yards, including his four- 
yard touchdown. In all, the Sachems 
recorded 325 yards on the ground. 

With the score 21-0 in the third 
quarter, Winchester was shaken back 
into the game after getting very lazy. 
Wakefield took advantage of the 
Sachems sloppy defense by scoring a 
touchdown on a 40-yard bomb. 

They were the first points scored 
against the Sachems this season. (The 


Sachems have outscored their op¬ 
ponents by a margin of 117-6 now 

Wakefield scored on a drive that 
covered 80 yards and was highlighted 
by both a 30-yard and 40-yard pass 
plays. 

if. the Sachems hope to stay com¬ 
petitive, they will have to cover 
against the pass better. This proved 
to be the Sachems' only flaw in the 
game: lack of decent pass coverage.

card for every school district in the 
country.’’ said a delighted Mitsakos. 
“This is a very significant increase, 
and it's not due to chance. 

'We should he very pleased with 
the way our students performed,’’ he 
said “And I feel there is a causal 
relationship Ix'tween the programs in 
our schools, and our teachers’ work, 
and the students’ scores.” 

Winchester’s average scores stand 
out in comparison with the regional 
and state averages, too. 

In math, the town’s scores are 45 
points higher than the New England 
average of 468, 46 points above the 
state average; in English, they are 48 
points al)ove the 482 regional score. 51 
points above the state average. 

“I think that 13-point rise in the 
verbal scores has to be directly 
related to changes in the English pro¬ 
gram in the last several years." Mit¬ 
sakos said. 

"They (rising verbal scores) 
reflect on our strong writing pro¬ 
gram, which has been nationally 
recognized." Mitsakos said. "I think 
there is a definite relationship be¬ 
tween the quality of the program and 
staff, and the scores. They didn’t just 
happen. 

"Year after year, our students are 
winning writing awards and the pro¬ 


gram has been the subject of several 
regional conferences." Mitsakos said. 
"People are constantly coming to look 
at it. 

"The same is true of our math pro¬ 
grams," he added. "And I think those 
scores are holding because of the 
strength of that program." 

School Committee member Dr. 
Roger Baumann was pleased with the 
increase in the average scores, but 
disliked comparing Winchester’s 
scores with other communities, 
because of the high proportion of 
students who take the SATs here. 

"So many more of our students 
take it than is true nationally, ” he ob¬ 
jected. "I’d like to see some differen¬ 
tiation between schools where 5 or 10 
percent of the students take the test, 
compared to . . . Winchester.” 

Winchester does have a high pro¬ 
portion of its students taking the 
SATs. Mitsakos told The Star: in the 
last three years, about 85 percent of 
the students have gone on to some 
form of secondary education. 

"There were 263 seniors taking the 
SATs last year — I’m not sure what 
percentage of the class that is, but 
there were about 290 graduates," Mit¬ 
sakos said. 

That volume of students taking the 
SATs does affect the average — a true

mean, derived by adding the scores 
of those who took the test, and 
dividing by the number of test-takers, 
he explained. 

But the Princeton-based testing 
firm did send along other break¬ 
downs of the scores earned by the 
Class of 1984 for comparisons. Mit¬ 
sakos offered. 

"On the verbal test, about 48 per¬ 
cent our our students scored 500 or 
better, individually," he said. "And 64 
percent scored 450 or better. 

"It would be nice if they could tell 
you how many scored above the na¬ 
tional norm (426), but they didn’t do 
that," he added. 

"As for the math, 56 percent of our 
students scored 500 or better," Mit¬ 
sakos reported. "Using the450cut-off, 
69 percent of our students did that 
well, or better." 

A substantial number of Win¬ 
chester students scored higher than 
600 on the exam: 15 percent on the 
verbal and 25 percent on the math. 
Nationally, only about 7 percent of the 
million or so students who took the 
test scored that high on the verbal 
section, and only 17 percent on the 
math. 

“At the lower end of the scale, only 
8 percent of the Winchester students 
scored 300 or lower on the math test, 
and 13 percent on the verbal test," 
Mitsakos said. Nationally, 24 percent 
of those tested scored under 300 in the 
verbal section, and 16 percent of all 
those taking the math section. 


investigate the area s “potential for 
a botanical study park for the town." 

The other article, although it does 
not name the well field, asks Town 
Meeting to establish a user fee "for 
private organizations that request 
playing field expansion, or for whose 
benefit playing fields are expanded." 

A random phone survey of some of 
the signers of the petitions indicated 
both were filed in reaction to pro¬ 
posals that several soccer fields be 
created on the well-field site. 

"I’m adamant about those soccer 

"When these figures come out, the 
state Dept, of Education takes them 
and makes comparisons among the 
residential suburbs, but we won’t be 
getting those for some time," Mit¬ 
sakos noted. "But in the past, our 
students have always outperformed 
their counterparts in the other 
residential suburbs. 

"It is important to point out that 
SAT scores are only one measure of 
a school’s performance," Mitsakos 
pointed out. "There are some kids 
whose grades are very good, but they 
don’t do as well on the SATs — and 
there are always a few' whose SAT 
scores are very high, but they don’t 
get accepted at some universities." 

Still, it looks as though the Class 
of 1984 will stay Mitsakos’ favorite — 
as he told them they were, when he 
presided at their graduation, his first 
as superintendent. For a while, at 
least.

fields," said one woman, w r ho asked 
her name not be used. "I just do not 
want them in this neigborhood 
because of the traffic. 

"We already have that bicycle 
path; I think our property values will 
go down, regardless of what anyone 
says," she insisted. "A play area for 
the neighborhood children would be 
excellent — but the whole 
neighborhood is up in arms about the 
soccer fields." 

The soccer field proposal has met 
with neighborhood resistance since it 
was first suggested, more than a year 
ago. 

Michael Connolly, an area resident 
and former Water Commissioner, 
who opposes any use of the well field, 
suggested last year that Town 
Meeting turn the land over to the 
School Committee; the motion was 
not acted upon because he hadn’t ask¬ 
ed if the School Committee wanted it. 

Before this year’s warrant closed 
last week, Connolly asked the School 
Committee if it would ask for jurisdic¬ 
tion over the land. Committee 
members, noting that there are no 
formal proposals for use of the land 
at present, made no move to file an 
article asking for control of the well 
field. 

The residents’ well-field article 
may not be specifically aimed against 
location of one or more units of 
scattered-site subsidized family hous¬ 
ing on the property — one of many 
possibilities considered by the town’s 
Housing Subcommittee in its 
preliminary survey. (See Sept. 6 
Star.) 


But setting aside the well field for 
future water-supply use or as park 
land could make it virtually impossi¬ 
ble to build anything there. 

State water supply regulations 
state there can be no buildings or any 
other potential source of pollution 
within a 40-foot radius of a well. 
(Lynch Elementary School is within 
150 feet of some of the field’s 25 wells.) 

Designation of the area as park 
land might limit future use of the pro¬ 
perty because of federal park land- 
protection legislation, known as "4-f," 
which says park land cannot be taken 
for construction involving federal 
funds if the local government has any 
other feasible options. 

Residents in another area of town 
filed a petition to protect their 
neighborhood playfield, an empty lot 
which once held the old Highland 
grammar school, from possible use as 
a housing site. 

More than a dozen residents from 
bordering streets have appealed to 
Town Meeting to transfer the lot — a 
parcel a little over 100,000 square feet 
in area, bounded by Eaton st., Steven 
st., Old Oak lane and Highland ave. 
— to the Board of Park Commis¬ 
sioners, or designate it as a park or 
common. 

The Highland ave. lot, town- 
owned, was also one of the properties 
catalogued in the Housing Subcom¬ 
mittee’s initial survey of potential 
sites for the 28 units of subsidized 
family housing the town has been ask¬ 
ed to provide, in order to comply w'ith 
a two-year-old fair housing agree¬ 
ment with the state.

Residents in a third neighborhood 
in town have also sought park-land 
designation for two undeveloped, 
town-owned areas identified in the in¬ 
itial survey done by the Housing Sub¬ 
committee as possible housing sites. 

They ask Town Meeting to 
designate as park land a triangle of 
land along Tufts rd., bounded by 
Leonard Beach, Muraco School and 
private property ourned by the Han¬ 
non family. 

The petitioners seek the same 
designation for a rectangular plot 
along Bates rd. bordering Muraco 
School and private property owned by 
the Errico, McCarthy, Staniewica and 
Bernazzini families. 

Two other citizens’ petitions will 
interest neighbors because they in¬ 
volve zoning changes. 

One seeks to change the zoning of 
a small portion of a plot at 
Washington and Bridge sts., near St. 
Mary’s, from general residence to 
general business. 

"The rear portion of that proper¬ 
ty is zoned residential, and it cannot 
be used for anything related to the 
business portion of the property: 
parking, landscaping, setbacks, 
anything,” explains Building Inspec¬ 
tor Tony Zagzoug. 

Prospective owners of the proper¬ 
ty, the law firm of Murray and Quill, 
would like to build an office building 
there, Zagzoug says. If the residential 
portion of the lot is eliminated, it 
halves their available building area, 
because of setback requirements. 

The second zoning change is being 
sought by the owners of a home at 34 
Vine st., James and Barbara 
Freedman. 

Zagzoug said the Freedmans seek 
to change the current general 
residence zoning, which allows one- or 
two-family homes, to RB-20, which 
would allow up to five apartment 
units in the building. 

"It is currently a two-family 
home, but it had been built as a five- 
unit apartment building,’’ James 
Freedman told The Star. 

"When I bought it, that’s how I 
bought it," Freedman said. "It used 
to be the American Legion Hall, was 
converted by a previous owner, and 
sold to us at auction." 

Among the apparently less con¬ 
troversial articles to come before the 
meeting will be: 

• A motion by the town’s Com¬ 
mittee on Names to name the brick’ 
plaza at Thompson and Main sts. and 
an area at the intersection of Swan- 
ton and Main sts.; 

• Eight motions filed by the 
town’s Committee on Government 
Regulations; and 

• A blanket budget article to 
allow Town Meeting to amend and ex¬ 
pand any budgets that may fall short. 

“It’s a catch-all article," said Ac¬ 
ting Town Manager Rick White of the 
budget motion. "We place it in the fall 
Town Meeting warrant every year in 
case there are budgets in trouble, or 
unforeseen or extraordinary expenses 
that would drain the Finance Com¬ 
mittee’s reserve fund. 

"Under this article, we’ll probably 
ask for funds to help defray the cost 
of replacing the equipment, materials 
and books lost in the Ambrose library 
fire this summer,’’ White added.

Will Stay On Job 


In July, Dorothy Shannon submit¬ 
ted her resignation. 

In September, she agreed to stay 
just long enough to train her 
replacement. 

But now. Shannon. Executive 
Director of the Winchester Housing 
Authority, has decided to keep her 
job. At least for a while. 

Shannon said recently that hep 
concern for the town’s welfare has 
convinced her to stay on board, 
despite what she calls insufficient 
pay 

"I live here and I care about the 
town," said Shannon in a telephone in¬ 
terview on Tuesday. She said her own 
concerns about housing issues, as well 
the concerns of those who have ap¬ 
proached her, definitely influenced 
her decision. 

She said several people have urg¬ 
ed her to remain on the job, citing 
concerns about how Winchester will 
handle key housing issues that are 
now facing the town. 

"I encouraged her to stay on." 
said Mark Lombardi, Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen. “1 personal¬ 
ly think she’s doing a good job." 

Lombardi said he thinks Shan¬ 
non’s Housing Authority experience is 
even more valuable now, in light of 
the recent turnover of Town Manager 
personnel. He added that Shannon “is 
going to have to do all the nitty-gritty" 
on the recently proposed low-income 
housing plans. 

However,the state Executive Of¬ 
fice of Communities and Develop¬ 
ment (EOCD) limits her to a 
part-time schedule, based on a 
20-hour work week. The EOCD main¬ 
tains that the executive director for 
a small-town housing authority should 
only need 20 hours to complete the 
work required each week. 

But Shannon thinks otherwise. 

“I feel my job is a full-time job, not 
a part-time job,” she said, adding that 
the part-time status was instituted 
only two years ago. Shannon has no 
staff assistance, and she receives no 
overtime wages. “She’s working 
more hours than she’s getting paid 
for," said Lombardi. 

Shannon says that other small 
towns have more administrative 
assistance for their housing 
authorities. Wilmington, she in¬ 
dicated, has half as many housing 
units as Winchester, yet their authori¬ 
ty’s director has a secretary. Shannon 
hasn’t had one since a Minuteman 
Health Care grant ran out this 
summer. 

Lawrence Mullings of the EOCD, 
said the department has responded to 
complaints by other town housing 
authority administrators. “We have 
rearranged our salary schedule to en¬ 
sure that smaller authorities get more 
funds," he said. 

But Winchester, he commented, 
has too few units to warrant a signifi¬ 
cant increase in the director’s salary. 

The EOCD calculates that salary 
from the number of housing units in 
a town and then adjusts it according 
to a director’s experience and exper¬ 
tise. Yet even if Winchester were to 
eventually add three or four housing 
units to the existing 112, Shannon said. 


her pay raise would be small. “I think 
my salary would increase $25 - that’s 
per month not per week.’’ 

Shannon hopes to get the EOCD’s 
agreement to increase her working 
hours. She has also tried to find a stu¬ 
dent work/study intern who would be 
partially funded by a university. 
Under such an arrangement. Shannon 
said, the rest of the intern’s salary 
could possibly be paid by the Housing 
Authority. 

Mullings suggested that the town 
of Winchester might supplement 
Shannon's salary. Shannon said, “I’m 
not employed by the town. 1 don’t see 
that as a possibility." 

Richard White, the Acting Town 
Manager, said that the Housing 
Authority would be able to request 
such a supplement at the Town 
Meeting. “I do think that in other 
communities this has been done." he 
said. 

James Ball, spokesman for the 
EOCD, stated that Shannon’s salary 
is based on Housing Authority 
statistics for towns comparable to 
Winchester. He commented that 
other executive directors have been 
able to work successfully within a 
part-time schedule like Shannon's, 
and that “If other directors can do it. 
we expect her to be able to do it."

The Sachem junior varsity football 
team was dealt a heart-breaking 12-12 
loss at the hands of Wakefield last 
Monday afternoon.

Virginia Beach Offers 
Vacationers One 
Last Moment 
In The Sun 



At twilight on the final day of the 
Labor Day weekend, tanned vaca¬ 
tioners cast a wistful last look at the 
pounding surf before heading home to 
the workaday world of the office and 
the classroom. 

At the same moment in cities all 
over the Northeastern. Midwestern 
and Mid-Atlantic United States, the 
mood is decidedly more upbeat as 
suitcases get packed with beachwear, 
tennis rackets, golf clubs, walking 
shoes and opera glasses. 

And as one set of beach lovers 
leaves Virginia Beach, another set 
arrives. 

Many incoming fall visitors are 
professional or retired couples, able 
to take a vacation as seasonal 
preferences dictate or the mood 
strikes. They come to Virginia Beach 
for the pleasures of basking in the 
golden rays of an Indian summer that 
stretches into the last moments of < >c- 
tober. They come for mornings when 
the breeze off the ocean has the cool 
tang of apple cider. And for evening 
boardwalk strolls under a harvest 
moon that sets the Atlantic to sparkl¬ 
ing like vintage champagne. 

Many fall beach lovers frankly 
prefer the pure, unadulterated 
laziness of the season. When the more 
frenzied fun-seeking crowds of sum¬ 
mer go, leaving miles of beach to 
share only with friendly seagulls, a 
mellow ambience prevails. Diners, 
for instance, are more apt to slowly 
savor each morsel of a candle-lit 
seafood feast, or to sit chatting over 
cognac and cheesecake in one of the 
resort’s legions of fine restaurants. 

For other fall guests, however, the 
urge to linger over that evening meal 
is the natural result of sportive hours 
spent under bright blue autumn skies. 
September and October are ideal 
months for the golf, tennis, and 
fishing that lure sports enthusiasts to 
the beach lover’s beach year round. 

There are six public golf courses 
in the city, one of them just five 
minutes from the oceanfront. And 
from Oct. 1 on. more than 20 resort 
hotels and motels offer golf packages 
that feature savings on accommoda¬ 
tions and green fees. 

Virginia Beach is also a tennis 
lovers’ paradise. With more than 150 
courts, most of them lighted, fall 
visitors can play morning, noon and 
night. Lessons are available from the 
pro at Owl Creek Municipal Center, 
rated one of the 50 best municipal ten¬ 
nis complexes in the country. 

Fall ushers in some of the year's 
best fishing, too. It’s a peak season for 
channel bass, sea trout, sea bass, 
flounder, small bluefish and spot. 
Deep-sea fishing expeditions are also 
popular among fall vacationers who 
long to land “the big ones’’ like 
marlin, tuna and dolphin. 

Some visitors get as much exer¬ 
cise as sports lovers without ever lif¬ 
ting a club, racket, or rod and reel. 
They’re the ones who’ve discovered 
that* Virginia Beach is now home to 
several large off-price shopping malls 
on the “Outlet Mile” — places where 


designer and name brand fashions, 
accessories and home furnishings are 
drastically discounted. Many visitors 
turn crisp fall vacation days into ear¬ 
ly Christmas shopping expeditions. 

Autumn breezes are good com¬ 
pany. too, for those who decide to un¬ 
wrap the surprise package of history, 
nautical memorabilia, and modern 
adventure known as the Virginia 
Beach Self-Guided Motor Tour. It in¬ 
cludes stops at towering lighthouses, 
stately 18th-century homes, romantic 
seaside statuary, museums, military 
bases, and other facets of past and 
present life in the resort. 

Still, these are all activities that 
can be enjoyed year-round. What tru¬ 
ly sets fall apart for thousands of 
visitors is a scintillating season 
harvest of cultural events and 
festivals. 

For in September and October. 
Virginia Beach and the entire 
Tidewater region are transformed in¬ 
to a movable feast for the arts. Im¬ 
promptu stages are erected 
everywhere, from oceanfront lawns 
to waterfront docks. Tents spring up 
like brilliant fall flowers. And 
wherever you wander, there’s music, 
or dance, or drama happening, day 
and night. 

A highlight is the Neptune 
Festival. Virginia Beach's annual 
homage to the mythical king of the 
waves. This year it takes place Sept. 
26 through 30. And before it's over, 
more than a million festival-goers will 
have seen Neptune himself arrive 
from the sea and be welcomed ashore 
with a torch-lit parade of floats and 
marching bands. 

They’ll have strolled and scrutiniz¬ 
ed the work of 85 outstanding artists 
at a five-block-long Festival Art Show 
on the famous boardwalk. They’ll 
have picked their favorites from spec¬ 
tacular sand sculptures at the Sand- 
castle Classic. They’ll have sampled 
everything from fried shrimp to fun¬ 
nel cakes prepared by upwards of 100 
food vendors in tents, pavilions and 
stalls along the ocean. 

And some will have participated in 
sporting events that range from 
pleasantly exhilarating to downright 
grueling. 

At the mild end of the exertion 
scale there’s a Volksmarch, a 10- or 
20-kilometer walk. Other contests in¬ 
clude a five-mile oceanfront run. ten¬ 
nis and golf tournaments, and sailing 
races. The truly fit may wish to enter 
the Neptune Triathlon — a one-mile 
swim, a 16-mile bike ride and a 
6.2-mile run. 

Two of the most exciting activities 
will take place not on the beach but 
in the skies overhead as the world- 
famous Blue Angels streak in close 
formation over the ocean, and as the 
Neptune Festival ends in a brilliant 
burst of fireworks. 

Music lovers have plenty to note 
on the Virginia Beach fall calendar. 
Every Friday in September, there’s 
a free hoedown with bluegrass music 
at the Virginia Beach Farmer’s 
Market. 


There’ll be close harmony for the 
listening when, on Oct. 12 and 13, a 
convention of barbershop quartets 
gets tuned up at Pavilion, the Virginia 
Beach Convention Center. And on 
Oct. 14, the Virginia Symphony Pops 
opens its season at Pavilion with 
Guest Conductor Doc Severinson of 
“Tonight Show’’ fame. 

Connoisseurs of kitsch, crafts and 
collectibles can plan to be on hand for 
a Depression Glass Show opening 
Sept. 21, a Gun and Coin Show open¬ 
ing Oct. 13, a Homecrafts Show Ixigin- 
ning Oct 19. and an Antique Show on 
Oct. 26, all in the resort area. 

Other Virginia Beach fall happen 
ings range from surfboat demonstra¬ 
tions by lifesaving crews in 
turn-of-the century costumes and sail¬ 
ing craft, to amateur photography 
workshops at The Virginia Beach 
Arts Center. 

In neighboring Norfolk, fall events 
include the October opening of the 
Virginia Opera Association’s long- 
awaited production of Mozart’s “The 
Marriage of Figaro." The city’s 
waterfront will be the seasonal setting 
for a country music festival, a clown 
festival, an Italian festival on Colum¬ 
bus Day, and public tastings to choose 
the region’s best chowder and best 
chili recipes. 

Just an hour’s drive from Virginia 
Beach is Colonial Williamsburg. 

With all that goes on in Virginia 
Beach and the region during the fall, 
visitors are sometimes amazed to 
discover that many resort hotels and 
motels make available “off-season" 


packages of lowered room rates plus 
complementary meals and other 
varied features. In addition, many of 
this year’s fall vacationers will be the 
first one to stay in hundreds of brand- 
new rooms, as a total of more than 800 
units are added to the thousands in the 
resort city. 

It’s just another one of many plea¬ 
sant surprises awaiting travelers who 


discover the unique “second sum¬ 
mer” festivities and fun of a fall visit 
to the beach lovers’ beach.

The light 
touch of shrimp, scallops or lob¬ 
ster can do wonders for a main- 
meal salad. And a grilled salmon 
or halibut steak can easily stand 
up to any barbecued meat for suc¬ 
culence, protein and flavor. 

Judging by the number of fish 
restaurants which have opened 
nationwide and met with success 
over the last few years, the influx 
of seafood eateries reflects the 
trend toward healthy, versatile 
fish in the American diet, cooked 
on home fires as well as in restau¬ 
rants. 

So, ahoy, mateys, and gear your 
home galleys for savory fish cook¬ 
ery. The recipes which follow are 
mostly quick to prepare for the 
“who cares about cooking” days 
ahead. You can count on breezing 
into summer assured of successful 
seafood meals. 

SHELLFISH GAZPACHO 

1 cup chopped, peeled and 
seeded tomatoes 

V 2 cup finely chopped green 
pepper 

V 2 cup finely chopped cu¬ 
cumber 

V 2 cup finely chopped celery 
Vi cup finely chopped yellow 
onion 

Vi cup cilantro 

2 sprigs watercress, minced 
2 tsps. parsley, minced 

1 clove garlic, minced 

2 tbsps. white tarragon vine¬ 
gar 

2 tbsps. olive oil 
2 tbsps. red wine vinegar 
1 tbsp. lemon juice 
1 tsp. Worcestershire 

1 tsp. salt 

Freshly ground pepper to 
taste 

Tabasco sauce to taste 
4 cups seasoned vegetable 
juice (V-8) 

V 2 lb. shrimp, cooked 
6-10 clams, cooked 

Mix all ingredients except 
shrimp and/or clams and cilantro. 
Chill overnight or several days. 
When ready to serve, add seafood 
and cilantro. Makes 6 to 8 serv¬ 
ings. 

GRILLED SALMON 
WITH CILANTRO 

4 (6 oz. to 8 oz.) salmon 
steaks 

2 tbsps. olive oil 
Vi cup cilantro 

Vi cup chopped shallots 
1 large eggplant 
Cilantro (garnish) 

3 tbsps. lemon juice 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Marinate salmon in olive oil, ci¬ 
lantro and shallots 1V 2 hours. 
Meanwhile, cut eggplant into four 
thick vertical slices and steam 
about 2 minutes. Set aside. Just 
before serving fish, heat grill to 
very hot. Cook salmon steaks until 
fish flakes, turning once (approxi¬ 
mately 3 to 4 minutes to a side). 

Chop remaining cilantro, add 
lemon juice and salt and pepper to 
taste. Top eggplant slices with 
grilled fish steaks; top all with ci¬ 
lantro-lemon juice mixture. Serve 
on heated dishes with boiled pota¬ 
toes. Makes 4 servings. 

LOBSTER/PASTA 

SALAD 

1 lb. medium shell pasta 
1 lobster, cooked and 


shelled, meat diced 
2 green peppers, cored and 
diced 

2 medium tomatoes, diced 
1 “handful” parsley, finely 
chopped 

1 cup mayonnaise 
(homemade preferred) 

Juice of V 2 lemon 

Cook pasta in boiling water ac¬ 
cording to directions. Rinse with 
cold water and drain. Toss with 
other ingredients, stirring well to 
mix. Refrigerate before serving. 
Makes 6 to 8 servings. 

SHRIMP PAELLA SALAD 
Dressing: 
l /o cup olive oil 

2 tbsps. lemon juice 

2 tbsps. wine vinegar 
1 garlic clove, minced 
1 tsp. salt 
Vi tsp. pepper 
Vi tsp. Tabasco sauce 
V 2 tsp. turmeric 

Combine all ingredients in jar 
with tight lid. Shake well. Let 
stand 1 hour for flavors to blend. 
Shake again before using.

1 cup cooked rice 
1 lb. shrimp, thawed if nec¬ 
essary and cooked accord¬ 
ing to package directions 
4 green onions with tops, 
chopped

Place hot rice and shrimp in 


large bowl. Add dressing and toss 
to coat thoroughly. Cool. Stir in 
onions, green pepper, celery, ol¬ 
ives and artichoke hearts with liq¬ 
uid. Chill. When ready to serve, 
line salad bowl with greens. Toss 
peas with rice-shrimp mixture 
and place in salad bowl. If desired, 
garnish with tomato wedges. 
Makes 4 servings. 

BASS IN FOIL 
Vi tsp. salt 
Vi tsp. pepper 
Vs tsp. chili powder 
Vi cup all-purpose flour 
3 lbs. bass filets 
Vi cup olive oil 
1 garlic clove, minced 
Vi large green pepper, thinly 
sliced 

1V 2 cups sliced fresh mush¬ 
rooms 

Vd cup white wine or apple 
juice 

Vi cup tomato paste 
1 tbsp. minced parsley 
1 tbsp. chopped fresh tarra¬ 
gon or 1 tsp. dried leaf tar¬ 
ragon 

Preheat oven to 425 F. Line 13- 
by-9-inch baking pan with 24-inch 
piece of foil; let ends hang over. In 
pie plate, combine salt, pepper, 
chili powder and flour, coat fish 
filets with mixture. Heat oil in 
large skillet. Brown floured filets 
in hot oil. Place browned filets in 
center of foil. 

Top with garlic, green pepper 
and mushrooms. In large skillet, 
combine wine or apple juice, to¬ 
mato paste, parsley and tarragon. 
Stir briefly over medium heat, 
scraping bottom to loosen dripp¬ 
ings; spoon mixture over fish. Fold 
foil over fish; seal edges with dou¬ 
ble fold. 

Bake 15 minutes. Remove from 
oven; carefully fold back foil over 
edges of baking dish. Serve imme¬ 
diately.

Sandwiches 
to light 

What do you serve when a dinky 
canape is too little and a heavy- 
laden dinner plate is too much? 

How about what a French food 
encyclopedia describes as: “Food¬ 
stuff composed of two slices of 
buttered bread with some edible 
substance between?” 

In other words, the sandwich, 
which has moved from the tradi¬ 
tional ham and cheese on white — 
hold the mayo — to now encom¬ 
pass any filling rolled, stuffed or 
layered in an edibile covering — 
whether it be bread, croissants, 
pita pockets, tortillas or even let¬ 
tuce leaves. 

A sandwich offers versatility. It 
is something that can be prepared 
in advance — sometimes as far 
ahead as the night before, as the 
rolled lahvosh (recipe follows) — 
or a meal that’s do it yourself 
where guests pick the components 
of their sandwich from a smorgas¬ 
bord of bases, fillings and spreads. 

A sandwich can be hearty and 
filling or suitable for diet fare. Got 
the appetite of a long-haul truck¬ 
er? Then make it a three-decker 
with everything. Working your 
way into last year’s bikini? Make 
it open-face. 

Here are some sandwich and 
sandwich filling ideas 

ROLLED LAHVOSH 
SANDWICH 

1 soft lahvosh bread, laid out 
flat, brown side down (not 
the Armenian cracker, the 
soft lahvosh is available in 
Middle Eastern markets) 

Top round steak, cooked me¬ 
dium rare, cooled, sliced 
paper thin 

Lettuce, finely shredded 
Tomatoes, thinly sliced 
Dill pickle relish 
Chopped black olives 
Creamy horseradish sauce 
(recipe follows) 

Place soft lahvosh on two layers 
of waxed paper longer than lah¬ 
vosh. Layer slices of top round 
steak on lahvosh; cover complete¬ 
ly except for lVfe inches at oppo¬ 
site end from cook. Spread thin 
layer of creamy horseradish sauce 
over beef and barely on IV 2 inches 
at end. (Horseradish sauce will 
help seal rolled sandwich.) Top 
meat with layer of lettuce, then 
layer of tomato slices. Sprinkle 
relish and black olives lightly over 
all. 

Roll lahvosh tightly from clos¬ 
est narrow end, using waxed 
paper to wrap securely and keep 
tightly sealed. Chill at least one 
hour or overnight. Remove and, 
while still chilled, slice with sharp 
knife to form pinwheels. Can be 
served with knife and fork, if de¬ 
sired. 

Note: If using lahvosh cracker, 
soften by sprinkling with water on 
each side (too much water will 
tend to tear cracker and make it 
soggy), remove excess water with 
sweeping palm-of-hand motion 
and place cracker between layers 
of damp kitchen towel for 10 to 20 
minutes. 

This is good finger food, espe¬ 
cially to carry on a picnic. 

HAM SALAD ROLLED 
IN LETTUCE LEAVES 
2 cups ground ham (prefera¬ 
bly smoked country-style

for good flavor) 

3 tbsps. finely chopped onion 

1 tbsp. capers, chopped 

3 to 4 tbsps. mayonnaise, 
preferably homemade 

2 tsps. Dijon mustard 

6 lettuce leaves, blanched if 
desired 

Combine all ingredients except 
lettuce leaves; mix well. Place 
about ‘/a cup ham salad mixture 
on each lettuce leaf; roll up. Chill. 

CHICKEN-ASPARAGUS 

STACKS 

1 tbsp. butter or margarine 

Mj cup finely chopped green 
onion 

1 (10% oz.) can condensed 
cream of chicken soup 

V 2 cup dairy sour cream 

Va cup milk 

2 cups chopped cooked 
chicken or turkey 

V 2 lb. fresh asparagus (or 1 
8-oz. pkg. frozen) 

4 rusks or toasted English 
muffins 

In saucepan, melt butter; cook 
onion until tender but not brown. 
Stir in soup, sour cream, milk and 
chicken. Heat through; do not boil. 
Cook asparagus spears; drain. To 
serve, top 4 rusks with half chick¬ 
en mixture. Top with 4 rusks, as¬ 
paragus and remaining chicken 
mixture. Makes 4.

Wood Stove Warnings 
And Evaluations

Wood-burning products can be a 
good hedge against rising heating 
costs. But consumers have to take 
care not to get burned — literally 
and figuratively. 

Advertisements and energy per¬ 
formance claims may be mislead¬ 
ing or exaggerated. Adequate 
safety and installation informa¬ 
tion isn’t always available. So, if 
you’re in the market for a wood- 
burning stove (free-standing or in¬ 
serted in fireplaces) or a fireplace 
heating device, you may want to 
take some advice from the Feder¬ 
al Trade Commission. 

To avoid home fires caused by 
the installation of wood stoves, get 
as much safety information as you 
can. Retailers often have informa¬ 
tion about safe use of the products 
they carry. Check with local build¬ 
ing code officials to be sure you 
comply with local safety laws. 

In general, a 36-inch clearance 
on all sides is a safe distance from 
flammable materials such as fur¬ 
niture, drapes, carpeting and un¬ 
protected walls, according to Na¬ 
tional Fire Protection Association 
guidelines. 

In addition, the guidelines say 
that a wood stove never should be 
installed over an unprotected 
combustible floor. It instead 
should be placed on non-combusti¬ 
ble floor covering extending 18 
inches beyond the stove’s outer 
edges. Consult local building code 
officials for the proper kind and 
amount of floor protection. 

As for chimney requirements, if 
you use an existing fireplace 
chimney to vent your stove, it 
must be sealed off below the 
stovepipe’s point of entry to pre¬ 
vent toxic gases from backing up 
into the room. This can be done by 
sealing off the fireplace opening 
or sealing off the flue itself be¬ 
tween the stovepipe connection 
and the fireplace opening. 

Avoid connecting more than one 
heating device to a single chimney 
flue because flue gases and sparks 
may pass from one flue opening 
into another. 

If you have no suitable chimney 
or if you prefer not to close off 


your fireplace, a factory-built 
chimney or a metal smokestack is 
a good solution. 

In every case of installation, 
home owners should notify their 
fire insurance companies that a 
wood-burning product is being in¬ 
stalled, says the FTC. 

The commission also recom¬ 
mends looking closely at energy 
performance claims when evalu¬ 
ating advertisements for wood- 
burning products. Manufacturers 
base their claims on different 
tests, making it difficult to com¬ 
pare products and results. 

Many factors affect the heating 
performance of wood-burning 
products. These include: the kind 
of wood burned, wood moisture 
content, damper ventilation, home 
insulation, location of the product 
in your home, your living habits 
and the weather. 

Be cautious if an ad makes 
heating efficiency claims without 
indicating under what conditions 
they were achieved. If variable 
conditions are disclosed in the ad, 
compare these with the conditions 
in your home to determine if they 
will affect the product’s energy 
performance for you. 

Ads making efficiency claims 
also can be misleading because 
the word “efficiency” has different 
technical meanings. Sometimes it 
refers to how well the stove con¬ 
verts wood to heat — combustion 
efficiency. Other times it means 
the amount of heat the stove ex¬ 
pels into your home — net effi¬ 
ciency. Look for products that 
base their claims on net efficien¬ 
cy, as this tells you the most about 
the product’s heating potential. If 
the ad doesn’t specify which type 
of efficiency claim is being used, 
ask the retailer for more informa¬ 
tion. 

A standardized test conducted 
under laboratory conditions was 
developed by the Wood Heating 
Alliance. Products tested accord¬ 
ing to this standard will have la¬ 
bels which state the product’s net 
energy efficiency, heat output and 
the amount of wood burned during 
the test.

Backyard Gardener 


Summer’s Memories 
And Next Year’s Plans

It’s that time of year again 
when it’s nice to look back upon 
the season’s garden while it is still 
fresh in the mind. 

Several good purposes are 
served in such a remembering. 
First, it’s pleasurable to cast back 
over the beautiful pictures, de¬ 
lightful scents and delicious tastes 
of the past season. It gives a fine 
sense of accomplishment to list 
the best successes of the year, so 
that some of them can be chosen 
for repeat performances next 
year. 

Second, as historians tell us, if 
we fail to remember the mistakes 
of the past, we are doomed to re¬ 
peat them. Remembering our lit¬ 
tle slip-ups, and those varieties 
that did poorly in our gardens, can 
guide us to better choices and im¬ 
proved gardening methods in the 
future. 

Right now, it’s a good idea to 
note some of these things, either in 
the back of our 1984 garden dia¬ 
ries, or at the beginning of a diary 
to be used for 1985. For this pur¬ 
pose, I use a coil-type lined school 
notebook, which comes in various 
thicknesses. For most home gar¬ 
dens, a 100-page notebook should 
be adequate. 

It’s a good idea as well to use 
the back of your 1984 garden 


uiary, or the beginning of the one 
to be used for 1985, for sketches of 
the past season’s planted areas. 
Within their outlines, fill in what 
was planted in each section. Then, 
on a parallel series of sketches, 
perhaps on the facing page, begin 
filling in your choices as you make 
them of annual flowers and vege¬ 
tables for next year. 

Bear in mind that it’s wise to 
keep various blocks of similar 
vegetables moved around as much 
as possible, both to discourage 
pests that prey on one type or 
family of plants and to make best 
use of the nutrients in your soil. 

Thinking ahead to next year’s 
summer flowers conjures up a 
multitude of enticing pictures. 
Each year, I like to repeat some 
old favorites, and try as many new 
types as possible. 

One patch of flowers this year 
brought to our family a special 
touch of nostalgia. In our front 
yard, in newly cleared stretch of 
garden on the warm, south side of 
a fence I seeded cosmos. But this 
was not just any cosmos. 

The seed was sent to my wife by 
a lady who had received the seed 
originally from my late father-in- 
law many years ago. Throughout 
all the intervening years, she has 
carefully gathered seed to sow 
again. And each year, the faithful 
ferny sprigs would emerge from 
the warm soil to grow into a tall. 


feathery hedge smothered in 
many shades of pink daisy blooms 

The sight of that delicate, 
flowering hedge with its clouds of 
pink nodding over the top of the 
fence evoked memories of sum¬ 
mer gardens of years long past. In 
one of our first homes, the one to 
which we brought home our first 
child, this old-fashioned, tall cos¬ 
mos became a traditional hedge at 
one side of the vast vegetable gar¬ 
den. 

These days, there are many new 
kinds of cosmos from which the 
home gardener can choose. The 
traditional, tall sorts, usually in 
shades of pink with some white, 
grow around 5 feet tall and can be 
found in seed catalogs under the 
name Sensation mixed. 

Bright Lights is a mixture of 
semi-double flowers in shades of 
scarlet, orange and yellow. This 
type grows to about 3 feet. Sunset 
is similar but a little taller. Dia¬ 
blo, an All-America Slections 
winner, grows to a uniform 3 feet 
with bright scarlet blooms. 

All cosmos have finely cut, fern¬ 
like foliage and graceful, airy dai¬ 
sylike flowers with contrasting 
centers. They germinate quickly 
and grow fast even in poor soils 
provided the seed is not sown until 
the soil is warm. 

If you have a warm, sunny flow¬ 
er bed that could use an attractive 
tall background with a touch of 
nostalgia to it. try cosmos.

From sprouting pits 
to potting plants

Rule No. 1: Don’t be intimidat¬ 
ed. You can grow an absolutely 
wonderful little tree (even a big 
one, for all I know) from that foot¬ 
ball-shaped pit inside your next 
avocado. Trust yourself. You do 
have a green thumb. Remember, 
it's just a dumb plant. It wants to 
grow as much as you warn it to. 

Thus fortified, let us begin: 

- First. Never, ever refrigerate 
an avocado if you want to sprout 
the pit. Refrigerating the pit al¬ 
most always kills it. 

- Second. Sometimes it’s nice 
to take a whole avocado and let it 
get super ripe, way past the point 
of guacamole mushiness. This cod¬ 
dles and helps to nudge the seed 
toward life. But don't let the avo¬ 
cado get dry. If you're lucky, a 
nice little root will begin to shoot 
from the pit. In that case, be very 
careful when you clean the gunk 
off the pit. 

— Third. I favor the toothpick 
method of sprouting the pit. Just 
jab three toothpicks around the fat 
part of the pit, then suspend the 
pit — flat side down — by the 
toothpicks in a glass of water. The 
water should come up to the 
“shoulder” of the pit. Actually. 


depth isn’t all that important — 
just don’t drown the pit. 

— Fourth. Wait. Be patient. 
Never give up unless the pit turns 
black and absolutely, positively 
looks d-e-a-d. I have waited for 
weeks for recalcitrant pits to 
sprout and have almost always 
been rewarded for my patience. 
Avocados have a mind, and a 
sense of time, of their own. 

- Fifth. This is important, 
folks. When the first little shoot 
comes out of the top of the pit. 
pinch it off. You will feel like you 
are committing infanticide, and 
the pit will sulk for a while. But 
soon, another little sprout will 
come up. Now here s the trick: 
You pinch that one off, too. In fact, 
you keep pinching those shoots 
until the avocado gives up and. ex¬ 
asperated. sends up two shoots. 
This is the object of the game: 
Force the avocado to give you 
multiple stems. 

I truly have been ruthless with 
some avocado pits and have got¬ 
ten as many as four sprouts. I’m 
not sure what the theoretical limit 
is — but it would be fun to find 
out. 

Remember, a single-stem avo¬ 
cado plant is OK — I’ve grown a 
ton of them - but nothing quite 
feels as nice as looking at your 


very own. multi-stemmed avoca¬ 
do. 

— Sixth. You will find that the 
shoots, however many you are 
rewarded with, will grow at an as¬ 
tounding rate. The temptation is 
to sit back and watch the avocado 
reach for the sky. This is another 
no-no. When the stem gets 6 or 7 
inches high, cut it back to 3 or 4 
inches. This will force the plant to 
fill out. 

- Seventh. Plant your plant. 
Any kind of pot will do. although 
plain, old-fashioned red-clav 
terra-cotta pots are really hard to 
beat. I always throw some potsh¬ 
erds in the bottom (its great 
therapy to bust up an old pot. 
which is why most gardeners stick 
with this arcane process), then 
throw in about a half-potful of 
standard potting soil, lightened 
perhaps with a dash of sand or 
fine gravel. Then I set the pit — by 
this time the roots have formed a 
nice kinky maze under it — into 
the soil and gently tamp it down. 
Then finish filling with dirt, top it 
with some gravel for appearance 
and — that’s it. 

Enjoy. Keep pinching it back 
and you will have a tree that will 
become a very close friend in 
time.

Edible flowers add daring to menus

Some garden flowers are good 
to eat and this is a fine time to try 
them. By August, the novelty of 
homegrown vegetables has begun 
to wear off and I’m ready to bring 
a bit of daring to my menus. 

If the thought of eating flowers 
seems odd, consider that the head 
of broccoli you eat without a sec¬ 
ond thought is. after all, a densely 
packed cluster of flower buds. Of 
course, you shouldn’t toss the blos¬ 
soms of just any plant into the 
soup. Some, like foxglove and lily 
of the valley, are toxic, but others 
have long been used for culinary 
and medicinal purposes. 

The following flowers are by no 
means the only ones that are edi¬ 
ble, but all are time-tested favor¬ 
ites found in most vegetable or 
flower gardens. And each can pro¬ 
vide an enticing first step in a 
blossom-eating adventure. 

SQUASH BLOSSOMS (Cucurbi- 
ta species). In their enthusiasm to 
produce, squashes and pumpkins 
are oblivious to the coming frost 
and keep blooming well past the 
time when the blossoms could pos¬ 
sibly develop and bear fruit. 

It’s good garden practice, then, 
to pinch off new squash blossoms 
toward the end of August. (Earlier 
in the season, pick only the male 
flowers, which have longer stems 
and lack the basal swelling of the 
female blooms.) 


Unsprayed squash blossoms are 
good to eat — an old Zuni Indian 
practice. You may add them to 
soups or. if you want to go to more 
trouble, you may dip the flowers 
in batter and deep fry them as you 
would any other fritter. 

Their flavor, while unassuming, 
is pleasant and the texture, shape 
and color of the fried blossoms are 
a treat. 

CHIVE BLOSSOMS (Allium 
schoenoprasum). This delicately 
flavored member of the onion 
family bears a conical lavender 
flower. I’ve never tried cooking 
them, but they make a delightful 
visual addition to a salad bowl or 
an antipasto platter and, as you'd 
expect, they have a mild onion fla¬ 
vor. Chive blossoms appear 
throughout the summer and fall. 

VIOLETS (Viola sororia — wild 
purple violet). Whether you find 
them wild in the woods or planted 
in your perennial border, violet 
blossoms make a charming yet 
sensible addition to the salad 
bowl. They’re rich in vitamin C, 
according to tests made at Penn¬ 
sylvania State University, and the 
petals add a piquant flavor as well 
as color. 

Eaten alone, their tangy flavor 
comes out. and if you eat a lot of 
them you may find that they sting 
the back of your throat. Victorians 
candied their violet blossoms in 
sugar and egg white, and Euell 
Gibbons made jam and syrup of 
the tiny petals. 


Violet leaves are good to eat 
both raw and cooked. Their flavor 
resembles that of the flower but is 
milder and does not sting the 
throat. 

ELDERBERRY FLOWERS 
(Sambucus canadensis). The folk¬ 
lore of many cultures attributes a 
certain magic to the elder, in 
some cases ascribed to an elder- 
tree mother, or wood nymph, 
thought to dwell in the plant and 
guard it. 

The umbels of white flowers 
that appear in June and July ripen 
into purple berries by mid- to late 
August. 

Elder-flower tea is an old reme¬ 
dy for colds and lung afflictions, 
and elder-flower fritters or pan¬ 
cakes are a legendary summer 
treat for the resourceful country 
forager. The usual procedure is to 
dip the flat, palm-size clusters of 
blossoms in batter and then fry 
them, but you also can brush off 
the nearly spent flowers from an 
umbel without picking it and mix 
these stemless flowers into the 
batter. 

Don’t add the leaves, bark or 
roots to the menu: they can upset 
your stomach. 

Although it’s clear that flowers 
don’t match seeds and fruit for fla¬ 
vor and nutrition, a few petals 
scattered in among summer's 
bounty can lend uncommon, sa¬ 
vory highlights to your meals.

Indoor bulbs 
for you to grow

If the winter blahs get you 
down, do something about it — 
during fall. 

There are several bulbs perfect 
for indoor winter bloom. 

For example, a small pot of 
large-flowered yellow or purple 
crocus is a delight in midwinter. 
The earlier, small species of snow 
crocus also is charming in pots. 

Also lovely in pots are muscari. 
grape hyacinths and Siberian 
squills. 

Because there is such a broad 
range of choices to be made, a 
great deal of the pleasure in grow¬ 
ing these flowering bulbs lies in 
selecting from the varieties avail¬ 
able. But do your shopping early 
to ensure top choice. 

Now. let’s get to work and orga¬ 
nize the things we ll need to get 
them growing. Basic require¬ 
ments, aside from the bulbs them¬ 
selves, are some pots, some soil 
and a cold, dark place in which to 
store the planted bulbs for their 
root-growing period. 

The pots should be scrupulously 
clean and have drainage holes to 
avoid overwatering, as bulbs will 
rot in wet soil. Unattractive pots 
can simply be placed inside a bas¬ 
ket or ceramic container for in¬ 
door display later. 

Though short, squat pots, called 
bulb pans, are most often used for 
planting bulbs. I’ve also used 
standard pots with good success. A 
single hyacinth bulb may be plant¬ 
ed in a 4-inch pot. while a 6- or 7- 
mch pot will accommodate three 
hyacinth bulbs. 12 to 15 crocus 
bulbs or six tulip bulbs or daf¬ 
fodils. For a really spectacular 
display of vour favorite tulip or 
daffodil, plant 10 to 12 bulbs in a 
10-inch pot. 

In choosing your bulbs, make 
sure they are the largest size 
available, firm and unblemished. 
r heck especially the base of the 


bulb for any spots of mold or 
decay. Bulbs fare best in sandy 
soils and a purchased, sterilized 
soil will guarantee an absence of 
insects and disease. 

To plant the bulbs, partly fill 
the pots with soil first, then set the 
bulbs on top of the soil before fill¬ 
ing in around them. The noses of 
the bulbs should end up just below 
the soil surface, which in turn 
should be around a half-inch below 
the top of the pot. for ease of wa¬ 
tering. 

For a full and beautiful display, 
the bulbs should be set as close 
together as possible without 
touching each other or the sides of 
the pot. Firm the soil around the 
bulbs just gently, and water them. 

We’ve arrived at the most cru¬ 
cial part of the whole business — 
the cold rooting period. In some 
areas, people plunge the pots into 
a cold frame or into pits or 
trenches outdoors. In my case. I 
use the crawl space under the 
house that is perfectly dark, and 
becomes progressively colder 
from October onward. 

An unheated garage, basement 
or cold storage area would do well 
also, provided it is perfectly dark 
and stays below 50 F but does not 
freeze. The pots can be covered 
with cardboard boxes and black 
plastic to exclude light, but check 
them periodically and water if 
necessary. Gardeners in warm, 
southern climates often use the re¬ 
frigerator for this cold storage pe¬ 
riod 

Alter the bulbs' rooting period, 
which can be from 10 to 14 weeks, 
the potted bulbs can be brought 
indoors gradually into bright light. 
Roots showing at the drainage 
hoies and shoots an inch or two 
above soil level indicate a bulb’s 
readiness to bloom indoors. 

To assure attractive, strong and 
sturdy growth, give them cool 
temperatures and bright light, but 
keep them out of direct sun.

Aberjona River Neighbors 
Demand Town Act To 
Curb Spring Flooding

Every spring, when the Aberjona 
swells with rain and melted snow, 
people who live along the banks worry 
about flooding. 

On Tuesday evening, two residents 
of the low-lying Tremont st. area 
came before the Board of Selectmen. 
They said that flooding has worsen¬ 
ed in recent years. They want the 
town to take action to control the 
river 

After heated discussion, the 
Selectmen decided to look into both 
long-term and short-term solutions to 
Winchester’s water overflows. 

The town currently has access to 
$150,000 for waterway improvement. 
John Ciarcia, the newly appointed Ac¬ 
ting Town Manager, agreed to find 
out whether that money could be us 
ed to finance a comprehensive study 
of the town’s water problems. 

Frank Vozzella, of Tremont st. 
said that water has come into his 
home ever since the construction of 
the high school field. 

During heavy rains,’Vozzella ex¬ 
plained. the three pipes which are 
supposed to drain the field gel hack 
ed up. In recent years, Vozzella said, 
he has had to put sand bags along the 
street in order to keep flood waters 
from completely inundating his 
underground garage. 

In response to his problem, Ciar- 
cia said, "I would seriously consider 
doing away with the underground 
garage." He said that garage was "in¬ 
appropriate” for a low lying area

George Murphy of Brookside 
ave the second resident to address 
the Selectmen, agreed that the high 
school construction work intensified 
the flooding problem. He said his 
sump pump used to keep the water 
out effectively. 

Now, he said, “You can’t keep it 


out with a pump, it’s like trying to 
keep the ocean out.” 

Last year, when conduits backed 
up over Memorial Day weekend, 
Murphy’s basement was flooded with 
a foot of raw sewage. He said that the 
Selectmen ought to set a priority 
"where health and property are con¬ 
cerned.” 

To solve the flooding, Murphy sug¬ 
gested improving the flow of water at 
Cross st. as well as building a levee 
on the river bank at Brookside ave., 
so that the water would run off on the 
other side of the river, where there 
are no inhabitants. 

Selectman Michael Saraco com¬ 
mented, “I think something can be 
done. I wouldn’t just throw up my 
hands and say, ‘You’re a homeowner. 
Expect a flood every 10 years .” 

He suggested that putting sand 
hags along the river bank might serve 
as a stop gap measure while more 
comprehensive long-term plans are 
developed. 

Town Manager Ciarcia blamed 
bad weather over the past 10 years as 
well as the “concrete jungle” 
development in Woburn for much of 
the flooding. 

I le said he envisioned two possible 
solutions, either removing Vozzella s 
garage or building a retaining wall to 
slop erosion of the river bank 

“To solve your problem per¬ 
manently." Ciarcia stated to the 
board, "the town would have to get in¬ 
to an immense project all the way 
downstream." 


Resident Wants Horn Pond 
Brook Bike Path Clean-Up 


After years of delay, the Horn 
Pond Brook bicycle path is nearly 
complete. 

Now, some residents are afraid 
that trash and straggly shrubbery 
alongside the path will ruin its ap¬ 
pearance. They would like to see the 
area cleaned up. 

Peggy Schleicher, a Town Meeting 
member from Precinct 8. took her 
concern to Selectmen Tuesday even 
ing. After working hard to get the 
path built, she said, she wants to 
"make sure it’s done right.” 


"How much work has the contrac¬ 
tor agreed to do?” she asked Select¬ 
men. "What is the clean-up job going 
to be?” 

Don Serratore, Director of the 
Department of Public Works (DPW), 
said the bicycle path is 90 percent 
completed and that the contractors 
are just finishing the edging. 

He said that the firm is supposed 
to clean up any shrubbery cut down 
in the process of building the path, but 
that further clean-up around the path, 
would be the responsibility of the 


DPW. 

Serratore stated that the depart¬ 
ment might be able to remove refuse 
from the debris-filled brook after Win¬ 
chester s fall leaves are collected, a 
job that saps 10 of the available 
workers. 

Schleicher said residents are also 
concerned about keeping motor 
vehicles off the hike path. Selectman 
Edward O’Connell suggested that a 
gateway would be the best solution, 
because it would keep out traffic 
while allowing town access

Libraries Bouncing Back

All over Winchester, elementary 
school students are turning into Ghost 
Busters. 

To become one, kids must take on 
a challenge tougher than super¬ 
natural demons or even the Sta-Pufff 
Marshmallow Man. They must con¬ 
quer the dreaded denizens of the 
school library: books. 

This month, students at Muraco 
and Lynch Schools can earn an of¬ 
ficial Ghost Busier Library certificate 
for every mystery tale or ghost story 
they read. Ghost Busters also get 
their names announced over the 
school loudspeaker. 

Needless to say. the program has 
youngsters pretty excited about 
reading. 

Until last year, creative library 
programs like Ghost Buster Month 
were few and far between. Win¬ 
chester’s elementary school libraries 
suffered from low budgets, outdated 
books, and understaffing. 

But last January, the libraries got 
a financial shot in the arm For the 
first time, all six elementary schools 
were able to hire full-time library 
aides, and $25,000 was reallocated 
from the School Committee budget to 


purchase library books. Such 
changes, says Mary Brown, library 
aide at Ambrose School, got the 
adrenalin really flowing ’ 

When Supt. George Mitsakos first 
toured the elementary school 
libraries, the collections were, he 
said, ‘in deplorable condition.’ He said 
the poor state of the libraries was ‘at 
odds’ with the community's general 
interest in learning and literature, 
and he made library improvement a 
priority. 

The superintendent explains that 
money for the libraries was made 
available by designing more efficient 
school bus routes and by implemen¬ 
ting an energv conservation program. 

The $25,000 reallocation was ear¬ 
marked for three types of books, 
good reference books not found in 
the town library’s collection 
•texts which complement the 
school curriculum 
* a ward -winning children's 
literature 

In addition to updating their collec¬ 
tion, the libraries have expanded 
their programs. 

Every elementary school class is 
scheduled to visit the library at least 
once a week. Students develop their 


listening skills during story hours. 
They learn to use library reference 
materials. They may work on 
research papers or use library 
resources to supplement their 
classwork. 

Soon, each library will have its 
own computer and word processor. 

The Mentor Program for highly 
motivated students is even more am¬ 
bitious. The program allows students 
from Grades 5 through 8 to pursue in¬ 
dependent projects with the help of 
local professionals. School librarians 
try to match students up with ap¬ 
propriate mentors, from criminal 
lawyers to veterinarians. 

Some students choose to in 
vestigale a career. Three girls ai 
Muraco interviewed a dentist who 
showed them how to brush properly 
and even loaned them a set of false 
teeth The girls went on to give a den¬ 
tistry presentation to a second-grade 
class 

Other students want to pursue 
creative projects. One girl wrote a 
novel Another student desgmed his 
own dream vacation home under the 
guidance of a local architect. 


Unfortunately, the library aides 
cannot always locate an adult mentor 
for each project Two fledgling poets, 
for instance, were unable to find a 
writer to coach them 

The library aides depend on adult 
volunteers for general assistance as 
well as for the mentor program. 
Although the majority of the library 
volunteers are mothers of school 
children, fathers and senior citizens 
have pitched in as well 

Don Nealon is the only father who 
volunteers on a regular basis at Lin¬ 
coln School. He goes in twice a month 
to read stories aloud to students. ‘It's 
no different than a father’s being in¬ 
volved in soccer or anything else,’ he 
said. It’s a nice way to be around my 
daughter when she’s in school. 

All six library aides. Alice 
Pedersen at Vincent-Owen, Peggy 
Hallisey at Lynch. Jean Berry at Lin 
coin, Maureen Cook and Sally Demp¬ 
sey at Muraco, and Mary Brown at 
Ambrose, are enthusiastic about the 
new programs in their work places.

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Police Discover $20K Cache Of Marijuana

A suitcase filled with packets of 
what police believe is marijuana was 
found hidden behind a basement wall 
panel at a West Side residence late 
Friday, but so far police have made 
no arrests. 

According to Winchester Police 
Lt. Joseph N. Perritano. who led the 
investigation Friday after an earlier 
tip by an unidentified workman at the 
house, the 12 kilograms of suspected 
marijuana has a street value of about 
$22,000. It is the largest pot seizure in 
town for several years, he said, ad¬ 
ding that it may even be the largest 
in Winchester’s history. 

He said the homeowners, a 
middle-aged couple, are “not even 
considered" as suspects in the case 
because "we know for a fact they are 
proper, upstanding citizens in the 
community.” Perritano refused to 
give the names or address of the 
homeowners, whom he said have liv¬ 
ed there "for some time." 

Perritano said police entered the 
house without a search warrant 
because they anticipated the couple 
would cooperate. “They were shock¬ 
ed. of course," he said of the pair,"... 
but they coo|K»rated as we expected 
they would. They weren’t involved in 
any way. shape or manner. 

"I do not want to release the 
names of the people because of what 
could happen to them. We want it 
known that we, the police, removed 
the stuff, so that nobody gets hurt,” 
said Perritano. He said that police 
have possible suspects, but he refus 
ed to elaborate. 


He added that the workman at the 
house, whom he also refused to iden¬ 
tify, had tipped off police upon 
discovering the suspected pot behind 
the wall. 

Perritano estimated that the 
substance had been stashed there for 


about one year and that the owner/oc¬ 
cupants "had no idea" it was there. 
He said a heavy coat of dust covered 
the case when it was pulled from the 
wall, leading police to estimate on the 
length of time it was stored 

Perritano said "a variety of peo¬ 


ple could have had access to the base¬ 
ment." but he refused to indicate 
specific suspects. He said the couple 
is believed to be living alone at the 
house, and that no breaks have been 
reported there within the last year.

A bill to raise the drinking age to 
21 isn’t likely to stop the frequent 
drinker, say local youths, hut it may 
deter some.

A $fil.(KK) federal education grant 
will mean more Winchester teens will 
get a shot at college, according to a 
report on Tuesday by Supt. Charles 
Mitsakos. 

The grant, awarded recently by 
the U.S. Department of Education is 
aimed at “bridging the gap,” said 
Mitsakos, between high school and 
college for those with learning 
disabilities. 

Mitsakos said a dozen students are 
expected to be involved in the pro¬ 
gram, which will begin this year. 
Local school officials arc working on 
the project with Middlesex Communi¬ 
ty College, which is jointly focusing 
on learning disabled students bound 
for college or similar experiences. 

Mitsakos said the grant will be us¬ 
ed to “help students who are well in¬ 
to high school, hut who still have 
problems learning. Not ‘problem 
kids’ really; rather those who need an 
extra boost." 

In other school board action on 
Tuesday, several personnel appoint¬ 
ments were made. The board also ac¬ 
cepted the resignation of social 
studies teachers aide Teresa Kaldor, 
who resigned to teach at Concord 
schools.

Lisa O’Halloran, who will replace 
Gabrielle Fryklund as instructional 
aide in the math department at the 
high school.

Commenting on the Winchester 
High School Marching Band, Miller 
says. “Our students deserve this 
honor and recognition. They really 
work hard to make the band a great 
organization. Those practices at 6:30 
in the morning on the field are tough, 
but everyone shows up. I am ex¬ 
tremely pleased with the way these 
kids have worked together this year. 

“The Town of Winchester can be 
proud of these young people and the 
way they represent the Town at 
various functions. This Peach Bowl is 
another function this time with na¬ 
tional recognition for Winchester," 
snvs Miller.

Johnians Critique New Sex Education Film • 

‘The Facts After 10 Years Simply Do Not Justify...’ Trends 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

We have just returned from view¬ 
ing a film on sex education for fifth 
and sixth graders in the public school 
svstem. The title of the film was 
Human Growth and Development.' 
With approximately 100 virtual 
strangers, we all viewed the human 
body's sexual development from 
babyhood to reporduction. 

With pleasant and highly profes¬ 
sional art work, the functions of male 
and female reproductive systems 
were brought out on the cutting board, 
dissected, examined, discussed and 
demonstrated. At the close of the film, 
responses came from the floor in 
overwhelming agreement that what 
we had just viewed was a ‘lovely 
presentation.’ 

Some parents wanted to make 
sure that thorough discussion would 
follow the classroom showing of this 
information. Some parents wanted 
the assurance it would not be a 
segregated class but all 10- and 
12-year-olders would share this view¬ 
ing experience together. 

Still others wanted to make sure 
the boys did not miss the special seg¬ 
ment on the female cycle. One parent 
wanted to be apprised of the date of 
this particular film's showing so that 
she might continue the discussion 
with her child after school. 

As we sat there observing the 
trend of the entire evening, my hus¬ 
band and I became increasingly con¬ 
cerned with aspects of public 
sexuality that education seems to be 
overlookilng. 

Is it really gain for a student to be 
able to publically discuss the most 


private, most personal, most intimate 
physical relationship possible bet¬ 
ween a husband and wife?’ we ques¬ 
tioned. ‘Is it really gain to be as 
casual about intimacy, as you are 
about a burp, or a moon landing, or 
a tip roast at the meat counter?’ 

Could, what public education calls 
‘embarrassment’ in young people, be 
more accurately defined as modesty? 
Are modesty and privacy negative 
feelings that are detrimental to the 
grace of womanhood and the decen¬ 
cy of becoming a man?’ 

A recent segment on television’s 
‘20-20’ examined sex education in the 
public schools of America. This is 
what they discovered. After 10 years 
in the system, across the board, the 
bottom line benefits of public sex 
education were two fold: < 1) embar¬ 
rassment is removed from children 
regarding the discussion of the sub 
ject; (2) In schools where contrcep- 
tives are provided, in confidence, 
teenage pregnancies decreased. 

Moreover, in addition to this lack¬ 
luster summary, statistics tell us that 
it is simply not true that ‘public infor¬ 
mation’ will disarm the problems 
arising from human sexuality. E’or 
example, we are the most informed 
generation that has ever existed and 
yet in 1950, there were 287,000 cases 
of syphillis and gonorrhea recorded in 
the United States. 

In the 1980’s, the enlightened 
period, we have more than 1,004,000 
cases, plus 150 million people expos¬ 
ed to herpes, as well as 1300 cases of 
the deadly virus AIDS. Rape is up 
more than 121 percent, and one out of 
every three babies is murdered by 


abortion. These figures do not include 
the alarming rise in child abuse and 
other sex related crimes. 

Do Paul and I think children are 
innocent and ignorant of the facts of 
life? No. and they never were. 
Because human nature has always 
been on the job in each generation, 
even among ignorant animals and in¬ 
sects, children know. What we do 
believe is that some aspects of life are 
private, sacred if you will, and will 
never be appropriate for the public 
classroom. 

What our generation needs, is to 
remember that the ‘home’ is the 
finest institution of learning ever pro¬ 
vided for children. The classroom is 
only a supplement to its all-season, all 
weather provision. 

While it is not perfect, the place 
where the children are conceived, 
clothed, fed. and frequently loved, is 
the natural setting for the best in¬ 
struction as to how one may continue 
the human race process. 

It is our opinion that a ‘tell-aH’ 
society is not only artless and witless 
but crude and tasteless, and their 
losses far exceed their gains. We say 
‘let us put sex education back into the 
adequate hands of human nature, 
parental discretion, and institutions 
such as church and synagogue that 
emphasize the dignity of morality, 
self-restraint and inner character.’ 

We appeal to parents and 
educators to rethink the present trend 
in sex education. The facts after 10 
years simply do not justify its con¬ 
tinuation.

BEACON HILL RO 


The House and Senate 
went back into formal session 
last week. This week’s report 
records votes on key roll calls 
from the week of Oct. 1-5. 

LOCAL AID (H 6100) 
House 84-66, upheld Gov. 
Dukakis’ veto of a fiscal 1985 
budget section providing $31.6 
million in additional local aid 
to cities and towns. The sec¬ 
tion provides that the money 
be distributed by giving a 
community $35 for each child 
attending public school in that 
community. Supporters of the 
$31.6 million said com¬ 
munities deserve this money 
and can use it for education, 
to reduce taxes, or for other 
purposes. They said there is a 
surplus to fund this additional 
aid. 

Some opponents said the 
state cannot afford this aid 
and noted the legislature has 
already given cities and towns 
$252 million in increased local 
aid this year. Others said the 
formula is unfair because it 
gives the same aid to rich and 
poor communities. Many said 


the money should be used to 
fund the education 
reorganization package that 
the House will shortly 
consider. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
$31.6 million in aid. A “Nay” 
vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes. 

MEDEX (S 2243) — Senate 
31-0, gave near final approval 
and sent to the House a bill 
prohibiting doctors from 
charging elderly Medex pa¬ 
tients more than the amount 
the plan reimburses 
subscribers for care. 

Supporters said the bill 
will protect nearly half a 
million elderly Medex 
subscribers from “balance 
billing” by doctors and will 
save the elderly millions in 
overcharges each year. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
bill. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted 
yes. 

DRINKING AGE (II 5952) 
— Senate 34-1, gave initial ap¬ 


proval to the bill raising the 
state’s drinking age from 20 to 
21 effective June 1, 1985. It 
also includes a provision mak¬ 
ing the effective date of the 
hike earlier if Maine, New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, and 
Vermont hike their state’s 
ages to 21 before June 1. 

Supporters noted that 
because of a new national 
law, Massachusetts would 
lose millions of dollars in 
federal highway funds if it 
does not hike its age to 21 by 
Oct. 1, 1986. Some said they 
also believe the hike will 
reduce alcohol related deaths 
and save lives. 

Opponents said the hike to 
21 is unnecessary, unwise, 
and unenforceable. They said 
there is no evidence that there 
is any significant difference 
between 20- and 21-year-olds 
and said the solution was to 
pass and enforce stricter 
laws. The House passed a 
similar bill and the Senate 
version now goes to the Ilous^ 
for consideration. 

Kraus voted yes.

profits. 

Mom had come in just then, and 
had made a bigger fuss over how 
beautifully Dad's crop was than I had. 
She had been so proud of him. They 
had beamed at each other so long 
without saying a word that an ir¬ 
repressible surge of energy had burst 
inside me, too, filling me with a deep 
warmth. 

Suddenly startled, 1 looked up 
abruptly, only to see the dingy, dust 
and cobweb-laden shelves that lay 
before me now — the tears that had 
streamed down my cheeks had turn¬ 
ed cold and stung sharply.

"I spent a fair amount of time 
deciding, 'lie wouldn't say that,’ and 
making the characters sound right. 
she says. “It’s sort of character 
stereotyping But it’s like when 
you’ve met someone, and you have a 
picture of what they’re like from then- 
actions .’’

Timber, Mont. That’s where 
he learned to milk cows and 
rope cattle, among several 
other western-style skills. 
He’s even picked up a few 


cowboy terms that roll off his 
tongue; words like “crick” 
(that’s creek) and “pop” for 
soda. 

“At first it took me a while 
to get used to the early (5:30 
a.m.) wake-up time. I’d be go¬ 
ing to bed at 8 each night so I 
could get up in the morning.” 
he said. 

The ranch was a vacation 
spot for wealthy summer 
tourists, and part of Kyle’s job 
was to make sure guests were 
well taken care of. That 
meant he had to be up with the 
sun to milk the cows for 
breakfast milk and fire up the 
old wood stove. 

By 9 a.m., he’d have 
already done a handful of 
chores, including feeding the

pigs and cleaning out the 
barn. The chores were 
nothing like he’d do at home 
mowing the lawn, taking 
out trash and such. He readi¬ 
ly admits he learned a whole 


different way of life out in 
Montana. 

For instance, catching 
pigs was hardly the kind of 
thing he’d likely have learned 
there. It wasn’t easy, he said,

Winchester Hospital will dedicate 
its new wing at ceremonies to be held 
Oct. 14 at 2 p.m. in front of the patient 
entrance to the new wing on Fair- 
mount st. 

The new wing will be named the 
' Gilbert H. Hood Jr. Wing” in honor 
of Hood’s long-standing interest in 
and support of the hospital. Hood, a 
resident of Winchester since 1941, has 
been a member of Winchester 
Hospital’s board of directors since 
1948. He has served on numerous 
committees of the board over the 
years, including the Public Relations 
Committe, the Finance Committee 
i From 1959 to the present). the Fund 
Development Committee (from 1972 
to the present), the Long Range Plan¬ 
ning Committee and the Building 
Committee. 

In addition, he served as vice 
president of the Winchester Hospital 
Corporation from 1949 to 1953, as 
president of the Corporation from 1953 
to 1959, and as general chairman of 
the hospital's Building Fund in 1959. 
He is honorary co-chairman of Win¬ 
chester Hospital’s Gift of Health Cam¬ 
paign, the capital campaign 
established for the building of the 
hospital’s recently completed new 
wing and the soon-to-be-completed 
renovation of the main hospital 
building. 

In 1962, Hood was elected a life 
member of the hospital’s board of 
directors. He is one of only three life 
members ever elected to the board.

An index number 
gives you an im¬ 
mediate handle on 
where the value of 
something stands at 
the present moment.

Productivity gains 
very high in 1983 

Unusually large gains in pro¬ 
ductivity, as measured by output 
per employee hours, were made in 
many industries in 1983. the U.S.

One play based 
on the life of Colette was enough 
of a hit that he earned the sum of 
money necessary to buy a house, 
which he did on Amagansett. 

It was there that Greene was 
noticed for his cooking skill and 
urged to open a restaurant for the 
summer. It was to change his life.

Stalking The Wild Creatures Of Winchester 


Town May 
Have A New 
Housing Plan

After several drafts, heated 
debates, and packed public hearings, 
Winchester has apparently ironed out 
a short-term housing plan that may 
satisfy the state. 

Monday evening, Selectmen and 
the Housing Authority approved a 
plan for subsidized and low-to 
moderate-income housing in town. If 
the Planning Board approves the plan 
tonight, the housing policy will be 
headed for scrutiny by state officials 
in Boston. The Planning Board 
recently gave tentative support for 
the plan. 

The proposal mentions no specific 
plans to construct new housing. 

Instead, it designates existing 
buildings for fair housing use. Under 
the plan, Winchester’s three town- 
owned houses, located at Highland 
avc.. Reservoir st. and Allx*n st., will 
be converted to subsidized housing. 

State approval would allow' the 
town to lease the houses to private 
contractors, who would then rent the 
space to eligible families Their rent 
payments would then he sup 
plemented by state subsidies. 

Further, the plan calls tor Win 
Chester to purchase two or three other 
housing sites lor 'ow-to moderate 
income families. The housing would 
be scattered throughout town, as re¬ 
quired by the state. 

’l’lie housing proposal says that by 
Nov. 15 Winchester will file an ap¬ 
plication for funds to buy the housing 
units. 

Under state regulations, the Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority will own 
the low-to-moderate-income dwell¬ 
ings. The state awards purchase 
grants of up to $60,000 per single fami¬ 
ly housing unit. 

Marion Crandall, a member of the 
Planning Board, said that no sites 
other than the three town-owned 
houses have been considered for the 
program so far 

Selectman Wade Welch com¬ 
mented that $60,000 is "not a lot of 
money in Winchester." He said that 
such funds are normally used to 
refurbish housing in rundown areas. 
But in Winchester, he said, “It ’ll take 
some time to find buildings which 
need rehabilitation." 

Welch suggested that the state 
grants might be used as a bargaining 
tool when property owners come 
before the town with zoning variance 
or housing conversion requests. 

According to Selectman Alan Mac¬ 
donald. residents’ concerns convinc¬ 
ed the town not to include long-range 
construction in the plan Earlier 
drafts of the proposal said that town- 
owned land would he evaluated as 
future building sites. 


The plan states that "public heal¬ 
ings must be held to inform the 
public." Crandall of the Planning 
Board stated that public input was 
"critical" to further progress in the 
fair housing proposals. 

Crandall said she thinks the pro¬ 
posal "puts forward what the town 
feels comfortable proceeding with at 
this time.” 

Peter Hamilton, the only Housing 
Authority member to vote against the 
plan, said it fails to fully address the 
housing issue. He argued that the 
town isn’t living up to its responsibili¬ 
ty to make long-range housing plans. 

Hamilton, who was appointed by 
the state to serve on the Housing 
Authority, said "the town should have 
a balanced housing program, 
somethings around 28 units" instead 
of the two or three homes proposed. 

At the Selectmen’s meeting, Alice 
Warren, a member of the Fair Hous¬ 
ing Committee, also criticized the 
plan. She said it fails to make a com¬ 
mitment to tenants. Although the pro¬ 
posal states that the Housing 
Authority will advertise the program 
to property owners, she pointed out 
that it makes no provision to inform 
tenants. 

Selectman Murk Lombardi replied 
that the state has strict guidelines for 
informing potential tenants. The 
Selectmen agreed to discuss Warren’s 
point at a later dale. 

Selectman Welch emphasized that 
the town is involved in an ongoing 
housing program, and that potential 
lites for new construction will be con¬ 
sidered and possibly presented at the 
spring Town Meeting. 

He said. "We’re moving with 
deliberate speed.”

Calling the Social Security system 
“a demographic nightmare in the 
making,’’ Republican Congressional 
candidates. Lester Ralph has called 
for a complete restructuring of the 
system to guarantee that lower and 
middle income elderly receive their 
benefits. 

“Despite, or because of. recent bi¬ 
partisan efforts to save the system, 
many needy people have been drop¬ 
ped from the rolls or had their en¬ 
titlements reduced.” said Ralph. 
“For many, the loss of these essential 
benefits was a crushing blow to their 
hopes of financial stability in their 
retirement years. We must restore 
the system’s solvency through a com¬ 
plete restructuring, not by balancing 
its budget on the backs of the needy.” 

Ralph called for a four-point plan 
to begin rescue of the system. The 
first point would call for immediate 
restoration of benefits to those people 
so recently affected. The second 
would be an increase in the maximum 
annual payment into the system. The 
third point would be an increase in the 
annual tax-free amount allocated to 
an IRA, with equal tax breaks for 
both working and non-working 
spouses. 

The fourth point would he a reduc¬ 
tion in upper-income benefits with a 
resultant increase to lower and 
middle-income retirees. Ralph 
justifies this redistribution by noting 
that upper-income earners are not in 
need of government assistance in

Examples of 
documentation include: 

A signed and dated letter from an 
employer (on company letterhead) 
indicating gross earnings for the last 
90 days to 12 months, or at least the 
last 13 consecutive weeks of pay stubs 


(with employee and company idea 
tification). 

A recent Social Security of SSI 
check, or a letter from the bank in¬ 
dicating the amount of direct deposit, 
or a copy of a Social Security Award 
letter less than 12 months old. 

A signed and dated letter from the 
Department of Welfare indicating 
AFDC or General Relief benefits for 
the last 90 days to 12 months. 

A copy of a Claim Benefit Record 
form from Unemployment indicating 
any benefits received in the last 90 
days to 12 months. 

3. This year the State requies Tri- 
CAP to ask for the Social Security 
numbers of all adults in the 
household. Please be sure to have this 
information available. This informa¬ 
tion will be matched against the 
State’s Wage Reporting System.

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Answers Coming On Future Water And Sewer Costs 

Homeowners’ Bills Will Rise, But Impacts May Be Lessened By Pending Legislation 


By ANNE MAINE KEIDY 

For two years, Winchester and 50 
other communities which receive 
water and sewer service through the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
have waited for the other shoe to drop 
the dollar impact of court ordered 
renovations of the MDC’s sewer 
system and clean-up of Boston 
Harbor. 

Local officials have expected the 
$5 billion project, as originally propos¬ 
ed. to triple or quadruple local water 
and sewer charges in the first year of 
the 15-year program. 

But. depending on which of three 
proposals is adopted by the 
legislature, the water and sewer bills 
residents get over the next 15 years 
may be considerably lower than first 
expected, softening the ‘thud.’ 

And they should know exactly how 
jarring it will be by Nov. 14 a 
deadline set by the courts for 
definitive action. 

“The (water and sewer) bills are 
going to go up, but nothing like the 
way we thought they would.” 
predicted Charles Lyons, an Arl¬ 
ington Selectman and chairman of an 
ad hoc Water and Sewer Task Force 
put together by the MDC member 
communities. 

“I don’t think we’re going down 
the drain on this one,” he added op¬ 


timistically. "I thing the Governor 
realizes he can’t triple water and 
sewer fees in one year.” 

But there’s not much time for the 
Legislature to decide which of the 
three proposals to adopt. If they don’t 
choose one by Nov. 14 — one the 
Governor can accept, and sign into 
law — the matter will be out of their 
hands. 

Massachusetts Superior Court 
Judge Paul Garrity has told 
legislators he will put the sewerage 
division of the MDC into receivership, 
and forbid any new tie-ins to the 
system if they have not passed a law 
creating a new, independent sewer 
authority by that date. 

That would place all control of the 
new authority — and its costs — in the 
hands of the court, something Ixith the 
Legislature and the Task Force com¬ 
munities have tried to avoid. 

It would also halt new construction 
in the entire MDC district: without 
sewer tie-ins, homes, offices and most 
other buildings cannot be certified for 
occupancy. 

But the judge is adamant about his 
Nov. 14 deadline. 

“Let me explain to you why time 
is of the essence,” Judge Garrity told 
The Star. “For years, people have 
been asking, when they go out swim¬ 
ming or boating on the harbor, when,

for goodness’ sake, it’s going to stop 
smelling and looking like a cesspool. 

“This legislation is one of the more 
critical pieces of legislation affecting 
the public interest in years,” Garri¬ 
ty added. "I suspect because of the 
enormous changes it is going to work 
in our lives — in terms of charges and 
technology — a lot of well-meaning 
people have serious concerns. But 
those changes have to come, because 
the harbor is dying — and if we wait 


an’' longer, it may be too late.” 

Garrity, who issued the original 
court order to clean up the harbor and 
repair the antiquated sewer system 
more than 13 months ago, after a suit 
brought by the city of Quincy, is 
frustrated with delays and said he will 
not tolerate any more. 


“We can’t have too much more 
raw sewerage, loaded with toxic 
wastes, dumped into the harbor,” 
Garrity said Tuesday. “There’s been 
study after study and talk after talk, 
not just for years but for generations. 
And the harbor gets dirtier and more 
polluted and more unsafe every day: 


almost geometrically so.” 

The MDC handles sewerage for 
about 40 percent of the state’s popula¬ 
tion. Every day, the overloaded, 
broken-down treatment plants at 
Deer, Nut and Moon Islands dump 450 
million gallons of wastewater and 
100,000 pounds of sludge — much of it 
raw, or only partially treated sewage 
— in Boston Harbor 

“Nov. 14 is not an unreasonanble 
date, considering that within a week 
after that we have the Thanksgiving 
and holiday season, and the end of the 
legislative year,” Garrity noted. 
“And this just cannot wait another 
legislative year ; we’ve waited enough 
legislative years.” 

There are three bills before the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
right now: the Governor's bill, which 
combines the MDC water and sewer 
divisions in the new authority, and 
proposes major construction and 
reconstruction of the treatment and 
delivery systems for both divisions 
over the next 15 to 20 years; the 
pared-down sewer-only Senate ver¬ 
sion. supported by Senate president 
William Bulger, and passed the first 


week in October by a 29-2 vote; and 
the House version, offered by Hep. 
John Cusack (D. Arlington,) House 
chairman of the committee which 
oversees the MDC. His bill incor¬ 
porates many of the concerns ex¬ 
pressed by the Task Force member 
communities. 

The House Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee can release any one of the 
three bills, or a combination of them, 
for action. But Cusack and others 
close to the bill seem confident that 
his version is the one that will finally 
reach the Governor’s desk. 

“The Governor and his staff have 
seen my version, and the 
municipalities (Task Force) have, 
and everyone seems to be very 
positive,” Cusack said. “And the 
judge has seen it, andseemed ex¬ 
tremely pleased with it.” 

A State House source said the 
Governor is expected to support 
Cusack’s version of his bill, “with a 
few minor changes.” And Task Force 
members are expected to endorse the 
bill, and ask the legislators who repre-

But It Worked 


This newspaper is suppor¬ 
ting the re-election of Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan. And the 
reason is simple — he has 
done an excellent job and has 
the country headed in the 
right direction. 

You may disagree with 
that conclusion. You have on¬ 
ly to look to the pages of The 
Boston Globe to find a dif¬ 
ferent point of view. But we 
differ with The Globe in that 
we are telling you early, and 
on the editorial page, whom 
we are supporting and why. 

The Globe has been runn¬ 
ing anti-administration 
editorials every other day for 
the past year and heavily 
distorting its headlines, photo 
display and news coverage to 
try to chip away at the Presi¬ 
dent’s base of support in 
Massachusetts. 

It is time some of these at¬ 
tacks be answered lest the 
public think there is only one 
viewpoint among the press in 
this state. 

Any candidate can be nit- 
picked to death with daily 
editorials which play to 
special interest groups which 
champion particular causes. 
Eventually, you get some 
kind of message across to 
everyone because most peo¬ 
ple have some kind of 
“special interest.” 

That’s what The Globe has 
been trying to do these 
several months, and in the 
few weeks left we’d like to 
focus attention on the state of 
the country as a whole, not 
what the current administra¬ 
tion has or has not done for 
special interest groups. 

After all, that is what is 
really important and there is 
a very clear cut choice this 
year. 

The Reagan administra¬ 
tion’s programs of the past 


four years haven’t helped 
everybody and we certainly 
don’t agree in detail with 
every word in the Republican 
party platform or with the 
President’s position on a 
number of issues. But the 
overall impact this ad¬ 
ministration has had on solv¬ 
ing some of our most severe 
public problems of four years 
ago has been clearly beyond 
expectations of even the most 
optimistic. 

Inflation has been reduced 
from two years at 12 to 13 per¬ 
cent (1979, 1980) to under 4 
percent (1983, 1984). The 
prime interest rate was 21.5 
percent in 1980 and is now 
under 12 percent. Purchasing 
power of the median-income 
family is $3300 higher today 
than it wouid be had the high 
tax rates and inflation levels 
of the Carter-Mondale years 
continued. 

Supporters of the Mondale- 
Ferraro ticket can argue 
details and specifics of par¬ 
ticular programs all they 
want, but that’s all they can 
argue. 

In the last two years of the 
Carter-Mondale administra¬ 
tion your take-home dollar 
lost 25 percent to inflation 
alone. Today you are $3300 
per year better off than you 
would be under the failed 
economic policies of that 
Democratic administration. 

Yet Walter Mondale is of¬ 
fering more of the same. He’s 
even promised to raise your 
taxes to redistribute more of 
your hard-earned money to 
more of his favorite progams. 

Ronald Reagan brought a 
new philosophy to govern¬ 
ment when he was elected in 
1980. He said government 
can’t solve everyone’s pro¬ 
blems all at once and 
shouldn’t promise to do so. 


This failed expectation of 
many people led to the 
downcast feeling of malaise 
so accurately described by 
Jimmy Carter when he was 
throwing up his own hands in 
despair as the economy 
plunged out of control. 

President Reagan brought 
a new economic policy 
supply side economics. They 
called it “trickle-down” and 
“Reagonomics” and the tran¬ 
sition from 21 percent interest 
rates and 13 percent inflation 
was tough the first two years 
as we fought our way back. 

But it worked. 

Most people are better off 

— and what is most important 
is that we are headed in a new 
direction. Since 1983, 
unemployment is down 3 
points* Massachusetts is at 
virtually full employment 
with the jobless rate under 4 
percent. 

People have more pur¬ 
chasing power in their pocket. 
There are 105 million people 
with jobs — more than ever 
before in our history. 

And we are doing it under 
that new economic philosophy 

— supply side economics — 
that the skeptics said wouldn’t 
work. It included a tax cut for 
individuals across the board 
and a tax indexing plan to pro¬ 
tect against the “bracket 
creep” which put you at a 
higher tax rate when your 
wages were increased to keep 
up with the galloping in¬ 
flation. 

Everybody may not be bet¬ 
ter off today, but most of us 
are. And as the country pro¬ 
gresses further toward full 
employment, millions more 
will have a solid future on 
which to build. 

America is back. 

There is no denying it. 

And that is the only issue.

BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


This week’s report records 
local senators’ votes on late 
roll calls from the week of 
Oct. 1-5. The House and 
Senate are now meeting infor¬ 
mally again and formal ses¬ 
sions are not expected to 
resume until after the 
November election. 

WATER AM) SEWER (S 
2272) — Senate 29-2, approved 
and sent to the House, a 
lengthy 78-page bill 
establishing a Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority. 
The new authority would 
oversee the operation of 
sewerage collection, disposal, 
and treatment systems in 
communities in metropolitan 
Boston. The bill also provides 
for the issue of up to $300 
million in bonds for the pro¬ 
ject. This Senate version of 
the bill does not include a pro¬ 
vision, included in the original 
bill filed by Gov. Dukakis, giv¬ 
ing the authority responsibili¬ 
ty for water supply. 

Supporters said quick ac¬ 
tion was necessary on this im¬ 
portant bill which would begin 
to deal with sewerage and 
related health problems and 
start the cleanup of Boston 
Harbor. They said they are 
open to later inclusion of a 
water supply provision, but 
claimed the simpler version 
dealing only with sewerage, 
has to be addressed im¬ 
mediately and stands a better 


chance of passage. 

Some opponents, agreeing 
the sewerage problems have 
to be solved, said the bill was 
being rushed through the 
Senate without giving 
senators a chance to read it. 

Others said they preferred 
to also give the Authority 
responsibility for water 
supply. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
bill. A “Nay” vote is against 
it. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted 
no. 

NEW DAY — Senate 27-7, 
approved an order allowing 
the Senate to meet for a se¬ 
cond legislative day. 

Supporters argued the 
order was necessary, under 
Senate rules, to allow con¬ 
tinued consideration of the 
water Resources Authority 
bill. They said the bill is very 
important and that im¬ 
mediate passage would insure 
the sewerage problems are 
addressed and that a bill is 
passed by both the House and 
Senate before the end of the 
year. 

Opponents said senators 
have only had a short time to 
read this new version. They 
said the Senate can reconvene 
in a day or two when senators 
have had time to understand 
the bill. Many noted the House 
will not lx? able to consider the 


bill until November and 
claimed there was no need to 
railroad it through the Senate. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
order to meet in a second 
legislative day. A “Nay” vote 
is against the order. 

Kraus voted no. 


ketirement (H (>ooo) 

— Senate 35-0, gave near final 
approval to the House- 
approved bill banning man¬ 
datory retirement in 
Massachusetts. The measure 
basically prohibits employees 
from being fired or denied a 
job on the basis of being over 
70 years old. Tenured private 
college professors and high 
policymaking executives with 
retirement benefits in excess 
of $27,000 annually are ex¬ 
cluded. 

Supporters, noting current 
state statutes protect 
employees up to age 65 and 
federal statutes up to age 70, 
said the bill was long overdue 
and will help thousands of 
senior citizens throughout the 
state. They said senior 
citizens have a lot to con¬ 
tribute to society and the 
economy and noted this bill 
will insure that they are 
allowed to do so. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
bill. 

Kraus voted yes.

The Contrary Charm Of Vegetables 


‘Peeling an onion is like 
searching for truth. There 
are layers and layers, and 
it’s hard to know when you 
have penetrated what’s 
meant to be the protective 
exterior, and come at last 
to the kernel of the thing 
itself. I, myself, never know 
when to stop with an onion. ’

What I like about 
vegetables is how hard they 
make it for you. It’s a lot of 
work to take your average 
vegetable and render it 
edible. 

Being human, we’re 
perversely attracted by the 
difficult. It’s always the hard- 
to-get that we pursue with 
such ardor. This holds as true 
with food as it does with love. 

Why else would lobsters 
reign as one of creation’s 
most prized dishes? Because 
they’re hard to get, of course. 
They’re scavengers, for 
goodness sake; they eat what 
the rest of the finny world 
leaves as garbage. And yet 
we’re drawn to them — and 
why? Because they’re so dif¬ 
ficult to approach, with their 
calculating eyes and their 
waving antennae. Because 
you must commit a horrid 
kind of murder just to cook 
them. Because it takes thirty 
minutes of greasy, greenish 
work to extract from them 
your dinner. 

So it is with vegetables. 
Truffles, I suppose, are the 
most extreme example, 
because with truffles it’s not 
just that you work to cook 
them; you must work to even 
find them — hire yourself a 
team of boars and all, to sniff 
them out in those certain 
forests where they grow. 

Most vegetables are like 
this, when you come to think 
of it. 

Take onions, for example. 
Onions are heartlessly hard 
on the humans who would 
consume them. I come away 
from an onion the way most 
people do — sniffing and gulp¬ 
ing and wiping my eyes like 


someone fresh from the 
therapist’s office and a nasty 
seance with his unconscious. 
And it isn’t just the number of 
kleenexes you use with an 
onion; it’s all that peeling. 

Peeling an onion is like 
searching for truth. There are 
layers and layers, and it’s 
hard to know when you have 
penetrated what’s meant to 
be the protecting exterior, 
and come at last to the kernel 
of the thing itself. I myself 
never know when to stop with 
an onion. 

And what about ar¬ 
tichokes? The first human to 
look to an artichoke for 
sustenance had to have been 
one hungry dude. They’re 
spiky and mean-looking, they 
have thorns. OK, so pineap¬ 
ples do too, but with a certain 
amount of digging, at least 


pineapples vield up a luscious 
flesh. 

Not so with artichokes. 
You spend hours clipping 
their toenails and washing the 
sand out from behind their 
ears. You have to cook them 
forever to render them 
chewable. But it’s when you 
serve them that your work 
really begins: artichokes 
must be disassembled, leaf by 
spiky leaf. These leaves look 
like monkey’s tongues, like 
the marinated ears of bats. 
You pull at them one by one, 
thinking these thoughts and 
nibbling the tiniest mouthfuls 
of flesh from off their tips. 

After three quarters of an 
hour, you come to the prize at 
last: the heart of the ar¬ 
tichoke, which itself is nothing 
but a piece of cartilege and 


tastes like a boiled nose. 
Besides which, it comes gird¬ 
ed about by a small forest of 
thistledown — hairs growing 
inside your side-dish, a furball 
lodged mysteriously at the 
center of the plant. 

But are people put off by 
all this? Not a bit. A wonder¬ 
ful delicacy, they say about 
artichokes. Great stuff, bring 
on some more. 

It’s the difficulty factor 
that makes them so popular. 

The same is true with 
broccoli, and with cauliflower 
too. You try to cut broccoli 
and it lets yo know: you’re 
dealing with a tree here. Yot| 
ti*y cauliflower and it says thJ 
same: you’re addressing a 
bush. They’re worthy adver¬ 
saries, both of them. You 
think they’re going to lie down 
and turn into a swirl of limp 
vitamins for you? Forget it, 
they seem to say. You’ll go 
limp before they do. 

Myself, I love this about 
vegetables. Too much in life 
caves in and goes mushy on 
you. Vegetables are a lone 
hold-out. They’re crisp. They 
snap and fight back. Try cut¬ 
ting into a butternut squash 
and learn how Jacob felt when 
he wrestled the angel. Try 
munching a raw carrot all the 
way down to the end and learn 
again what your teeth are for. 

They’re feisty little crit¬ 
ters. They’ll be here long after 
we’re gone. Think about that 
next time you pass by the pro¬ 
duce section in your super¬ 
market. That little gnarled 
garlic in the corner? He 
knows how to take care of 
himself. If you’re smart, you 
won’t mess with him.

With A 

Very Active 
Imagination 


Jeffrey Kelly’s First Children’s 
Book Is A Result 
Of Many Attempts, 

Much Experience 
And A Very Open Mind

Never underestimate the 
power of imagination. 

Jeffrey Kelly just got his 
first book published. Called 
“Tramp Steamer and the 
Silver Bullet,” it’s a mystery 
story about two teenage boys, 
best friends, who get into all 
kinds of scrapes. Among 
other adventures, they sneak 
around haunted houses and 
get spooked by two crazy old 
ladies who live with giant 
spiders and carnivorous 
plants. 

Reality has little bearing 
on the story. 

Kelly didn’t have a do-or- 
die best buddy when he was in 
junior high school. He has two 
children, but they are both 
young girls, not adolescent 
boys. 

Growing up in a Chicago 
suburb, Kelly never en¬ 
countered haunted houses or 
crazy old ladies. There are 
hardly any plants in his house, 
and even fewer giant spiders. 

Kelly doesn’t let reality in¬ 
terfere with his fiction. He has 
an active imagination. 

And by nature, he’s a 
storyteller. 

At home, story hour is an 
after-dinner ritual. Sarah, 9, 
like to hear stories about Kel¬ 
ly’s childhood, while Becky, 5, 
prefers ghost stories and fan¬ 
tasy tales. 

Kelly is of Irish descent, 
although his broad features 
and imposing height seem 
more Germanic than Celtic. 
His own father was something 
of a raconteur, mostly of 
World War II stories. Kelly 
observed,“The Irish are great 
storytellers.” 

As a teacher, Kelly 
brought storytelling to his job. 
He once led a junior high 
school class called “Scary 
Tales.” 

“We would close all the 
blinds, light a candle on the 
floor and have all the kids sit 
around it,” he said, with a 
nostalgic glimmer in his blue 
eyes. “It was my job as a 
teacher to scare the wits out 
of them.” 

Occasionally, Kelly would 
read scary stories to his 
students. But most of the 
time, he made them up. 

“Tramp Steamer and the 
Silver Bullet” is primarily an 
adventure story, yet Kelly 
says it deals with some of the 


serious issues faced by junior 
high school students. 

Although there are no ob¬ 
vious correlations between 
Kelly’s book and his life, cer¬ 
tain of his insights can be 
traced to his past. 

He taught school for 10 
years, and that experience, 
said Kelly,“helped me to 
know what it was like to be 12 
or 13 years old again.” He ex¬ 
plained that to teach junior 
high school well, “you have to 
be psychologically acute.” 

“I think if there’s one word 
(o describe junior high school 
kids, it’s moody,” said Kelly. 
“Some of them are on the top 
of the world, some of them are 
on the bottom, and it changes 
all the time, minute to minute. 
Their hormones are running 
wild.” 

Coming to terms with 
girls, rivalry between friends 
and family instability all play 
a part in the lives of many 
adolescent boys, said the 
author, and these themes also 
play into Kelly’s book. 

The author invented two 
boy protagonists. Tramp 
Steamer, who is kind but 
bumbling, follows faithfully in 
the path of his best friend, The 
Silver Bullet. Silver is smart, 
daring, and a trouble-maker 

in a word, Silver is cool. 

Kelly said that “those kids 
are definitely both me, the kid 
I was and the kid I would have 
liked to have been.” 

It’s difficult to imagine 
Kelly as a rebellious 
teenager. At 38, the writer, 
who buttons the cuffs of his 
crisp white shirt, looks 
clean-cut. 

Yet he describes his 
teenage self as “a schleppy 
kind of kid who was perfectly 
willing to get in trouble,” as 
long as he was led into it by 
someone else. I was in and 
out of trouble all the time,” he 
said. “My father had to bail 
me out with the juvenile of¬ 
ficer a number of times.” 

Whatever the serious side 
of his book, Kelly doesn’t set 
out to reform teenage kids. “I 
think that you fail as a writer 
if you set out to moralize,” he 
said. Kids will pick up on it 
immediately and reject it.” 
He said that the morals within 
a book “evolve from the story 
itself.” 

“Kids are a tough au¬ 
dience,” the author observed. 


“When you write for children, 
you must be entertaining 
above all else. You have to 
have a strong plot.” 

Kelly has devoted a lot of 
energy to writing fiction. He 
hasn’t always been suc¬ 
cessful. “I’ve got a trunk full 
of rejection slips and un¬ 
bought manuscripts and 
notebooks full of writing,” he 
said. 

For the past eight years, 
he has worked as a free-lance 
journalist, primarily for The* 
Boston Globe. He recently 
wrote a series of articles on 
his three-year experience as a 
single father. 

Recently, he remarried. 
His wife, Lynne, works as an 
English teacher at Andover 
High School. 

Kelly currently works as 
the news director for Bentley 
College, and writes on the 
side. It took him six months to 
write “Tramp Steamer and 
the Silver Bullet,” which he 
called “a fairly good achieve¬ 
ment, considering I had a full¬ 
time job.” 

He writes all his first 
drafts by hand, unlike most 
writers trained as journalists. 
“It adds to the pleasure of 
writing to physically move a 
pencil across the page,” he 
said. “I don’t think you get 
that from tapping on keys.” 

Kelly writes mostly on 
weekends, and he says he can 
write anywhere except at 
home. “I find it very distrac¬ 
ting around here,” he said, 
glancing around at his refin¬ 
ed living room, which smells 
of antiques and furniture 
polish. “There are all these 
books and magazines, the 
refrigerator and the 
telephone.” 

Instead, Kelly hangs out at 
Cambridge cafes when he 
wants to write. “When the 
weather is warm I sit at Au 
Bon Pain. In the winter, I go 
to Cardell’s, where you can 
buy a cup of coffee and sit for 
10 hours and no one will 
bother you. There’s so much 
going on there that it really 
helps to develop your writer’s 
eye.” 

Sitting back in his arm¬ 
chair, relaxed and infinitely 
personable, Kelly adds, 
“Writing is a solitary 
endeavor, and 1 think you can 
make it less so by writing in 
public.”

About The Author: Katherine Shao

There is an aura about Kathy 
Shao. a combination of self-confident 
optimism and the normal insecurities 
of a high school senior. 

She wants to test her abilities, and 
says her goal is to excel. She already 
does, in several areas. 

The 17-year-old Alben st. resident 
has already been featured in 
newspaper articles for her virtuoso 
piano playing. She’s an honors stu¬ 
dent, is heavily involved in school ac¬ 
tivities, and works in her father’s 
Belmont restaurant. 

On top of all that, she is an award¬ 
winning writer. 

Shao doesn’t seem to take herself 
overly seriously: she kids around with 
a photographer, striking attitudes and 
breaking into a broad grin seconds 
later. 

But a number of adults take her 
abilities quite seriously — seriously 
enough to grant her national recogni¬ 
tion, and recommend to 3,000 univer¬ 
sities nationwide that she (and other 
winners of this award) be seriously 
considered for recruitment and 
scholarship offers. 

Shao is one of two Winchester high 
school students who (along with H48 
other high school seniors across the 
country) have won National Achieve¬ 


ment Awards for excellence in 
writing from the National Council of 
Teachers of English — NCTE. 
(Editor’s note: Elizabeth Lee, the 
other winner, was featured in The 
Star last week.) 

Like most high school seniors, 
she’s thought about going on to col¬ 
lege, and where she’ll concentrate her 
studies. 

‘‘Last year, I thought I’d be a 
music major,” she says with a smile. 
‘‘This summer, I thought maybe it 
should be the sciences — I like 
science, and 1 like the fact that could 
land me a good job in this society.” 

But, if things keep developing the 
way they have lately, she says, she’ll 
probably major in journalism 

"Writing and music are the things 
that come naturally to me, although 
I work hard on both,” she adds. 

Strangely enough, though, the 
piece she won her award didn’t take 
a lot of work, she says. 

Shao’s award from NCTE was 
based on a piece of creative writing 
— her retelling of Roald Dahl’s story, 
James and the Giant Peach, 
reprinted above — and on an essay on 
the American dream, written under 
exam conditions. 

The prize-winning adaptation of 
Dahl’s story stemmed from a class

assignment, Shao says. 

“We were suposed to take a fairy 
tale or well-known story, and put it in¬ 
to epic form.” she explains. "I took 
James and the Giant Peach because 
I must have read it a million times. 

"It was my favorite story when I 
was little,” Shao says. "My mother 
would buy me, ‘See Dick, see Jane’ 
books, and I didn’t like them. 

"I was always reading James or 
Ramona The Brave, and every time 
I climbed a tree, I’d have a book with 
me,” Shao says. 

“I sat down and wrote it (the 
poem) in an hour,” she estimates. 
“And I changed maybe two words 
when I did my second draft. 

"I just happened to be able to do 
it in a small amount of time,” Shao 
adds quickly. "An analytical paper 
takes me a while — and most of the 
time, I can’t just sit down and peel off 
a metaphor that really fits.” 

But her epic version of James, fill¬ 
ed with vivid descriptions* and tailor- 
made metaphors, did just peel off her 
pen, she says. 

"I copied Beowulf for the style,” 
she explains. “I started with ‘Listen!’ 
as if I were telling it.” 

(Epic poems, a form common to 
nearly every culture, began as recited 
tales of heroes and their deeds, 


according to scholars. In their writ¬ 
ten form, most begin with a bid for the 
audience's attention.) 

Shao received news of her award 
late this summer, several months 
after she entered the competition at 
the end of her junior year. She sums 
up her reaction in a single word: 
"Amazed.” 

She says the letter from NCTE sat 
on a desk for three days, because she 
was so busy this summer, working in 
her father’s restaurant, The Chinese 
Gourmet. 

“Mom called me at work to tell me 
I got the letter,” she recalls, grinning. 
"I was waitressing. and we were real¬ 
ly busy. I told her I’d open it when I 
got home.” 

She’s proud of her work on the 
poem, but Shao says frankly that she 
didn’t think her essay was as strong 
as it might have been: "It wasn’t that 
good: I used Babbitt and Edward 
Bellamy’s "Looking Backward” to 
talk about the American dream," in 
the one-hour time span allowed for the 
assigned topic. 

That sort of analytical self- 
assessment seems to be typical of 
Shao: that forthright evaluation of 
her own capabilities helped her 
decide this summer to keep music an 
important part of her life, but not 


make it her livelihood. 

"I probably wouldn't make it as a 
concert pianist,” she explains matter- 
of-fact ly. 

"I couldn’t perform, because my 
hands are too small; I can barely get 
an octave,” Shao says, holding out her 
small-boned hands. Fingers spread, to 
illustrate her point. Top pianists need 
more reach, she adds. What she 
doesn’t say directly is that whatever 
she does, she wants to be able to reach 
the top. 

Still, Shao doesn’t regret the three 
weeks this summer that she spent at 
a New England Conservatory 
workshop in Concord: "You learn a 
major piece in three weeks — 
memorize it, interpret it, get the 
nuances down. Now that’s working 
under a deadline! 

"My poor piano teacher wanted 
me to go on in music,” Shao adds. 
"It’s a lot of practice, and you can’t 
make a mistake, have a memory 
lapse, forget a nuance or a musical in¬ 
terpretation and there’s a technical 
side, too.” 

For the most part, she says, work¬ 
ing with words is easier for her. ‘‘If 
something really confuses me, and 
doesn’t come to me, I’ll go write it

“Hep. Cusack’s bill reflects 95 per¬ 
cent of the concerns of the 
municipalities,” noted Task Force 
chairman Lyons. “From a manage¬ 
ment perspective, it’s the best we’ve 
seen; from the financial aspect, we re 
looking for more help, but we think 
we’ll get it.” 

Cusack’s package includes both 
the water and sewer divisions in the 
new authority, and adds several items 
the Task Force members have in¬ 
sisted upon, including: 

• A strong management-rights 
clause, similar to the one used by the 
MBTA; 

• State reimbursement to the 
authority for pension costs of 
transferred MDC water and sewer 
employees which date back to past 
service with the commonwealth; 

• State payment of health in¬ 
surance costs for already-retired 
MDC water and sewer employees; 

• One member of the authority’s 
advisory board drawn from “donor” 
communities in the watershed area 
around Quabbin and Wachusett reser- 
vior, and ex-officio membership for 
the treasurer of the Boston Water and 
Sewer Board; 

• Flexibility in choosing police 
and security services, following a 
three-year transition period during 
which the MDC will provide such ser¬ 
vices under contract with the 
authority. 

• Limitations on future expansion 
of the water and sewer systems, and 
a strong conservation mandate, in¬ 
cluding a prohibition of “declining 
block rate pricing” — charging less 
for water as more is used. 

According to a State House source, 
the Governor has made a commit¬ 
ment to Cusack to try to increase the 
state’s share of funding for capital 
projects from the present 15 percent 


to 35 percent. 

Combined with the 55 percent 
federal reimbursement such projects 
will be eligible for. that would leave 
the local communities making up the 
authority only 10 percent of the pro¬ 
jects to fund — one of the most insis¬ 
tent demands of the Task Force 


“ But the Governor’s office is sitting 
down with us to look into creative 
ways to finance this. 

“And provided the Governor’s of¬ 
fice does what they’ve been telling us 
informally with respect to financing, 
picking up the pension costs and 
health insurance costs, and allocating

knowledgable and decent,” Garrity 
took care to note. “I have great 
respect for the political process, and 
the integrity, and desire to do good, 
of Cusack, the Governor and Senator 
Bulger. 

“The most important thing for 
them to do is sort it out,” Garrity 
reiterated. “What we have (with the 
harbor pollution) is ongoing violations 
of law, which have been ongoing for 
some time. 

"At some point, there has to be a 
resolution,” he noted. “Whenever it 
is appropriate for political branches 
to rectify a violation, the courts must 
give them deference. But when the 
political branch is unable to resolve 
it, there is a longstanding legal prin¬ 
cipal that the courts have the power 
— and in fact the duty — to design a 
remedy which is sufficient to deal 
with the violations of law brought to 
the attention of the court. 

‘‘What I’d love to be able to do on 
Nov. 14 is to write a letter to the 
Governor, and all of the wonderful 
legislators who have worked so hard 
on legislation that has been enacted." 
Garrity said. “And I’d love to sign 
that letter with one of those pens the 
Governor has been known to pass out 
when he signs legislation."

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Police Offer Tips To Local Motorists 
On Safe Driving During Winter Weather 


‘ * It doesn’t take a soothsayer to 
predict foul weather ahead.” 

This is the warning to Winchester 
motorists from Chief of Police John 
P. McHugh. 

“Winter plays two deadly tricks on 
all drivers,” he continued. “The basic 
problems are reduced visibility and 
inadequate traction when winter 
storms come howling in. And the best 
way to combat winter’s wiles is to 
heed an old saying, ‘an ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of a 
cure.’” 

The Chief cited pre-season precau- 
lions recommended by the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Chiefs of Police 
and based upon test findings from the 
National Safety Council’s Committee 
on Winter Driving Hazards. 

RULE l — Be sure your vehicle is 
in dependable working order. 

Have your engine tuned by a com¬ 
petent mechanic — including inspec¬ 
tion of the electrical system, all belts 
and the emission control devices on 
late model cars to reduce stalls in 


traffic, provide dependable starting 
and lower fuel consumption. 

Have the entire exhaust system 
checked for leaks — carbon monox¬ 
ide is deadly. 

Have the brakes inspected. Poor¬ 
ly adjusted or grabbing brakes are a 
serious problem any time of year and 
can be especially hazardous on slip¬ 
pery pavements. 

Have the cooling system checked 
(including the coolant). Hoses should 
be checked for wear. 

Be sure your battery holds a good 
charge for sub-zero starts. 

RULE 2 — Be sure you can see and 
be seen. 

You need an effective heater- 
defroster system and windshield 
wipers that clear away heavy snow, 
slush and ice. If wiper blades streak, 
replace them immediately. Fill wind¬ 
shield washers with adequate an¬ 
tifreeze solution to prevent icing. 

Be sure all lights — headlights, 
taillights, stop lights, turn signals and 
running lights — are working proper¬ 


ly. Clean lenses often during incle¬ 
ment weather. 

Scrape or clean all windows before 
you start. Don’t settle for “peephole” 
driving. 

Brush away snow that can blow 
over windows from the hood or roof 
of your car. 

Fog, sleet and snow cut visibility 
drastically. If you must drive, reduce 
speed and keep headlights on low 
beam. High beams cause glare. 

Snow piles alongside the road can 
obscure side roads, lxwk for tipoffs 
tops of street signs, traffic signals, 
radio antennas. 

RULE 3 — Be sure you have trac¬ 
tion to go and stop. 

Check tires for tread depth and 
uneven wear. Snow tires are helpful 
for pulling through snow, but offer no 
advantage over regular tires for stop 
ping on icy pavements. On ice, studd¬ 
ed snow tires (where permitted) are 
recommended on all four wheels. 

Tests show that reinforced tire 
chains provide the most traction ad¬ 


vantage in deep snow or on glare ice. 
Have them available and use them. 
Some newer cars — down-sizecfand 
front wheel drive — require limited 
clearance chains (type PL chains). 
Your dealer or mechanic can recom¬ 
mend the proper type. 

RULE 4 — Be sure you’re 
prepared for trouble. 

Your trunk should contain the 
following emergency gear: a glass 
scraper/snow brush; booster cables, 
flares or emergency lights , a shovel ; 
sand, rock salt or traction mats; a tow 
chain or strap; extra windshield 
washer fluid; blankets and your tire 
chains. 

Advises Chief McHugh being 
prepared as a winter driver is not 
leaving events to chance. It means 
anticipating the added problems of 
winter driving — restricted visibility, 
clogged or slick road surfaces, hazar¬ 
dous intersections, treacherous steer¬ 
ing maneuvers and conflicts with 
other vehicles or pedestrians.

Will Take Tests 

More than 1.4 million students are 
expected to take the Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Test/National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test 
(PSAT/NMSQT) this fall in over 
19.000 high schools across the nation. 
Among them will he 205 students 
scheduled to take the test October 20 
at Winchester High School, according 
to Anthony N. DeBiase, Guidance 
Dept. Head of the school’s guidance 
staff. 

The test will he offered nationally 
this year on Saturday, October 20 and 
Tuesday, October 23. Since 1959, near¬ 
ly 30 million students have taken the 
test, which measures verbal and 
mathematical abilities.

Ready or Not, Here Comes Winter Again! 


Who among us could ever forget the Winter of 1983-84? Time Maga¬ 
zine called it “unseasonably, unreasonably cold” and reported that 
“Snowbcll to Sunbelt, the Big Chill Winter strikes with the worst Decem¬ 
ber in decades." 

Newspaper articles chronicled it with such intimidating headlines as 

. . Shaping Up As Coldest in 50 Years” and . . Much of U.S. Freezes 
In Record Cold.” 

The magazine article also reported that “Much of the South suffered 
the most devastating cold in 20 years, and in the Great Plains and Mid¬ 
west, weather historians saw parallels with dreadful pioneer winters.” 


In Sioux Falls, South Dakota, the 
A.A.A. was so swamped with pleas 
from stranded motorists that they 
were forced to take phones oil the 
hook for three hours, in the Midwest, 
II I oledo Auto C lub operators were 
receiving about 100 emergency calls an 
hour on C hristmas Pve. And batteries 
sold like the proverbial hot cakes. Or, 
even better, like jumper cables. 

In the Miami-Fort Lauderdale area, 
A.A.A. spokesmen said 36,000 calls 
for emergency road service were re¬ 
ceived in December. Officials for 
A.A.A. in Dallas said road service 
calls increased front a normal 7,000 to 
16,000 during the month. 

The manager of emergency road 
service of the Knoxville A.A.A. said, 
“Most of the problems are due to the 
fact that people are not winterizing 
their cars properly . . Traditionally, 
more than half of such calls are for 
"no start" situations. 

Another tough one? 

Anyone’s guess is as good as the 
next. After all, who predicted last win¬ 
ter’s fury? But, cither way, there is 
really not much that a person can do 
to prevent such a phenomenon as the 
“Siberian Express.” 

Of course, it can happen again. Not 
likely as bad. But plenty bad enough, 
and often enough, to put every car on 
the road to the test: To start or not to 
start . . . that is the question. 

Ilow to heal w inter 

Champion Spark Plug Company 
has been studying the engine-starting 
problem for many years and has devel¬ 
oped some recommendations to help 
every car owner be prepared for those 
sub-zero mornings. 

“Our surveys have found that the 
most important factor to guarantee 
sure starts every time is an engine that 
is properly tuned,” said David I 
Walker, director of automotive techni¬ 
cal services. “Too often, the motorist 
thinks the battery is the first and only 
item to maintain. The battery is im¬ 
portant, but it is often the victim, not 


the culprit. 

"The output of the battery is re¬ 
duced in cold weather, and, very sim¬ 
ply, other problems in the ignition sys¬ 
tem cause the battery to get run down 
in futile starting attempts. New or re¬ 
charged batteries tend to hide the un¬ 
derlying problem, thus causing start¬ 
ing failures to recur," he explained. 

In the winter of 1983-84, one of 
particularly severe weather. Cham¬ 
pion’s surveys found that 25 percent of 
all cars in the nation experienced at 
least one incident of starting failure. 
In the study of more than 4.2(H) vehi¬ 
cles, 21 percent of those which were 
given new batteries experienced con¬ 
tinued starting trouble, and 37 percent 
ol those who had batteries charged 
had subsequent problems. On the 
other hand, only 14 percent of the cars 
that underwent an engine tune-up had 
additional starting headaches. 

In addition to a tune-up and check 
of the battery. Mr. Walker recom¬ 
mends: 

1. Protect the car from the full force 
of the weather. Any garage, even one 
that is unheated and leaks, provides 
substantial protection. If left outside, 
face the car away from the wind, or let 
bushes or a building shield the engine 
from the wind. 

2. Use lighter weight oil so the en¬ 
gine turns over easier. 

3. Clean the firing end of the spark 
plugs, making sure the gap is adjusted 
properly and that there are sharp edges 
on the electrodes. Ignition wires and 
rotor cap should be checked to allow 
the spark to move to and across plug 
gap. 

4. keep the gasoline tank near full 
to eliminate the possibility of conden¬ 
sation in the fuel. 

5. Turn off all accessories before 
trying to start, to avoid draining 
power.

“The cars with good bat¬ 
teries. recent tune-ups and other main¬ 
tenance will likely not be the ones 
waiting for the tow truck or the 
jumper cables."

Those who plan to use snow tires 
this winter should store their regular 
tires flat in a cool, dry place, says the 
Lire Industry Safety Council. 

They should make sure they arc out 
of the sun and away from electric mo- 
lois. which produce rubber-deteriorat¬ 
ing ozone. White sidewalls should be 
stacked facing each other to keep the 
white area clean.

Good Tips on 
Care of Tires 

Any tire, no matter how well con¬ 
structed, may fail in use as a result of 
punctures, impact damage, improper 
inflation or other conditions resulting 
from use. Tire failures may create a 
risk of property damage or personal 
injury . To reduce the risk of tire fail¬ 
ure, The Firestone Tire & Rubber 
Company recommends the following: 

Check pressure in your tires, includ¬ 
ing your spare, at least monthly (when 
die tires are cool, after the vehicle has 
been stopped three hours and then 
driven less than one mile). Do not re¬ 
duce pressure when tires are hot. Use a 
lire gauge to check pressure and main¬ 
tain it at the level recommended by the 
vehicle manufacturer. 

Never overload your tires. The 
maximum load carrying capability of 
your tires is molded on the sidewall of 
the tire. 

Check frequently for scrapes, 
bulges, separations, cuts or snags re¬ 
sulting from use. See your dealer im¬ 
mediately if any such condition is dis¬ 
covered. 

Never operate your vehicle in excess 
of lawful speeds or the maximum 
speeds justified by driving conditions, 
or in excess of speeds recommended 
for the tire you are using. 

Avoid running over objects that 
may damage (he tire through impact 
or cutting, such as chuckholes, glass, 
metal, etc. 

Never drive on smooth tires. Tires 
should be removed when 2/32nds ol 
an inch of tread depth remains, which 
is indicated by tread wear indicators 
molded into the tread grooves. In most 
states it is illegal to drive with less than 
2 32nds of an inch of remaining tread

Test of Tune-up Knowledge 


Sing-along Parade of 
Tuneful Highway Hits 


Car hufts of yesteryear will remem¬ 
ber those good old days when new 
points, plugs and condensers for most 
ailing engines were as therapeutic as 
chicken soup. Today wc have much 
more sophisticated electronic ignition 
systems, computerized controls and 
monitors to diagnose. 

Yet some things, while vastly im¬ 
proved, continue as the mainstays of 
the ignition system, including the dis¬ 
tributor, spark plugs and wiring in be¬ 
tween. Most cars still have carbure¬ 
tors, and we have more filters than 
ever before to protect these systems. 

Car Care Council offers this tune- 
up quiz for those who believe they 
know something about what’s going 
on under the hood. 

Which is correct? 

1. One of the more common prob¬ 
lems that can turn up in a diagnostic 
engine check is a cracked distributor 
cap. This condition can cause: a) spark 
plug misfiring; b) bad gas mileage; c) 
starling trouble in cold weather. 

2. An excessively dirty air filter can 
cause the fuel-air mixture to become: 
a) too rich; b) too lean (not enough 
air); c) contaminated. 

3. A gasoline filter should be re¬ 
placed: a) when the engine gets a tune- 
up; b) each spring and fall; c) never, 
because it's a lifetime part. 

4. Engine run-on or dieseling after 
the engine is shut off is often caused 
by: a) incorrect timing; b) lean carbu¬ 
retor adjustment; c) idle speed set too' 
fast. 


5. Thick, black smoke from the tail¬ 
pipe indicates a possible problem in: a) 
the choke mechanism; b) the carbure¬ 
tor; c) the distributor points.

A crack in the dis¬ 
tributor cap can cause misfiring which 
leads to wasted fuel and hard starting. 
Often the engine w ill not start at all. 

2. a) too rich, because the dirt in the 
air filter blocks off the passage of air. 

3. a) when the engine gets a tune-up. 


4. All are correct. A properly tuned 
engine should not diesel or run-on 
after the ignition is shut off. 

5. a) the choke mechanism and b) 
the carburetor are correct. Black ex¬ 
haust smoke indicates wasted gas and 
will lead to fouled spark plugs. 

6. c) leaky inlet valve in the earbure- 
tor. This usually leads to the annoying 
condition known as “flooding." 

7. All arc correct. If adjusting tim¬ 
ing does not correct a knocking or 
pinging condition, a careful diagnosis 
may be necessary. This condition also 
may be caused by an overheated 
engine. 

8. b) condenser. Points and con¬ 
densers are among the components no 
longer found on newer cars with elec¬ 
tronic ignition systems. There are nu¬ 
merous other components in the state- 
of-the-art ignition and fuel systems of 
today’s cars that require checking and 
adjustment as part of regular tune-up 
service. 

9. c) vacuum leak. This is another 
case for accurate engine diagnosis. 

10. a) new ignition wiring and/or e) 
a new distributor rotor may correct en¬ 
gine balkiness in damp weather. 

Car Care Council says eight to 10 
correct is excellent. Classify yourself 
as a super-buff. Five to eight correct is 
not bad. But consider brushing up. 
Below five? Don’t be discouraged, 
says Car Care Council. The fact that 
you were interested enough to take the 
quiz is a move in the right direction. 


How often do you glance at the 
drivers of other cars as you pass them 
on the road, and find them singing 
their hearts out - presumably accom¬ 
panying the radio voices of Willie Nel¬ 
son or Sheena Gaston or the Commo¬ 
dores? And unless you're the rare ex¬ 
ception, you’ve been known to belt out 
a few golden oldies behind the wheel 
yourself. I ike singing in the shower, 
singing in the car is a great American 
pastime. 

And it’s certainly nothing new, ac¬ 
cording to an issue of a Peterson, 
Howell & Heather, Inc. publication. 
People have not only been singing in 
the car, they’ve been singing about the 
car since its turn-of-the-century birth. 

You’ll probably remember the lyric, 
“Come away with me Lucille, in my 
merry Oldsmobile . . .’’ But did you re¬ 
alize that that tune has persisted in 
public memory since it was composed 
in Vincent Bryan and Cuts Edwards in 
1905?

Brakes Deserve a Break

When a car’s brakes fail, the result 
can range from an annoying fender- 
bender to a tragic crash. Brake failures 
nearly always arc due to poor mainte¬ 
nance and. or improper repair. 

A car’s brakes often will give warn¬ 
ing that they need service. Do they 
squeal loudly, shudder or pull to one 
side when applied? Does the pedal 
drop further than it used to or pulsate 
up and down under your foot? Does 
the pedal sink slowly as you hold pres¬ 
sure on it at a stop sign? Do you feel 
you are pushing harder and harder to 
stop your car? These are some of the 
brake distress signals that you should 
heed. 

11 you decide to have your brakes re¬ 
paired at a professional repair shop, 
discuss them thoroughly with the shop 
manager or service advisor. Ask for a 
complete brake system inspection, a 
description of the necessary repairs 
and an estimate of the cost. 

If you plan to do it yourself, pur¬ 
chase a copy of your car’s factory serv¬ 
ice manual through your nearest deal¬ 
ership. It will give you all the informa¬ 
tion you need to do the job correctly. 

Since your life and safety - and 
those of your family, friends and fel¬ 
low motorists — depend so often on 
your brakes, quality brake mainte¬ 
nance and repair is extremely impor¬ 
tant. The objective of quality brake 
service is to restore the entire brake 
system to like-new condition for best 
brake performance and long life. 

While those old brake linings were 
wearing out, a lot of other parts ol the 
brake system were wearing out with 
them. When linings are replaced, you 
may find that the brake drums or disc 
brake rotors arc scored, cracked, out 
of round, warped or have developed 
hard spots. If they are not too far 
gone, they may be machined to restore 
the friction surfaces, but always in 
pairs to retain brake balance. 


New mounting hardware may be 
needed with disc brakes, and new re¬ 
turn springs with drum brakes. The 
wheel bearings will need to be re¬ 
packed with fresh grease and the seals 
replaced. Trying to save a few dollars 
on these small parts could cause the 
w hole job to wear out sooner. 

A complete brake system inspection 
should include the hydraulic system. 
The master cylinder and wheel cylin¬ 
ders or calipers should be inspected 
and overhauled or replaced as needed. 
The rubber brake hoses should be 
checked and replaced if they are 
cracked, ballooned or worn. Espe¬ 
cially in snow-belt and seacoast areas, 
the steel brake tubing should be in¬ 
spected closely for heavy rust, which 
weakens the tubing and may cause it to 
leak or burst. If a section of tubing 
needs to be replaced, be sure to use 
only the correct tin-plated, seamless 
steel tubing available at most auto 
parts stores. 

Strange as it may seem, when your 
brake linings are worn and ready for 
replacement, your brake fluid proba¬ 
bly is due for replacement, too. The 
heat developed in the brakes during 
stopping and the moisture absorbed by 
the fluid over time make it deteriorate. 
Each time the brakes are relined all the 
old fluid should be flushed out and re¬ 
placed with clean, fresh, heavy-duty 
brake fluid. 

l ake it easy 

After your brakes have been prop¬ 
erly repaired, the way you use them 
will affect how long they last. With an 
automatic transmission, it is easy to 
rest your left foot on the brake pedal, 
but this can cause the brakes to drag 
slightly and wear out prematurely. 

On the other hand, prolonged very 
light brake application, called "leath¬ 
ering,’’ can gla/e the surface of the lin¬ 
ings and make the pcdqj feel hard. 
Moderate pedal application is prefera¬ 
ble. Also avoid prolonged heavy brake 
application, such as when coming 
down a mountain grade. This can liter¬ 


ally burn out the linings and boil the 
brake fluid, often causing complete 
loss of the brakes. It is preferable to 
manually downshift your transmission 
before starting down the grade. Then 
if you still need to use your brakes, use 
them intermittently. Apply them for 
about three seconds, release for the 
same lime, and repeat. 

loo much depends on your car’s 
brakes to skimp on maintenance and 
repair, t ar Care Council urges that 
you shop for both quality and price. A 
complete brake inspection and proper 
repair with quality parts and fluid is 
your best assurance of safety and 
economy in the long run. 

Car Tune-ups 
Underpriced 

Engine tune-ups have long been em¬ 
phasized by the automotive parts and 
service industry as an "investment" 
that pays "regular dividends" through 
improved fuel economy, better per¬ 
formance and longer engine life. 

But now, according to David I . 
Walker, Champion Spark Plug Com¬ 
pany’s director of automotive techni¬ 
cal services, it also can be shown that a 
tune-up "investment” pays a "cash 
div idend." 

Champion’s annual survey of actual 
job tickets at service facilities indicates 
that in 198.1 car owners paid $70.01 
lot the average tune-up. The cost of 
that tune-up has increased .19.6 per 
cent since 1978. However, Mi. Walker 
said, during that five-year period, the 
C onsumer Price Index (CPI) has gone 
up 51.1 percent. 

"II tune-up prices would have been 
raised regularly equal to the CPI, the 
average price of a tune-up would have 
been $75.79, instead of $70.01. I lie 
difference - $5.78 - can truly be 
termed a 'cash dividend' that the con¬ 
sumer receives for investing in a tune- 
up,” he said.

Filters Keep ‘Bad Guys’ Out 


GASKET TYPE PLUGS 


I here arc several filters located throughout your ear’s systems, and each one 
serves an important purpose. Filters are too important to be ignored, although 
that’s all too frequently what happens. With a little routine attention, you can 
prevent a lot of problems from developing. 

Here are some descriptions of the filters, w hat they do, and some maintenance 
tips as reported in an issue of Road Ahead, a newsletter published by Peterson, 
Howell and Heather, Inc. 

dirty filter to cause a 20 percent fuel 
loss. 

When a car is operated under severe 
dust conditions, both the air cleaner 
filter and emission filter (part of the 
Positive Crankcase Ventilation, or 
PC V, system) must be replaced more 
frequently. 

A clogged air filter als,-; causes an in¬ 
crease in exhaust pollutants. You can 
help keep the air as clean as possible 
by changing your air filter as often as 
needed. 


Air filler 

When an air cleaner filter element 
becomes clogged with dust and dirt 
particles, it becomes difficult for the 
engine to take in air easily. Conse¬ 
quently, the ratio of fuel to intake air 
increases, and the resulting overly rich 
mixture robs you of good fuel 
economy. In addition, when more fuel 
than is necessary enters the combus¬ 
tion chambers, engine operating effi¬ 
ciency decreases and spark plugs tend 
to foul from excess combustion de¬ 
posits. 

No question about it, a dirty air fil¬ 
ter is costly because it wastes fuel with 
no increase iti useful power or per¬ 
formance. It is not uncommon for a

Fuel filter 

A fuel filter is just as important to 
the fuel system as the air filter is to the 
air intake system, and maybe more so. 
Small bits and pieces of metal and 
other foreign materials gradually col¬ 
lect and build up inside the filtering 
element, which may be specially 
treated paper, ceramic material or 
metal. Most of today’s fuel filters' are 
sealed in a metal shell (or located in¬ 
side the carburetor) and there is no 
way of knowing how much foreign 
material they have trapped. W hen the 
amount of foreign material finally 
clogs the free flow of fuel to the carbu- 


, hanged at regular intervals (say, once 
a year), you may end up stranded by 
the side of the road. 

Generally, owner guides do not list 
specific replacement intervals. But you 


precautions and procedure 
safe jump-starting of your vehicle. 

To reduce the possibility of personal 
injury or damage to the car’s electrical 
system, follow these tips: Be sure the 
jumper cables and clamps do not have 
loose or missing insulation. Do not 
smoke or use a lighted match near the 
battery. Always protect your eyes 
when working near any battery. 

Jump-Start Procedure: 

1. Move the vehicle with the booster 
battery so that the jumper cables will 
reach but the cars do not touch. 

2. Turn off the ignition and the ac¬ 
cessories on both cars and make sure 
they have their transmissions in park. 

3. Connect a red jumper cable 
clamp to the positive red terminal on 
the dead battery. 

4. Connect the other red jumper 
cable clamp to the positive red termi¬ 
nal on the booster battery. 

5. Connect one black clamp to the 
negative black terminal on the booster 
battery. 

6. Connect the last black clamp to a 
solid, stationary metallic point on the 
engine block of the vehicle with the 
dead battery. This reduces the chance 
of any sparks and explosion. 

7. Start the engine of the car with 
the booster battery and run the engine 
at a moderate speed. Next, start the 
engine of the vehicle that has the dead 
battery. 

N. Remove the jumper cables by 
reversing the order in which they were 
connected. 
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can help yourself by asking your me¬ 
chanic’s opinion. 

Oil filter 

Small, almost invisible particles of 
metal gel deposited in the engine oil. 
Some contamination is caused by 
“blow-by” past the rings. Water 
vapors get mixed into the crankcase 
oil. Some sludge is inevitable, espe¬ 
cially when the driver fails to change 
the oil on a regular, recommended 
basis. It’s the oil filter’s job to trap and 
hold those abrasive particles and other 
contaminants. 

There is no way to tell if the filter is 
partially or completely blocked. So, 
changing the filter at the recom¬ 
mended interval in time/mileage is im¬ 
portant for keeping the engine in good 
working condition. 

Most nationally known filters have 
a spring-loaded by-pass valve that per¬ 
mits unfiltered oii to circulate through 
the engine in the event the filter be¬ 
comes completely blocked. This pre¬ 
sents the engine from starving for oil, 
but it also causes rapid engine wear 
and early engine failure. 

Vent filter 

A vital part of the entire l*C V sys¬ 
tem is a small vent filter, usually lo¬ 
cated within the air cleaner shell. Out¬ 
side air is drawn into the crankcase 
through hoses by the metering action 
of the IW valve. This ait must also 
be as clean and free of abrasive pani¬ 
cles as the air filtered by the air cleaner. 

Often this vent filter is either ig¬ 
nored or forgotten. It it becomes 
clogged, the PC V system will fail to 
circulate the flow of air needed to 
make the PCV system effective in re¬ 
ducing emissions.

‘Severe Driving’ Reference Explained 

I lie owner’s manual in many of today ’s new cars recommends a tune-up in¬ 
terval of 30,000 miles unless “severe driving" conditions prevail. If you read 
the fine print, severe driving is defined as driving that consists mostly of trips 
10 miles or less. Most people drive under those “severe" conditions. That’s 
why Champion Spark Plug Company engineers recommend a 12,000-mile or 
one-year interval, whichever comes first, between tune-ups. 


Simple ‘Easy Does It’ 

Plug Installation Tips 

There are several good shop practices to follow when you’re about to install 
a set of new spark plugs. One, in particular, is to allow the engine to cool 
down before remov ing the plugs. I his is especially important on engines that 
hav e aluminum-alloy cylinder heads. 

Start by loosening the plug one or two turns with a proper wrench. If it is 
unusually tight in the cylinder head, a few squirts of penetrating oil is recom¬ 
mended. Next, blow out any dirt from around the spark plug. Use com¬ 
pressed air (if available) or a short length of small diameter vacuum hose and 
lung power. Road dust and grit tend to collect in the spark plug "pockets’* of 
the head. 

Finish unscrewing the plug. Wipe the seat clean to ensure good seat con¬ 
tact. ( heck for correct gap and install the new plugs finger-tight. To ensure a 
gas-tight seal, whether it’s a gasket or taper seat design plug, follow the 
recommendations for final tightening shown in the accompanying sketch. 

Don’t be too quick to think it is seated. If cylindei head threads are dam¬ 
aged or carbon-filled, the plug may have seized on the way in. Cylinder head 
threads must be in good condition and clean. Perhaps a thread cleaning tool 
might be required. Plugs that are buried deep in the cylinder head plug 
"pockets" or located under exhaust manifolds in difficull-to-sce areas can be 
thread-started more easily by means of a short piece of rubber hose that fits 
snugly on the plug insulator top. 


Did You Know? 

If one spark plug always misfires 
in an eight-cylinder engine, there’s 
a 12.5 percent loss of total horse¬ 
power. In a four-cylinder engine, 
the potential loss of horsepower is 
double that percentage. Which not 
only robs performance, but robs 
fuel economy as well. A V-8 engine 
covers a mile in 2500 revolutions; it 
can take some four-cylinder en¬ 
gines 3500 revolutions. Because 
they fire more per mile, spark plugs 
in four-cylinder engines tend to 
wear out sooner.

Self-Servers’ Added Chores 


How long has it been since you look a really good look around your 
ear? It you have to pause lor a moment to remember when you last 
checked your tires, oil, coolant, battery or other components, you may 
have pul it off too iong. 

The spread of self-service gas outlets has placed an added burden ol re¬ 
sponsibility on the car owner. Even most “mini-serve" stations’ personnel 
do not check under the hood, so the repair industry reports a mounting 
concern about maintenance neglect. 

The following list of ear checks should be made periodically by the 


owner, if not by the service dealer: 

Fluids: Check engine oil, transmis¬ 
sion oil, power steering fluid and cool¬ 
ant. Never remove the radiator pres¬ 
sure cap when the engine is hot. 

Buttery: Check for corrosion on ter¬ 
minals, a common cause of starting 
trouble. Cheek electrolyte level, when 
possible, and add distilled water as 


needed. When working near a battery, 
he sure there is no open flame. Do not 
smoke. Batteries emit explosive hydro¬ 
gen gas. 

Drive hells and hoses: frayed or 
worn belts should be replaced, as 
should soft, brittle or bulging hoses. 


9 Practical Suggestions can 
Improve Your Fuel Economy 


Most of us are quite concerned 
about automobile fuel economy, fuel 
economy is determined by dividing the 
miles driven by the quantity of gaso¬ 
line used. This gives a number called 
miles-per-gallon. for example, it you 
drive 300 miles and use 20 gallons of 
gasoline, you will get 15 miles per gal¬ 
lon. According to the Marathon Petro¬ 
leum Company, there are several fac¬ 
tors that affect fuel economy. 

1. Speed is quite important. You 
can use considerably more fuel driv ing 
at 65 mph compared to 50 mph. 

2. The wind lias a strong effect. 
Thai is, it matters whether you are 
driv ing w ith the wind or into the wind. 

3. T he load you are carrying or tow¬ 
ing. It is estimated that every 400 
pounds in the automobile reduces 
gasoline mileage by one mile per gal¬ 
lon. 

4. Wheel alignment and tire pres¬ 
sure, if not correct, can have an ad¬ 
verse effect on miles per gallon. 

5. Steady, smooth driving yields 
better miles per gallon than uneven, 
erratic driv ing habits. 

Squealing 

When you park the ear and turn the 
wheel all the way to the right or left, 
you hear a squealing noise. Is some¬ 
thing wrong? If you have power steer¬ 
ing. the problem may be the power 
steering bell, which makes a squealing 
noise when it is loose. It should be 


6. You get better miles per gallon 
whiIc driving on a long trip than when 
driving around town. While in town 
you accelerate and brake much more; 
the engine is running cooler and idles 
for longer periods of time. 

7. Maintenance has a lot to do with 
fuel economy. Keeping your engine in 
good tune is essential to maximum 
miles per gallon. This should include 
such under-lhc-hood checks as plugs, 
carburetor and air filter. One misfir¬ 
ing spark plug can penalize you up to 
two mpg while a faulty choke can cost 
up to three mpg; clogged air filter up 
to one mpg. 

8. Use your air conditioner spar¬ 
ingly. Constant use of an air condi¬ 
tioner pulls considerable power and 
can cause your car to lose up to two 
mpg. 

Avoid prolonged engine idle. It is 
not necessary to warm up an engine 
for more than a few minutes, regard¬ 
less of the temperature. II it appears 
you will be delayed at a rail crossing 
for more than one minute, the engine 
should be turned off. 

for Help 

checked for tension, cracks anu wear. 
Most of the time, the belt simply needs 
tightening. It’s important that this 
small problem be corrected, because il 
the belt should break, you would lose 
your power steering. The car would 
still be driveable, but it would require 
much more effort than usual to steer. 


Windshield wipers: The rubber will 
become brittle with weathering and 
age and may be worn to a point where 
wipers smear or streak the glass. Also, 
how’s the supply of washer fluid? 

I ires: Invest in a good tire gauge 
and use it frequently. Even a couple of 
pounds of underinflation can cut tire 
life by about 10 percent. Four pounds 
of underinflation can cost up to three 
percent in fuel economy. 

l ube job, oil and filter: Cheek the 
latest service sticker. One good reason 
for getting the ear on the service sta¬ 
tion lift is so the underneath can be 
checked for leaking exhaust system 
parts, leaking shock absorbers, leak¬ 
ing engine or transmission seals. It’s 
also an excellent opportunity for an 
even closer look at tlie tires. 

Lights: Finally, as a part of your pe¬ 
riodic inspection program, make a 
walk-around cheek of all your lights, 
including turn signals. If you have no 
one handy to help you check brake 
lights, you can doit yourself in broad 
daylight when another car is stopped 
behind you at an intersection. Just tap 
your brake pedal and look for the re¬ 
flection of your brake lights in its 
headlights. 

Sell-service fill-ups are great savers 
so long as they don’t lull you into ne¬ 
glect of the ear’s v ital systems. 

23% of All Wipers 
in Poor Shape 

F.ven though visibility is of prime 
importance for safe driving, many mo¬ 
torists are seriously neglecting systems 
on their vehicles that can ensure a clear 
v ievv of the road ahead. 

According to a recent survey by 
Anco, manufacturer of windshield 
wiper products, nearly one out of 
every four windshield wipers on I S. 
cars is in poor condition. 

As part of the survey, Anco re¬ 
searchers examined the condition ol 
wipers on more than 3,000 vehicles in 
every region of the nation. Twelve per¬ 
cent were rated in excellent shape for 
performance; 36 percent, good; 29 
percent, fair; and 23 percent, poor. 

I he Anco survey also found that the 
windshield washer systems on 30 per 
cent of U.S. cars were inoperable 
About one-third of them wouldn’t 
work because there was no fluid

Sup¬ 
port is coming from Steamboat 
Springs ciiy government, Renault, 
American Motors and the Michelin 
lire Corporation. I lie Renault Ice 
Driving School is open seven days a 
week to provide classroom and in-car 
instruction on the fundamentals and 
techniques ol driving on ice- and 
snow-covered roads. 

I uc and his team of instructors have 
put together an informative and en¬ 
joyable program beginning with a 20- 
minute video tape presentation used in 
a classroom session that explains the 
rudiments of driving on ice and snow. 
\lso included is an explanation ol ve¬ 
hicle dynamics describing the essen¬ 
tials of grip, roadholding, understeer 
and oversteer. 

After that, it’s into the vehicles. Par¬ 
ticipants have their choice of either 
front-wheel-drive cars with the 
Renault Alliance or Encore; four- 
wheel-drive vehicles with the Jeep 
Cherokee Sportvvagon or AMC Eagle; 
or rear-wheel drive with the Eagle used 


ill its two-wheel- or rear-wheel-drive 
mode. All the vehicles are equipped 
with all-weather Michelin radial tires. 

The quarter-mile course affords a 
maximum amount of experience, 
learning and excitement consisting of 
seven turns at varying degrees of ra¬ 
dius, speed and difficulty. Over 30,000 
gallons ol water have been used to cre¬ 
ate the super-slick, all-ice surface. 
Natural safety barriers around the 
course consist ol soft snow banks of 
up to five feet in height. 

Once on the course, participants are 
driven around by instructors and 
shown the proper driving speed and 
technique as well as being informed of 
ihe best approaches and exits to each 
corner, following this, each person 
gets behind the wheel and begins the 
process of learning to drive on ice. In¬ 
evitably, a spin occurs, a slide ending 
m a snow bank follows, and a new ap¬ 
preciation of how to really drive in 
slick conditions takes hold. 

At the end, those who desire can test 
their skill against the clock, trying to 
get around the slick track in the least 
amount of time without spinning or 
sliding into a snow bank. 

The Steamboat Springs Police De¬ 
partment, Routt County Sheriff De¬ 
partment and the Colorado State Pa¬ 
trol have all taken the ice driving 
course. 


Watch those fluid levels: 

Remember, Cars 
Get Thirsty, too! 


\ our car is a well-oiled machine. It 
needs to have itfluids checked. Being 
“down a quart" may not sound seri¬ 
ous, but letting your car go without 
the proper fluids can cause damage to 
your car and possible danger to your 
person. 

Engine oil should be changed at the 
intervals recommended in your 
owner’s manual. At that lime, the fil¬ 
ter should also be changed. 

Radiator antifreeze coolant should 
be checked on a monthly basis when 
the engine is cool. I lie radiator system 
should be drained and flushed at least 
every two years. 

Automatic transmission fluid 
should be checked periodically when 
the engine is warm and running. The 
gear shift lever should be moved 
through all its positions and then 
placed in “Park." The dipstick should 
be wiped clean and fluid level then 
checked. If the fluid is low. add to just 
below the "lull” mark. Manual trans¬ 
missions are checked through a tiller 
plug in the gear box with the car on a 
lift. Rear axle grease of a rear-drive 
car is checked in a similar manner. 

Power steering fluid can be checked 
at any time under any condition by 
reading the mark on the dipstick lo¬ 
cated under the hood. 

Brake fluid should be checked at 
least every six months or whenever you 
lecl the brake pedal losing pressure. II 


you need to add brake fluid too often, 
there could be a leak, and you should 
have the brakes checked immediately. 

Battery electrolyte need only he 
checked in those cars without 
maintenance-free batteries. The fluid 
should be up to the rings in the filler 
neck. In a maintenance-free battery, 
check the set of color-coded lest indi¬ 
cators that are described in your 
owner’s manual. 

Shock absorber fluid should be 
checked when the car is on a lift. Any 
sign of fluid on the outside of a shock 
is usually a reason for replacement. 

Air conditioning refrigerant should 
be checked seasonally by a mechanic. 

Windshield washer fluid can be 
checked and added at the reservoir 
under the hood. Remember, antifreeze 
must be added to the reservoir in cold 
weather.

What an Engine Tune-up is 
And When Your Car Needs One 


A complete definition of a tune-up 
routine replacement of spark plugs, f 
ignition and fuel systems, combined

The whole process of keeping your 
car tuned up may sound very techni¬ 
cal, involved, and difficult to main¬ 
tain, but it doesn’t have to be. The se¬ 
cret is to recognize the symptoms that 
tell you your car isn’t running right - 
and then do what is necessary to end 
them. Some of these symptoms are 
quite obvious, l or example, if your 
car has the “Lone Ranger Syndrome," 
you lumber down the street with your 
mechanical Silver trailing a cloud of 
smoke and leaving the ping-ping-ping 
sound of ricocheting bullets echoing in 
your ears. Other symptoms, such as 
hesitation in acceleration or low 
power, arc more subtle and have to be 
compared with previous engine per¬ 
formance. 

Before we list the symptoms that 
seem to indicate the need for a tune-

Strut Fix is 
No ‘Cheapie’ 

All cars use shock absorbers to con 
trol vehicle ride and keep the wheels 
and tires in constant contact with the 
road. The original shocks that came 
on your car usually would be ready for 
replacement within 15-20,000 miles. It 
used to be a simple and inexpensive 
matter to change all four shocks on a 
car in the mid ’50s. But if you have a 
small front-whecl-drive car with a 
strut-type suspension system and a 
unicoupe body shell, your shock ab¬ 
sorbers are now a part of a much more 
complex suspension system. 

The strut suspension system - 
either a MacPherson strut design or 
some variation of it - is an integral 
design which involves your car’s body 
construction, its springs, and the en¬ 
gine drive system, if it is a front-whecl- 
drive unit. 

According to the Car Care Council, 
why your car features these items and 
why your shock absorber system has 
become so much more complex is due 
to the need to: 

• Reduce overall vehicle weight 

• Gain more fuel economy from re¬ 
duced weight 

• Allow designers to create a still- 
comfortable driver/ passenger com¬ 
partment despite overall smaller and 
lighter design goals. 

The strut suspension system helps 
secure some or all of these goals for 
the car designer. But because these 
strut-shock units cost more to build 
and cars cost more to build to use 
them, service expense goes up. Strut- 
type shocks in smaller, lighter cars 
may last a little longer; perhaps up to 
35,000 miles in normal driving. But 
service/replacement, because of com¬ 
plexity, may lake one to two hours 
longer to do than the old-style shock 
absorber, and about 20 to 30 percent 
more in part cost over their predeces¬ 
sors. 

Good shock performance delivers 
good ride control in the car. When you 
don’t have it, tires are subject to pre¬ 
mature wear and steering and suspen¬ 
sion parts to excessive abuse and pos¬ 
sible early failure - an unsafe driving 
exposure for you and your passengers.

What needs tuning? 

l or years, the tune-up ritual was 
part of every car owner’s life. It in¬ 
volved the regular replacement ol sev¬ 
eral small but important automotive 
parts In those days before the elec¬ 
tronic ignition was invented, spark 
plugs simply didn’t lire il they were 
covered with oil or splashed with gaso¬ 
line — and it was obvious to the owner 
that the engine wasn’t working cor- 
rcetly. In modern engines, though, the 
elimination of certain ignition parts 
(points and condensor) combined with 
the higher voltages at the spark plugs 
means that cars that used to sit dead in 
driveways now are able to keep on 
rolling, burning up excessive amounts 
of gas and, in some cases, polluting 
the air. Tor these and other reasons, a 
modern tune-up is based on detailed 
testing of various engine functions, in¬ 
cluding: 

I lining Having the spark plug for 
a given cylinder of the engine fire at its 
most efficient point. 

Engine curl) idle - The speed of the 
engine revolving when the transmis¬ 
sion is in neutral and no additional 
fuel is being fed to the engine. 

A mechanic may also check the 
power and balance of each cylinder 
wherein the air-fuel mixture is com¬ 
pressed and ignited to create mechani¬ 
cal force. 

Other measurements include moni¬ 
toring of hydrocarbon and carbon 
monoxide emissions, with high hydro¬ 
carbon levels indicating too rich a fuel 
mixture and low fuel economy, and 
carbon monoxide levels reflecting 
poor fuel efficiency. 

Car owners still have to replace 
spark plugs as part of a comprehensive 
tune-up. Thanks to technological ad¬ 
vances in ignition systems, however, 
plug changes aren’t required quite as 
frequently as in the past. 

At tune-up time there are three fil¬ 
ters that should not be overlooked, for 
they remove foreign particles from the 
engine’s air and fluids. 

It may surprise you to know that for 
every gallon of gasoline your engine 
consumes, about 9,000 gallons of air 
are sucked through the air cleaner, the 
filter that removes dust from the air 

Long Core-Nose 
Fights Misfire 

When we speak about the “longer 
core-nose” of a spark plug, it is simply 
a wav of referring to the length of the 
firing-end of the ceramic insulator 
from its seat inside the metal shell to 
the point at which it terminates near 
the plug gap. It is not the amount of 
ceramic insulator you can simply see 
extending beyond the plug threads. 

1 hat's called “projection.” 

\ longer “nose" gives the plug im¬ 
portant benefits without having to 
raise its heat range. Of major impor¬ 
tance i-' the fact that the longer nose 
can tolerate fouling deposits up to 
twice as effectively as shorter versions. 

I Inis, the longer nose gives greater 
protection from misfiring, which is 
generally caused by slow-specd, stop- 
and-start, heavy-traffic driving 


being drawn into the carburetor. For 
this reason, when your car is going 
through its regularly scheduled tune- 
up. it’s wise to have your air cleaner 
looked at and either cleaned or re¬ 
placed. 

The oil filter, which removes dirt 
from the oil circulating through the 
engine, should be replaced at every oil 
change or according to manufacturer’s 
recommendations. In a sense, chang¬ 
ing your car’s oil and oil filter is part 
of a mini tune-up that may be needed 
more than once a year, especially if 
you put many miles on your car. 

It you fail to replace your oil filter 
and ii gets clogged, oil will still pass di¬ 
rectly into the engine. But the dirt that 
accumulates in the engine oil will in¬ 
evitably reduce your engine’s perform¬ 
ance. 

The engine’s fuel filter removes for¬ 
eign matter from gasoline. This filter 
should also be replaced during a tune- 
up. 

A mechanic in the house? 

Having discussed the engine parts 
that are commonly checked during a 
tune-up, let’s take a brief look at some 
of the symptoms that tell you your en¬ 
gine is ready for a visit to the me¬ 
chanic’s shop. 

first of all, it should be pointed out 
that each of these symptoms has to 
occur frequently and has to represent 
some sort of change when compared 
to past engine performance. By their 
nature, some cars will exhibit these 
symptoms and still be tuned perfectly. 

A drop in fuel economy is one of the 
first signs that a tune-up is necessary. 
But be sure that mileage has really de¬ 
creased by keeping a running average 
of your fuel economy. (A 15 percent 
decline in fuel economy is usually a 
good indication that some engine ad¬ 
justments are in order.) 

Other symptoms include unusually 
last idling when the engine is warm, 
black exhaust smoke, acceleration 
hesitation, misfiring and rough run¬ 
ning, rough idling, stalling, knocking 
or pinging, dicseling (the engine con¬ 
tinues to run after the key is turned 
off), sluggish performance, and hard 
starting. Again, each of these must be 
compared with the past performance 
of the engine and must be a continuing 
problem. 

In tune with reality 

Is your car out of tune? Probably . 
At least that’s the conclusion of studies 
made by one automotive parts com¬ 
pany. Surveys have found that about 
live out of every six cars checked had 
at least one maintenance deficiency 
that lowered fuel economy, increased 
emissions, or cut performance. 

Most of the problems can be easily 
and quickly corrected - if they are the 
result of faults in the components ex¬ 
plained earlier. If a tune-up fails to 
solve the problem, however, it prob¬ 
ably indicates a major mechanical ail¬ 
ment. Getting a car in tune may mean 
nothing more than minor adjustments, 
but it could also mean locating and re¬ 
pairing several worn ignition or fuel 
system parts. 

Can you tunc your own car? Per¬ 
haps, depending on your mechanical 
ability and training and if you have the 
necessary tools for the job. Almost 
anyone can replace spark plugs, but 
lew are trained or equipped to check 
exhaust emissions or spark-advance 
curves. 


Thinking Ahead Can Help 

Try a "dry run' 


An interesting experiment early in 
the season is to prepare to live without 
utilities and services during a severe 
storm. Assume there may be no elec¬ 
tricity, no central heating, no deliver¬ 
ies or any way to get. groceries, no way 
to get out of the house for a day or 
two, and plan accordingly. 

Check battery-powered equipment 
such as flashlights,, radios and lamps; 
make sure batteries are fresh or re¬ 
cently recharged. Have an emergency 
heating system - fireplace, wood- 
burning stove, space or catalytic, 
heater. Stock up on fuel for these heat¬ 
ing sy stems. And, of course, stock up 
extra food.

Remember that mittens are warmer 
than fingered gloves; that several 
layers of loose-fitting clothing provide 
better protection against cold than do 
tight-fitting garments; and that outer¬ 
wear should be tightly woven, water 
repellent, and hooded. 

Winterize the family car(s). Have ig¬ 
nition, fuel system, antifreeze, and ex¬ 
haust system checked. Make sure the 
heater is working well, that brakes are 
properly adjusted, tires are in good 
condition, windshield wipers and 
lights are working properly. 

Keep a storm kit in your car, in¬ 
cluding tire chains, a tow chain, snow 
shovel, sack of sand, flashlight, signal 
lights, flares, fire extinguisher, 
booster cables, ax, knife, windshield

scraper, first-aid kit, compass, blan¬ 
kets or sleeping bags, paper towels, 
matches, candles, extra clothing, 
pliers, screwdriver, and adjustable 
wrench. 

Did You Know? 

(J. If your car has electronic igni¬ 
tion, do you have to gel the engine 
tuned up? A. Yes, says Car Care 
Council. Although it no longer has 
points and condenser, an electronic 
ignition car still has spark plugs, 
wiring, distributor cap, rotor, fil¬ 
ters and other components that 
need periodic attention.

Running Tank on‘Empty' 
Asking for Real Trouble 

There arc limes in the life ol even driver when the fuel gauge rests on 
“empty," and there’s no gas station in sight. Aside from the possible incon¬ 
venience of nmning out of gas and being stranded along the road and the 
hazard of losing power steering and power brakes when the needle points to 
“empty," there’s another reason to avoid letting the gas tank get so low. 

Simply explained in an earls 19S3 issue of Yew Driver magazine, at the bot¬ 
tom of the gas tank is dirt, sludge and rust. II ii gels into the engine, ii will do 
a lot of damage there. 

Ilere's how the debi is builds up: 

• No mallei how well a gas station fillers its fuel, some dirt can find its was 
through the nozzle and into the lank. Over time, this dirt can build up quite a 
layer of sediment in the bottom of the tank 

• 1 he emptier the tank, the greater the chance that condensation s\ill form 
in the closed tank. The moisture causes rust, which flakes oil in the tank. 

I he laser ol diti and rust usually slays at the bottom of the tank il the tank 
remains at least one-fourth full most of the time. Some of the dirt may mix 
with the gas at thi^ time, but it usually does no harm. I he sediment is pretty 
well dispersed through the quantity of gas. and the gasoline filler can handle 
any foreign particles coming through. 

I he losset the gas lesel gels, bossescr, ihe easier it becomes for sediment to 
mix in with the gasoline heading toward the carburetor, until finally there’s a 
fairly esen mixture of gas and din entering the fuel system. The lirst place ii 
stops is the gasoline fuel filler, which can rapidly plug up. As the fuel flow is 
choked off, the car ssill perform poorly until finally it will stop in its tracks. 

Sometimes the smallei particles of dirt get through the filler and make their 
way to the carburctoi where they plug up the carburetor jets and restrict fuel 
flow or cause problems with the carburetor float and needle valve. 

Once the damage is done, the “cure" is expensise and time-consuming. But 
you can save yourself the financial and emotional costs of major repairs. Just 
keep the gas tank more than one-fourth filled at all times. 


How to Thaw ‘ Whatchamacallits ’ Glossary 

Frozen Door Locks Cart Put You ‘‘In the Know' 


There are only a few things more ag¬ 
gravating than a frozen door lock. If it 
should happen to you, beware! Using 
the wrong method to thaw out the lock 
could cause costly damage to the car, 
says the Automotive Information 
Council (A1C). 

Never pour hot water down the side 
of the car window and the door handle 
to thaw the lock. The water freezes 
again very quickly, making the situa¬ 
tion worse. Also, you could crack the 
window glass and ruin the car’s finish. 

The best and quickest way to thaw 
the lock, says AIC, o to heat the key . 
You can use a match, candle, cigaret 
lighter or some other heating device 
that may be handy. It is easier to use a 
lighter, since you don’t have to keep 
relighting it. Even if you don’t smoke, 
you might consider keeping an inex¬ 
pensive disposable lighter on hand for 
this purpose. Wear gloves lo keep 
front burning your fingers on the hot 


kc\ You may have to repeat the heat¬ 
ing process several times to thaw the 
lock completely. 

There are qrodudts on the market es¬ 
pecially designed to unstick frozen car 
door locks. They come in aerosol 
spray cans and are generally a mixture 
ol alcohol and a lock lunricant which 
is squirted into the keyhole. As these 
mixtures contain alcohol, never use a 
flame near the lock alter using them. 

Once the door lock is unfrozen, you 
may discover the latch mechanism on 
the door edge is also frozen. A spray 
lock-thaw product can be used on the 
nun ing parts of the door latch to thaw 
n. If you don’t have a lock-thaw spray, 
try closing the door as far as possible 
and running the car heater on high. 
The heat should eventually warm the 
door enough to thaw the latch me¬ 
chanism and get you going on your 
way. 


Tips on How to Monitor 
Car’s Cooling System 

Here are some tips front the booklet titled “Know Your Car," published by the 
Marathon Petroleum Company. 

Cooling systems are extremely efficient in dissipating much of the heat pro¬ 
duced by today’s engines. A cooling system can be kept at top efficiency if a few 
points are attended to regularly. 


Hoses: Check hoses periodically for 
leaks and, at the same lime, be certain 
ihey are still soft and pliable II they 
aie mushy and show signs of bulging, 
ihey should be replaced. If they be¬ 
come too stiff, they should also be re¬ 
placed, ;ts this will lead to cracking, 
and, in some cases, the resultant vibra¬ 
tion might damage the radiator. When 
checking ihe lower radiator hose, 
squeeze it firmly and feel for the anti- 
collapse spring that is inside. The 
lower hose can look good to the eye, 
blit il the anti-collapse spring is cor¬ 
roded or missing, the hose could col¬ 
lapse. shutting off the flow of coolant. 

I an bells: Your engine’s drive belts, 
commonly called fan bells, should be 
in good condition and kept properly 
adjusted. In checking for adjustment, 
flex the belt with your fingers; there 
should be less than 3/4 of an inch of 
deflection. A loose and slipping fan 
bell will not turn the fan and water 
pump last enough to circulate the 
coolant properly. 

Pressure cap: The condition of ra¬ 
diator pressure caps is frequently ne¬ 
glected. I his important flex ice keeps 
the cooling system under pressure and 
allows the coolant to work at a higher 
temperature without boiling. If the 
rubbei sealing surface of this cap is 
pitted or split, ii will not provide a 
proper seal and will allow the engine to 
lose coolant and overheat. 

W ARNING: Never, never attempt 
io remove ihe radiator pressure cap 
while the engine is siiII warm. Not only 
can the boiling mixture burn you or in¬ 
line your eyes, but the engine will lose 
coolant. 


Antifreeze C oolunt: All auto¬ 
makers today recommend year-round 
use of permanent antifreeze. This 
product is basically ethylene glycol 
along with rusi, corrosion and foam 
inhibitors. Obviously, antifreeze is 
used in the cooling system to prevent 
the cooling system from freezing up 
when the weather gels cold. Not so ob¬ 
viously, the antifreeze gives added 
boiling protection against engine heat 
buildup. In fact, rather than use the 
term antifreeze, it would be more ac¬ 
curate to use the term permanent cool¬ 
ant. In general, a 50/50 mixture, 
which provides minus 34 I protec¬ 
tion, is recommended. 

Such things as auto air conditioners, 
the requirements for emission control 
systems, increased trailer towing and 
turnpike speeds have added tremen¬ 
dously to the burden of the cooling 
sy stem. All serve to raise the operating 
temperature of the cooling system, so 
n is extremely important that an ethyl¬ 
ene glycol coolant be used year-round 
to protect the engine from boiling. 

In order to maintain your cooling 
system in good shape, it is recom¬ 
mended that you change your anti¬ 
freeze once a year or so. This will re¬ 
nun e all of the contaminants that have 
infiltrated the cooling system through¬ 
out the year and will replenish the in¬ 
hibitors that are nccessaryjor your en-

Part of its job 
is io tell the computer what to do for 
maximum fuel economy and minimum 
emission-.

Exhaust Gas Recirculation (KGK).

Trainer Keeps Players Where 
They Belong—On The Field 


By ERIC BLOM 

A thin student, breathing heavily 
and red in the face rushed into the 
trainer’s room at Winchester High 
School. 

“They want you at the football 
f ield.” he said to bonna Gildersleeve, 
the school’s trainer “Somebody’s 
hurt.” 

Gildersleeve grabbed her medical 
kit and began running toward the 
field. 

“What happened’? Was it his leg, 
an ankle, his shoulder, or what?” 
Gildersleeve called to the student, 
who trailed behind her. 

“It was too far away. I couldn’t 
see. The coach just told me to get the 
trainer,” he answered. 

They neared the field, fearing a 
serious injury. Earlier this year, a 
freshman on the junior varsity team 


had fractured a femur (upper leg 
bone) during an inter-squad scrim¬ 
mage and will be in traction for B to 
10 weeks, according to Gildersleeve. 

However, as they got to the player, 
they realized that the injury was 
much less severe. It was a pinched 
nerve the type of injury a school 
trainer sees six days a week. 

“On the average. I treat 40 
students a day,” says Gildersleeve. 
“Some days there may l>e GO students 
in here, and I’m supposed to treat 
them between 2 and 2:45, so the 
coaches can have them for practice 
at 3. Most of the time I can’t get all 
the kids taped up until 3:15 or so.” 

No figures on the total number of 
inquiries at Winchester High are 
available. 

Hut Gildersleeve says that the oc¬ 
currence of fractured femurs and a 


compressed vertebrae which also 
happened earlier this year are 
“very rare.” 

“The most common injuries we 
see are over-use injuries: shin splints 
and tendons,” she says 

In particular, girls often have knee 
problems, she says Younger girls are 
particularly susceptible, lx'cause they 
have less muscle tone and don’t know 
how to condition themselves yet. 

Ankle and shoulder injuries are 
among the most common injuries she 
treats. 

I don’t have much time for preven¬ 
tative measures because I only work 
after school.” says Gildersleeve bet¬ 
ween questions to injured students on 
the two examining tables Others sat 
on the long wooden bench or bathed 
their feet in the whirlpool bath 

Instead, she says she offers home 


programs for students to develop 
strength and flexibility to help avoid 
injuries. 

“Unless there is someone to stand 
over them and make them do the ex¬ 
ercises, they won’t do them, or won’t 
do them enough. “I’m really doing 
first-aid work.’ she says. 

“Tape is not a cure-all. Treatment 
doesn’t stop when they go back to 
practice.” 

The conditioning of athletes is 
primarily left up to individual 
coaches. 

The cross country team does not 
have a supervised flexibility pro¬ 
gram, several runners said. The foot¬ 
ball team begins to have voluntary 
(captain’s) practices in the beginning 
of August and has one week of double

Construction? 

TM To Debate Anti-Construction Measures 


Fall Splendor In The Fells 


By NANCY PICK 

The rush is on. It seems everybody 
and his brother wants to preserve 
Winchester's land from development. 

On Nov. 5, Town Meeting 
members will vote on several land- 
use articles designed to prevent con¬ 
struction on town property. Residents 
are seeking to designate four town 
sites as virtually untouchable. 

While no specific development 
plans have been unveiled so far, all 
four properties have been listed as 
potential sites for low-to-moderate in¬ 
come housing. 

Four open f ields have been propos¬ 
ed for anti-construction measures:

A lot of people paint 
us as people who don’t like poor peo¬ 
ple, who don't like minorities, and 
that’s just not true.” 

Wanger's husband. David, a labor 
lawyer, made a lengthy speech to 
Selectmen last week, urging the 
board to back preservation of the 
undeveloped Highland ave. property. 
He called it “an island of open space” 
in the heavily populated area ol town.

Sex Education Film Stirs Up Parents 


By JILL M. HIGGINS 

Sex education has been taught in 
Winchester schools for nearly a 
decade, but recent plans to update the 
program have apparently raised 
some eyebrows. 

About three weeks ago, nearly 4() 
parents turned out at Lynch School to 
review a sex education film that may 
be seen by local fifth and sixth 
graders. 

While few parents were over¬ 
whelmingly critical of the film, 
several were concerned it may be too 
graphic or complex for their 
youngsters. Some said they were 
especially bothered by scenes that 
show glimpses of a baby's birth, say 


ing it is too explicit for children. 

“I thought it came on very strong 
for fifth graders,” said mother Betty 
Lavelle. “When they showed the birth 
of the baby, I thought that was a lit¬ 
tle too much for young kids. 

“I’m not going to let my fifth 
grader see it. I think it’s just a little 
too involved for that age,” Lavelle 
said. 

“I think it’s more for older kids, 
like junior high students. I’m not 
against sex education in the schools 

there’s a def inite place for it there. 
But I thought for 20 minutes, they 
really packed in too much,” Lavelle 
concluded/ 

According to science coordinator 


Frank Finnegan, the film is now be 
ing shown to fifth and sixth graders 
in Acton and Andover and has been 
seen by several million youngsters 
across the country. Local school of¬ 
ficials have yet to decide whether or 
not to purchase the film, which could 
he shown to studepts with parental 
consent by December 

Finnegan said while he has no 
complaints with the film, he 
recognizes that some parents may be 
unsure about what and where they 
want their youngsters to learn about 
sex. 

“1 have no problems with it.” said 
Finnegan. I understand there is 
some concern about the birth scene. 


but I don’t think it s any more graphic 
than something they could see on the 
educational TV channels. 

"In terms of the traumatic effect 
that some fear it may have on 
children, I don’t think they’d be 
traumatized at all It’s not even real 
ly a whole birth anyhow. It s more the 
shots of the baby immediately after 
it s born.” 

Finnegan said a panel of teachers 
and parents reviewed about a half 
dozen films this summer and chose to 
recommend this one because “it is 
factual and straight-forward .” lit* 
added that some films were rejected

Papers 

Due Nov. 5 

Town Clerk Carolyn Ward advises 
residents of the procedure for obtain 
ing an absentee ballot for the State 
Election on Nov. 6. 

“If a voter plans to lx? out of town 
or will be unable, due to illness or 
physical disability, to get to the polls 
on Nov. 6 he or she may vote b\ 
absentee ballot," said Ward. 

“The voter must apply for a ballot 
either in writing or in person, by noon 
on Monday. Nov. 5, the day before the 
election. If the application is made b\ 
mail, the voter should indicate 
whether the ballot should be mailed 
to him or if he would prefer to vote in 
person at the town clerk’s office 

“If the ballot is mailed to the voter 
then it must be notarized and return 
ed by mail," said Ward, “so voters 
must be sure that time will permit the 
process by mail. 

Voters who know they will be out 
of town on election day can apply and 
vote at the same lime. Ballots cast in 
person are witnessed by the office 
staff and do not have to be notarized. ’ 

Ward urged voters to contact the 
office of the town clerk if they have 
any questions about absentee voting

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Downtown Facelift Plan Is Tarnished By Pricetag Controversy

A $37.0()() design contract for phase 
two of the controversial downtown 
facelift project has caught some town 
officials by surprise. They thought 
they had approriated only $30,000. 

On Monday, Selectman Michael 
Saraco, armed with documents and 
an angry tone, reported that despite 
a Sept. 24 board vote allocating 
$30,000 for the designs, the price tag 
is really $37,000. 

Saraco, who had previously blam¬ 
ed former Acting Town Manager 


Richard White for prematurely sign¬ 
ing the contract with architect Paul 
Lu. further blamed White for not in¬ 
forming the board of the higher cost. 
It was unclear just why the added 
$7,000 is needed. 

if that man were here now, 
believe me I'd have something to say 
to him about this,” said Saraco. Tin 
not looking to crucify him. but it just 
upsets me that before he left he said 
he’d never do something like this 


(authorize a contract) without con¬ 
sulting Selectmen 

“There’s not much 1 can say now; 
he’s in a different community with a 
different job now. Rut I ’ll tell you that 
if he were here he’s had some explain¬ 
ing to do.” Saraco said. 

Saraco presented documents bear¬ 
ing White’s signature that indicate 
White signed the higher contract on 
Sept. 15. nine days before Selectmen 
voted 3 to 2 in favor of the $30,000 
design job. Roth Saraco and Chair¬ 


man Mark Lombardi had voted 
against the plan. 

Upon hearing Saraco’s report, 
several board members questioned 
the validity of the $37,000 contract, 
since only $30,000 had been approved. 
Most, however, said they believed 
that at least $30,000. the original 
amount agreed on for the job. is still 
likely to be funneled to Lu for the job. 

The board agreed on Monday to 
seek the advice of Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall, who is due to return 


to town from a business trip later this 
week. Randall is expected to inform 
the board of the contract's validity by 
Monday. 

Meanwhile, the board heard plans 
to install brick sidewalks in downtown 
areas that have not already been 
renovated. John Connery, Economic 
Development Coordinator, told the 
board that plans call for brickwork 
along the downtown area that are 
main thoroughfares.

To date, the Advisory Committee 
has drawn up a map of Winchester's 
five elementary school districts, with 
a colored pin representing each stu¬ 
dent. This map is designed to help 
planners visualize Winchester's 
demography. 

Once the elementary school 
populations have been adjusted, the 
Advisory Committee plans to tackle 
secondary schools

“I think it’s great for the 
kids to be involved,” com¬ 
ments Keith Puffer, working 
alongside his son. “They have 
excellent imaginations for 
this type of thing; it’s con¬ 
structive, and it benefits 
someone.” 

A tennis player leaving the 
Palmer courts, peeks inside 
the beach house, and is in¬ 
vited to walk through. 

As he emerges, he com¬ 
pliments the group. “That one 
area . . . would scare anyone 
in the dark,” he says. 

Allan Eyden, a volunteer 
who’s worked on the Haunted 
House since its second year, 
says it improves each year. 

‘For the first two or three 
years we used canvas stage 
flats, borrowed from the

The wooden flats are used 
to make the corridors in the 
Haunted House, four feet wide 
for safety, Esposito says.

But, he adds, black lights 
and fluorescent paints are us¬ 
ed heavily, and all crew 
members are very conscious 
of the safety of visitors to the 
Haunted House.

Strange, Dark Doings In The Night 


‘Anyone can see why this is the

The air was cold and clam¬ 
my that night last week, and 
it slapped like seaweed across 
the skin of the tardy traveler. 

An ill-tempered wind 
threw handfuls of leaves 
against the house, exercising 
some old grudge perhaps, one 
involving the paths that winds 
prefer to take, and the 
obstructions that houses con¬ 
stitute for them. 

There was no moon. 

I had awakened unex¬ 
pectedly just then, with the 
flesh-crawling knowledge that 
something specific had arous¬ 
ed me. What it was I didn't 
know. 

Most things are very still 
at 3 o’clock of a fall morning; 
and yet, it appears, other 
things are rather busy. There 
is evident a rustling of spirits 
at this hollow hour. 

It may be the time of year 
we find ourselves in now. 
Summer nights blare with the 
racket of insects, and, if 
you’re lucky enough to live 
away from the city some, with 
the bustle of fireflies moving 
like ushers with their 
flashlights in silent theaters, 
up and down the aisles of your 
vegetable garden. 

Winter nights are pressed 
under glass, frozen and im¬ 
mobilized by the iron cold. 
And as for those in 
spring, they hum with a faint 
inaudible energy: the sound of 
tulips thrusting green spears 
skyward, it may be, or the 
simple patter of the feeding 
rains. 

In the autumn, though, it’s 
different. Especially just now, 


when the trees are yielding 
daily more ground to the Fall 
Offensive, when the flowers 
awake in morning with faces 
ever more pinched and 
despairing. 

Anyone can see why this is 
the proper season for the 
celebration of a Halloween: 
there are thumps and unex¬ 
plained noises during these 
October midnights. 

That moment last week 
the wind freshened. A door 
slammed shut on the third 
floor. A cat spoke in the eerie 
infant’s voice cats use when 
abroad in the night, looking 
for action. 

And the sound resumed 
that had broken my sleep in 
the first place. It was a kind 
of whirring that went on for a 
minute or more and then stop¬ 
ped. I lay in bed, a tingling 
sesnsation at the back of my 
neck, thinking what it might 
be. 

The sound was familiar, 
almost reassuring, and yet 
entirely incongruous for this 
hour of the day. I gathered my 


courage and headed down the 
stairs toward the pantry from 
which it seemed to be coming. 

It came from the pantry 
all right, from behind the door 
of a cabinet in the children’s 
tiny play kitchen. I opened it 
and found inside their toy 
blender. It was blending away 
in there, though the switch 
was turned to Off. It whirred 
a while and then fell silent, 
whirred and fell silent, in a cy¬ 
cle I could interrupt only by 
removing its batteries. 

I did this and brought them 
upstairs with me. They sat on 
the bureau, side by side, their 
tiny tips resembling the eyes 
of a small noetural animal. 
They looked at me metallical¬ 
ly and with a flat and angry 
stare. Their whirring days 
were over. 

But climbing back into 
bed, I had to ask myself: 
these batteries had been ac¬ 
tivated, sure enough — but by 
what unknown force? The 
toy’s controls had been 
manipulated — by what in¬ 
visible fingers? What powers 


are abroad and who is out 
there, on these whispery Oc¬ 
tober midnights? 

The citizens of cultures 
wiser than ours have feared 
the darkness. They spoke of 
unhealthful vapors present in 
the air at these hours, and of 
the ghosts of the reluctant 
departed. They sensed, as we 
all sense sometimes in the 
night, the presence of the un¬ 
seen, a sudden perception at 
times of breath on our faces, 
or the awareness that our 
child who stirs and speaks in 
bed speaks not to a figment of 
his inner dreaming but to one 
invisible to waking vision who 
hovers quite near, bending 
over him perhaps, the better 
to hear the sleep-foggy 
syllables. 

Much transpires in the 
midnight midfall hours. A 
tree, quite green in the late 
afternoon, emerges from one 
of these nights wholly chang¬ 
ed, bronzed like a baby’s first 
shoe, or transformed by a 
Midas working in vegetable 
gold. Look for the moment of 
the tree’s change, though, and 
look in vain. 

You’ll find it no easier than 
you can find the one in which 
Santa comes at last to those 
who expect him, or the one 
when your baby crosses an in¬ 
visible line and is baby to you 
no longer. 

Our vision is poor and 
that’s all I can offer for sum¬ 
mary here. Our night vision is 
poorest of all. We sleep and 
know little of what transpires 
around us. We wake and know 
less.

Their rejection of a 
medium which published an 
editorial with which they 
disagreed is like killing the 
messenger who brings the 
bad message. Carried to ex¬ 
tremes, the person who does 
not want to see or hear opi¬ 
nion with which he disagrees 
closes himself off from all but 
the most extreme and narrow 
sources of information. 

This kind of head-in-the- 
sand approach is more 
frightening than anything that 
voters could do at the polls.

BEACON HILL ROLL CALL 


The House and Senate con¬ 
tinue to meet in informal ses¬ 
sions until after the 
November elections. Mean¬ 
while, the report of the special 
committee to consider anc 
recommend rules changes ii 
the Senate is still languishing 
in the Senate Rules Commit 
tee. On Oct. 1, the Senat( 
adopted an order requesting 
release of the report onto the 
Senate floor for debate anc 
vote. This order, however 
was only a request, not a for 
mal discharge, and the report 
has not yet been released. 

No one knows whethei 
Senate President William 
Bulger, who essentially con 
trols the Rules Committee, 
will release the report before 
the end of the session. The 
Senate membership has a 
power, by a two-thirds vote, to 


force the release of the report, 
but is unlikely to do so. 

The report includes many 
changes including requiring 
ratification of majority and 
minority leadership positions 
and committee chairs by the 
membership; requiring cer¬ 
tain bills and amendments to 
be in print 24 hours before 
consideration; allowing 25 
percent of the party’s 
membership to call a party 
caucus; providing for the car¬ 
ryover of legislation from one 
year of a session to the next; 
and establishing an easier 
procedure • for discharging 
bills from certain com¬ 
mittees. 

As the fight for rules 
reform heats up in the Senate, 
this week’s report reviews 
local senators’ votes on key 
roll calls on rules reform pro¬ 


posals considered during the 
1983 and 1984 session. Some of 
these reforms, although easi¬ 
ly defeated when first con¬ 
sidered, are similar to the 
ones in the present package 
recommended by the special 
committee which was ap¬ 
pointed by Bulger. 

PAY HIKES (S 1880) — In 
March 1983, the Senate, 18-17, 
barely rejected, an amend¬ 
ment requiring a roll call vote 
on pay raises for all public of¬ 
ficials whose salary is set by 
the legislature. There is no 
provision in the current 
package to require a roll call 
on these raises. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment requiring a roll 
call vote. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. 

Kraus voted yes.

Candidate Speaks Out 

Senator Kraus Questions ‘Fast Shuffle’ 

Of Legislation Dealing With Water, Sewer Use

running for re-election to the State

State Sen. Richard A Kraus 
(D-4th Middlesex) was one of two 
state senators to go on record against 
what he called a fast shuffle on the 
floor of the Senate this past week. 

The subject was to have been 
House Bill 5915, a bill proposed by 
Gov. Michael Dukakis to create a new 
authority to take over the functions of 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) sewer and water divisions.

“All of a sudden, the bill was on the 
floor in a very different form, a totally 
new form. Senate Bill 2*272. Water had 
been separated from sewer.’’ Kraus 
said. “And Senate President Bulger 
had himself taken the floor to urge the 
senators to pass this new bill without 
any senator having had the opportuni¬ 
ty to read it.” 

There is a standing court order for 
the state to show progress on the stop¬ 
ping of dumping of sewage into 
Boston’s harbor. Senate President 
William Bulger cited the necessity for 


fast action to oblige the courts. 

“Fast action is one thing. Respon 
sible review and analysis of impor 

tant legislative matters is another.' 
Kraus stated.“The new bill was about 
100 pages long and we were given no 
time to even read it. much less give 
it careful scrutiny.” 

Kraus finds several major pro 
blcms with the Senate 2272. These in¬ 
clude the separation of sewer and 
water into individual authorities, not 
enough commitment on capital fun 
ding provisions, the lack of guarantee 
of strong management rights similar 


not enough direct control by the cities 
and towns that are going to be paving 
the bills 

“All of these points are important 
and will affect MIX’ communities’ 
water rates,” continued Kraus. “I 
was very disappointed to see such an 
important question dealt with without 
careful consideration of the welfare 
of the MDC communities’ consti¬ 
tuents This bill required careful 


roview and analysis. It still does. And 
so does the process." 

Kraus said some of the senators 
ti ied to put off a vote until the follow 
ir.g week. “When that effort failed, I 
fe lt the only thing I could do respon¬ 
se )ly was to vote against the measure 
When the legislature comes back in 
to session after the general election. 
I will be working to obtain modifica 
tio ns more in the interests of the peo 
ph? of Arlington, Lexington. 
Winchester and Woburn.

Gray-lu vender light hangs 
gloomily over the lake. It is 
the season of harvest, of 
powerful moons and roaming 
spirits. 

A 10-year-old girl andther 
O-year-old brother walk wari¬ 
ly up to a dark, deserted 
concrete-block building. 

Trees bend and whisper 
warnings in the soft winds of 
twilight. The air crackles with 
an undefined energy. A 
crowded cemetery looms 
large on a nearby hillside. 

Despite the prickly feeling 
creeping up and down their 
spines, the curious children 
inch open the door, peering in¬ 
to blackness. Small sighs of 
relief escape — no people 
there. 

But, wait! 

From the void, unearthly 
hands snatch out to yank the 
two explorers into the eerie 
blackness. 

The children shriek — and, 
giggling, begin their journey 
through a chamber of hor¬ 
rors, courtesy of the Win¬ 
chester Chamber of 
Commerce. 

That’s a scene that is like¬ 
ly to be repeated literally 
thousands of times in the next 
six days, as the 14th annual 
Haunted House opens up 
tomorrow night at Wedge 
Pond. 

Visitors to the “Torture 
Chamber of Commerce” will 
range from kids who still go 
out trick-or-treating to adults

who have never quite forgot¬ 
ten the unexplainable lure of 
being spooked on Halloween. 

“It’s interesting to watch 
people coming through; some 
are really scared, and others 
just seem to have a lot of fun," 
observes volunteer Ralph 
Johnson with a gleam in his 


eyes, as he builds a guillotine 
prop. 

More than 7,000 people 
toured the Haunted House last 
year, netting about $3,000 for 
the Chamber of Commerce, 
according to past chairman 
Scott Henderson. 

This is the second year the 
Chamber of Commerce-has 
sponsored the Haunted 
House, after taking it over 
from the founding group, the 
Jaycees, when they 
disbanded. 

But the crew still includes 
former Jaycees, as well as 
Chamber members and a few 
people who just plain love 
having a chance to create a 
good “Torture Chamber of 
Commerce,” according to Ed 
Esposito, the chairman of the 
event this year. 

“A lot of history saves us 
from having to plan things all 
over again,” Esposito says. 
“There’s a handful of us still 
around from the Jaycees who 
know the basics.” 

The 35 volunteers who are 
staging the high-camp horror 
show have been busy since 
September, bringing their 
dark fantasies to life. 

But this year’s Haunted 
House required a bit more 
planning than usual, because 
the group had to find a new 
location for the event. 

The Haunted House is at 
the town’s Wedge Pond beach 
house, across the lake from 
Purity Supreme, because an

early spring fire made their 
old location a little too authen¬ 
tically creepy to be used 
anymore. 

For 13 years, the Haunted 
House was run at the Girl 
Scout cabin in the Fells — an 
ideal spot deep in the dark 
woods, Esposito says. 

But an afternoon fire on 
April 3, believed to have been 
caused by faulty electrical 
wiring, severely damaged the 
cabin, making it unsafe to 
use, and destroying about 
$2,000-worth of props, 
costumes, lighting and wiring 
equipment. 

“What that fire did was 
nearly eliminate the Haunted 
House,” Esposito says. “A lot 
of us are part of the Town Day 
committee, too, and we spent 
our first Town Day meeting 
this spring talking about the 
fire. 

“Kathy ‘Alexander) sug¬ 
gested we look into the beach 
house — which has been ex¬ 
tremely easy to adapt,” 
Esposito says, with a slightly 
sinister smile. “David 
Pyewell spent last Sunday in 
here painting the walls black 

it’s going to be pitch dark 
in here." 

The only Haunted House 
materials spared in the fire 
were costumes that some of 


the volunteers had at their 
homes. 

But, once the town gave 
permission to use the beach 
house, Chamber members 
rallied, gathering new props 
and designing new scenes. 
They even got Lane Funeral 
Home to lend them a casket. 

“We’ve got one new scene 
that should scare the pants off 
everyone,” says 14-year-old 
Chris Puffer. Last year, he 
was a gorilla, prowling 
around and scaring the people 
waiting on line. 

This year, Puffer expects 
to have even more fun — but 
he won’t say how, because of 
the tradition among the 
volunteer spooks of remaining 
anonymous. 

The effects of the fire will 
raise the expenses of putting 
on the Haunted House, which 
has become a major fund¬ 
raiser for the Chamber, help¬ 
ing to support Town Day and 
other events. 

But making money isn’t 
the only reason they run the 
Haunted House, say the peo¬ 
ple who spent last Saturday 
assembling their “Torture 
Chamber of Commerce.” 

Most people just love to be 
scared out of their wits — or 
to get to do the scaring — they

He explained that il the town 
subsequently wanted to build on park 
land, an act ol the state Legislature 
would he required. Selectmen com 
men ted, however, that the 
Legislature rarely blocks new con 
struct ion requests once they have 
been approved by the Selectmen 
Still, other state rules on housing 
cloud the significance of local land 
use proposals. According to the law. 
new housing would not necessarily 
have to come up for a Town Meeting 
vote if Selectmen approve it 

Randall declined to predict what 
might occur in such a case, saying 
that such projections are irrelevant 
because no specific construction 
plans have been proposed.

“Half our team is out,” Pywell 
adds. “At least half the girls have 
nagging injuria We’d lx? doing great 


it it weren't for injuries.” 

Glen Dawson, a junior, is an exam¬ 
ple of why Gildersleeve gets “a lot of 
injuries after football games.” Play¬ 
ing cornerback, he went into the air 
to deflect a pass and came down with 
a swollen ankle. 

He said he isn’t sure how it hap 
pened. His ankle, swollen to the size 
of an orange, is treated by 
Gildersleeve each day. 

Aside from ice packs, she uses 
yards of tape, the whirlpool, heat, and 
many other devices, along with her 
knowledge of sports injuries to deal 
with hundreds of blisters, bruises, 
lacerations, strains and sprains. 

“Some schools have converted 
closets for training rooms, she says. 
“Visiting kids are sometimes in awe 
of our facilities because the room is 
so big.” 

“I am under the impression that 
welfare of Winchester students is the 
administration’s first priority.”

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To State Board 


Town May Take Resident Seeking 12th Abatement 


By JI1.L M. HIGGINS 

Assessors Chairman Sherman 
Josephson expects to go to the state 
Appellate Tax Board over a Win¬ 
chester resident’s 12th real estate tax 
abatement request since 1972. 

He also says he personally would 
consider giving the homeowner a 
break of “up to $5,000” if the resident 
would drop all court appeals on the 
matter. 

Homeowner John Riley, who for 
more than a decade has been award¬ 


ed tax breaks of between $2,500 and 
$2,700 for his 512 South Border rd. pro¬ 
perty, is again seeking state Ap 
pellate Tax Board approval for an 
abatement, claiming his property was 
over-assessed. A Nov. 14 hearing date 
has been set with the board. 

“I haven’t told him (Riley) this 
yet.” said Josephson on Tuesday 
when local-level resolution of the 
issue appeared unlikely, "... but I 
think it’s the feeling of the board that 
we want to send it to the Appellate 


Board. 

“It looks like it will end up in the 
Appellate Tax Court. I don’t think 
Mr. Riley is looking to deal with this 
on the local level,” said Josephson. 

Josephson denied that he or any of 
his board members had met with 
Riley privately to discuss the request. 
Last week, Assessor George Ander¬ 
son suggested that if Riley wished to 
avoid airing his side at a regular 
public hearing, he could meet “infor¬ 
mally with one or two of the board 


members” to get around airing the 
matter at a public hearing. 

Last week, Riley became embroil¬ 
ed in a debate with Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall at his public abate¬ 
ment hearing that he said was “an in¬ 
vasion of my privacy.” 

Riley claimed he had been told by 
an Assessors clerk that the hearing 
would be “a private meeting with 
myself and the Assessors.” He 
chastised the press for refusing to 
leave the hearing, saying he was 


“digusted at their audacity to stay 
here." 

Riley, a paid member of the 
Boston Board of Assessors, added 
that he had “never had the press 
around in the many years I’ve been 
involved in tax appraisal.” 

At that Oct. 15 Assessors’ hearing. 
Town Counsel Randall told Riley that 
the hearing was posted as public and 
could not be brought into executive 
session without violating the state 
Open Meeting Law. 


According to Assessor James 
Dougherty, Riley’s home was assess¬ 
ed at $20,000 in 1970 and had remain¬ 
ed at that level until the 1981 
revaluation The property was 
revalued at more than the usual V > 
percent because earlier rulings in¬ 
dicated the appraisal was below 
standard 

Riley, however, says his property 
is now assessed at $166,400 while his 
home, which he paid $45,000 for in 
1972, is actually worth between 


$115,000 and $ 120,000 

The aborted Oct. 15 Assessors’ 
hearing, which Riley bowed out of 
once Randall determined it was in¬ 
deed public, was an attempt to settle 
the matter without court action. Ac¬ 
cording to Randall, public abatement 
hearings are common municipal 
practice. 

“I think he (Riley) wanted to think 
it was a private meeting, but it was 
posted. I don’t exactly know how he 
got that impression,” he added

little factual information, he said. 

Finnegan, who initially coor¬ 
dinated the school system’s sex ed 
program about 10 years ago, said the 
old film is outdated because “it has 
girls in saddle shoes and boys in whif- 
fle haircuts.” He said youngsters 
spend more time cracking jokes 
about the old cars and hairdos than 
they do actually watching the film. 

Children’s maturity — or lack of 
it — apparently is a major concern 
among parents and educators 
weighing the merits of the new film. 

Vinson-Owen School Principal 
Claire Cochraine said last week that 
the question of when a child is ready 
to learn about sex is probably best 
decided by the parents. 

She added, however,that often 
parents are embarrassed about 
discussing sex with their youngsters. 
Besides that, she said, uncertainties 
about moral and parental respon¬ 
sibilities also crop up. 

“The human growth aspect of the 
film and of sex education in general 
is no problem,” she said. “It’s the sex¬ 
uality part that makes up the con¬ 
troversy. 

“A lot of parents — especially 
those who are addressing this for the 
first time as parents — are unsure of 
what they should do. 

"As a parent, it can be a very 
scary thing to see your little girl or 
boy grow up. All of a sudden you 
realize they aren’t the little 
kids they used to be." 

Virginia Germain, whose 
daughter is a local sixth grader, can 
easily identify with those concerns. 
She says that’s why she has taken 
time to scrutinize the film that has 
been proposed. 

• I had some reservations about 
the film,” she said, “but overall I 


well I’d go along with it. I think the 
role of sex education in schools is to 
reinforce what is learned in the home 
and in church Still, it’s a difficult 
decision when it’s your first child 
you’re concerned with.” 

However, at least one local couple 
has questioned the very existence of 
sex ed in schools. In a letter to The 
Star recently, Paul and Mona Johnian 
urged parents and educators to 
“rethink the present trend in sex 
education." 

In the letter, the Johnians, who 
have viewed the controversial school 
film, said that sex ed belongs in the 
home. 

“What we do believe is that some 
aspects of life are private, sacred if 
you will, and will never be ap¬ 
propriate for the public classroom.” 
said the Johnians’ letter. 

It went on to say that “It is our opi¬ 
nion that a ‘tell-air society is not only 
artless and witless, but crude and 
tasteless, and their losses far exceed 
their gains. 

”... Let us put sex education back 
into the adequate hands of human 
nature, parental discretion, and in¬ 
stitutions such as church and 
synagogue that emphasize the digni¬ 
ty of morality and self-restraint and 
inner character.”

The show will be geared toward 
the topic of teenage depression. The 
WHS Depression Workshop will be 
discussed in-depth, and the five par¬ 
ticipating seniors' Kristen Kelly. 
Suzanne Perlitsh, Sheila Mown. 
Patrick Berkley, and Rob Nigro, will 
discuss the purpose of the program. 

Talk show host Susan Sakora also 
will be conversing with a married 
couple from Cape Cod who lost their 
teenager to suicide.

The Maho Bay Camp On St. John 

‘Little Lit 
Of Tafadise

You don’t have to die to go to 
paradise. 

That might be a bit of an exag¬ 
geration. but there is a place in the 
U.S. Virgin Islands that is as close to 
paradise as one can get without dying. 

The island of St. .John, and in par¬ 
ticular the resort of Maho Bay. is a 
tropical paradise as untouched as one 
can find in the Carribean. almost as 
pristine as it was before man 
discovered Ban de Soleil. 

Almost 75 percent of the island is 
a national park, donated by David 
Rockefeller, and is virtually untouch¬ 
ed. There are probably more paths 
through the island than there are 
roads and certainly more beaches 
than anything else. 

After a few days of lolling on the 
brilliant white beaches or strolling 
through the tropical forest or snorkl¬ 
ing in the sky blue waters, a visitor 
is likely to forget where he came 
from, or at least be tempted to forget 
how to get back. 

The air is so soothing, the pace so 
relaxed and the surroundings so 
beautiful that it is hard to believe 
Adam and Eve ever ate the apple and 
ruined it all for the rest of us. 

St. John and Maho Bay are not for 
those looking for a walk on the wild 


side. There are no nightclubs, no 
discos and only a few bars that merit 
the name 

No, St. John is for what vacations 
are all about - relaxation, restora¬ 
tion, renewal. 

And there is no better place on an 
island reknown for its beauty and 
restorative power than the Maho Bay 
Camps. 

Now for those who think a cam¬ 
pground is a cleared patch of land 
with either wall-to-wall tents or mobil 
homes, think again. Maho Bay is a 
network of wooden walkways, two to 
three feet off the lush forest floor, con¬ 
necting tent cabins that are just the 
ticket in this warm climate. 

Unlike its neighbor, the National 
Park Service’s Cinammon Bay Cam¬ 
pground. Maho Bay never lets its 
visitors touch the ground until they 
get to the warm white sands of the 
beach. As a result, unlike Cinammon 
Bay where the vegetation has been 
worn away by thousands of campers 
over the years, Maho Bay’s vislors 
get a feeling of seclusion, privacy and 
wildness. Every tent is surrounded by 
trees and bushes characteristic of the 
dry side of the Carribean island. Birds 
swope through the air and entertain 
visitors with songs throughout the 
day. 


The "tents” themselves are real¬ 
ly little cabins with canvas walls and 
roofs. The air. which seems never to 
get below or above delightful, sifts 
through the walls of the cabin, keep¬ 
ing its occupants cool and relaxed. 

Each tent cabin has three rooms 

a bedroom (with a two single beds 
that can be converted to a double 
bed), a living room/kitchen combina¬ 
tion, and a patio/dining room. There 
is none of the creeping and crawling 
that most people associate with tent 
living. Anyone other than Kareem Ab¬ 
dul Jabbar could walk about the tent 
perfectly erect. 

The patios are a delightful place to 
spend much of the time when you 
aren't on the beach or snorkling under 
water (which is most of the time). 
Some patios have a view of the bay; 
others are recessed in the cool of the 
forest. 

The cabins can sleep two to four 
people as the foam couch in the liv¬ 
ing room converts into a bed But 
while it is a nice place to bring little 
children who don't need a lot of 
distractions, it is an ideal romantic 
getaway for two < if you can leave the 
kids behind or don’t have any). 

There is also a gas stove and a

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complete kitchen for those who want 
to save a few bucks and prepare their 
own meals. The warm air and easy¬ 
going pace tend to take away your 
ravenous northern appetite so meals 
are smaller and lighter Some visitors 
bring cans of tuna and other light pro¬ 
visions with them or purchase them 
at the campground store along with 
perishables such as milk and ice. The 
store is not exactly a gourmet galley 
hut it will surprise you with its varie¬ 
ty of offerings, including a nice selec¬ 
tion of wine, beer and champagne 
(just the right touch for at least one 
night), vegetables, fruits, cheeses, 
crackers, and all the necessary odds 
and ends to put it all together 

Now you could cook every meal on 
your own. Or you could get on the 
campground taxi and go into town for 
meals (it’s a long way and there’s not 
much there). Or, if you are really 
smart, you can sign up for the 
breakfasts and dinners at the cam¬ 
pground pavilion. 

This is no ordinary campground 
cafeteria. The tables overlook Fran¬ 
cis Bay which either sparkles in the 
morning sun or reflects the purples 
and oranges of the sunset. Classical 
music drifts through the air and, 
aside from the fact that you are pro¬ 
bably not wearing much more than a 
pair of shorts and a shirt, you could 
be in some fancy expensive uptown 
cafe. 

The food is not only delicious but 
plentiful and the company, if you 
want it, is delightful. Some visitors 
enjoy meeting one another and make 
friendships that last through the vaca¬ 
tion and beyond. Others like to be by 
themselves and no one gets in their 
way. Both enjoy the cocktail hour at 
the pavilion before dinner, a terrific 
time to nibble, sip, chat and watch the 
sun sink into the Carribean. 

There is one dinner that is a 
MUST. One night a week, two 
superior chefs from town come out to 
cook up a meal of East Indian chicken 
and fish. The fish, some of whom you 
might have seen while snorkling just 
hours before, are sweet and the 
chicken is incomparable. Don't miss 
it. 


But Maho Bay is more than just 
tents and food as a matter of fact, 
you’ll probably spend most of your 
time away from both and on or near 
the water. 

There is nothing quite like the 
snorkling. It’s almost as if you are 
diving into a boundless aquarium full 
of the most exotic fish you’ve ever 
seen. The water is a crystal blue and 
the bright white sunlight spotlights 


the brilliant yellows, greens and blues 
of the fish as they dart about or hover 
near the forests of coral springing up 
from the bottom. 

While snorkling is an unsurpassed 
pleasure, it can be the downfall of 
your vacation. Unless you wear a T- 
shirt and something to protect the 
back of your legs and neck, you’ll get 
a sunburn you’ll never forget. A good 
dose of suntan lotion will do the trick 
but not for an extended period. Bring 
an old pair of light pajama pants and, 
while you might look silly, you won’t 
get parboiled. 

Another little tip to help you enjoy 
both the snorkling and the trip to and 
from Maho Bay: don’t lug your own 
flippers and masks, the campground 
will rent them to you by the day or 
week and you can save a lot of weight 
in your suitcase. 

When you want to take a break 
from snorkling, there are sunfish and 
windsurfers to rent. And whether you 
are a bonafide old salt or a landlub¬ 
ber from way back, there are times 
of the day for both of you. Some days 
the wind comes snorting over the 
island and only an expert can keep the 
sail up while he skims along the sur¬ 
face. On other days, there is just the 
right amount of wind to get a begin¬ 
ner lapping through the water without 
fear of being blown to South America. 

For someone who wants to give 
windsurfing a try, there’s no better 
place - - the water is warm (you can 
fall in a lot without freezing) and 
“Tall” Dave Henegan or Skip Benvie 
will give you lessons that will have 
you up and about in short (or 
medium) order. 

If you want to really sail, there are 
three sailboats that take visitors out 
for day or half-day cruises, a great 
way to see the island and others 
around it. 

For the energetic, there are Na¬ 
tional Park Service hikes through the 
island that include birdwatching, ex¬ 
ploring the ruins of a sugar planta¬ 
tion, and wending your way through 
the depths of the rain forest side of the 
island. 

Of course, one of the best things 
about St. .John and Maho Bay is that 
you really don’t have to do anything. 
There’s an awful lot of sun and sand 
and time and no better place to polish 
off a novel or two. 

Apparel is no real concern on St. 
John or at Maho Bay. Bathing suits 
are the order of the day when the sun 
is up and light pants and a shirt will 
do at night. It is a good idea to bring 




along a pair of long pants as the sand 
flies do come out in some places after 
dark. 


If you do want to make one excur¬ 
sion into dining in fashion, The Cancel 
Bay Plantation (a Rockefeller resort 
run now by the Park Service) is very 
highbrow (coats required for 
cocktails and dinner) and very expen¬ 
sive ($60 per person for dinner if you 
aren’t a guest). Your best bet at 
Cancel is breakfast. It’s much 
cheaper, just as extravagant and a 
delightful contrast to your tent home 
back at Maho Bay. The campground 
bus will drop you off and there are 
always taxis waiting to take you back. 


While Maho’s peace and quiet are 
a natural part of the environment, the 
quality of the staff enhances the 
mood. They are some of the most 
friendly, accomodating people you’ll 
ever meet, willing to help you out if 
you ask or leave you to yourselves if 
you don’t. 


As a matter of fact, it is hard to 
find anything bad to say about Maho 
Bay.

You won’t want to leave Maho 
very often, but if you do, there are 
jeep rentals ($40-50/day) and the 
camp bus. The jeep rental is well 
worth it just to explore the island on 
your own and experience the thrill of 
clinging to the mountainside roads as 
they scream straight up and down 
along the ocean. With a jeep, you can 
check out different beaches and try 
dinner in town. And then rush right 
back to the peace, quiet and calm of 
Maho Bay.

Getting to paradise, on the other 
hand, can be a trial, particularly if 
you must go through Puerto Rico, as 
most people do. If at all possible, fly 
to New York and straight to St 
Thomas. If you have to fly to San 
Juan, leave a full day and expect 
delays getting from Puerto Rico to the 
St. Thomas. If at all possible, carry 
all or most of your luggage on with 
you as the small airlines that fly from 
San Juan to Charlotte Amalie on St. 
Thomas often lose luggage. Once 
you’re on St. Thomas, simply take a 
taxi to Red Hook, a ferry to St. John, 
and a taxi to Maho Bay. It's a long 
trek, but it’s worth it and besides, who 
ever said getting to paradise was sup¬ 
posed to be easy? i

Grow Your Own Up The 

Jack-O-Lantem Success Ladder

This year we had the best 
pumpkins our 5-year-old garden 
has produced. We chose our old 
favorite pumpkin variety, Spirit, 
and planted the seeds the first 
week of May indoors in peat pots 
filled with a purchased potting soil 
and vermiculite mixture. 

The peat pots were soaked well 
in warm water before being used, 
and were set on a bed of damp¬ 
ened peat in a waterproof tray to 
help keep them moist while the 
seeds germinated and the young 
plants began to develop. 

Snug in their warm environ¬ 
ment and kept moist with a plastic 
tent over them, the seeds sprouted 
quickly and were ready to trans¬ 
plant outdoors early in June. 

This year we happened to have 
just used most of a finished com¬ 
post pile that was situated at the 
very top of the garden, at the end 
of a pathway. Instead of emptying 
its rich contents completely for 
use in other parts of the garden, I 
left a good 12 inches of it in which 
to set my two best pumpkin trans¬ 
plants. 

Around each small plant I 
scratched in a light dusting of 6-8- 
6. and from then on those pumpkin 
plants, apart from regular water¬ 
ing, were on their own. 

I think that even after our chil¬ 
dren have left home I’ll continue 
to grow pumpkins, for the happy 
memories of Halloweens past they 
will bring. Over the years we’ve 
developed a family tradition that 
revolves around the pumpkins 
harvested from the garden. 

Whether you have grown or pur¬ 
chased pumpkins for yourselves, 
your children or your grandchil¬ 
dren. perhaps I could share some 
of our family’s fun with them. 

It all starts on the afternoon of 
Halloween, when the children 
spread newspapers over the kitch¬ 
en table and assemble all they 
need to make jack-o’-lanterns 
from the pumpkins — large 
spoons, short knives, bowls in 
which to place the pumpkin seeds 
and meat When our children were 
small, they drew the face outlines 
on the pumpkins for an adult to 
cut out. Now they are old enough 
to cut their own. 


The first cut is a circle out of 
the top of the pumpkin, with the 
stem as a handle. Next, the pulp 
and seeds are scooped from the 
middle. Someone is given the job, 
or it is shared, of separating out 
the seeds, which are placed on a 
cookie sheet, salted and put in a 
low oven to roast until crisp and 
slightly browned. This constitutes 
a much-anticipated treat that dis¬ 
appears quickly in our house. 

Once the center cavity is emp¬ 
tied, the youngster can scoop the 
pumpkin flesh out, to leave thin 
shells from which to carve their 
jack-o’-lantern faces. My wife 
steams the pumpkin soft right 
away, and refrigerates it in cov¬ 
ered containers. 

When the face is carved, the 
children are given a short, stubby 
candle to place at the bottom of 
the hollowed-out pumpkin. This 
light is an important part of the 
Halloween celebration, whose 
name means “holy evening." for it 
is the evening before All Saints 
Day. which commemorates those 
called into the Light 

For safety’s sake, we place the 
carved pumpkins on a solid sur 
face, with a thick plate under 
neath each one, at a window 
where it can be seen. And once the 
candle is lit, the pumpkin is care¬ 
fully watched. 

While the children are hollow¬ 
ing and carving their pumpkins, 
my wife usually prepares a 
piecrust shell in a foil pie plate 
This goes in the freezer and is 
brought out in the evening after 
the neighborhood ghostly visita¬ 
tions have ceased. It is filled with 
this easy pumpkin pie mixture 
that is just whirled in the blender 
and poured into the shell: 

EASY PUMPKIN PIE 
1V 2 cups pumpkin 
Vz cup brown sugar 
V\ tsp. salt 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
*/4 tsp. cloves 
V 4 tsp. ginger 

1 tbsp. flour 

2 eggs 

l*/ 2 cups homogenized (not 
skim) milk 

In blender container, whirl all 
ingredients until smooth. Pour 
into prepared piecrust. Wrap pie 
after it is frozen.

This Garden Takes Care Of Itself

Lyn Heller approaches cooking 
with the passion of both a Pasteur 
and a Picasso. 

"I’m very methodical in the 
kitchen, very slow," she says ar¬ 
ranging bright yellow baby toma¬ 
toes on a sculptured black dinner 
plate "I spend days preparing for 
a dinner party. I want everything 
perfect ... the same shape, the 
same length, the same size " 

And indeed, Heller’s salad of 
grilled radicchio and raw mush¬ 
rooms is a kaleidoscope of color, 
with every mushroom and every 
last sprig of chervil in its place. 

Her abilities in the kitchen have 
long been known to Heller’s fami¬ 
ly and friends, but now they are 
known to almost every food afi¬ 
cionado in the nation As the Great 
Cook in the August issue of Bon 
Appetit , Heller’s immaculate and 
impeccably neat kitchen, along 
with many of her beautiful and 
original creations, was the subject 
of a six-page spread in the maga¬ 
zine. 

When asked her idea of the truly 
grand meal. Heller laughingly 
asked. “Do I have to eat in the 
United States?” After some 
thought, she made us both hungry 
with a fantasy menu that included 
Scottish smoked salmon with 
lemon, pepper and dark bread, 
angel hair pasta with “fresh, fresh 
vegetables," fresh grilled fish in a 
truffle-studded beurre blanc sauce 
and a tarte tatin with homemade 
vanilla ice cream. 

A grand meal, indeed. But not 
even a Bon Appetit “Great Cook” 
can live on haute cuisine alone 
Heller giggles infectiously when 

she describes her “real favorite" 
nosh: an American cheese omelet, 
served with sliced beefsteak to¬ 
matoes, and a bagel with cream 
cheese. 

GRILLED 
RADICCHIO AND 
MUSHROOM SALAD 

Prepare a grill 

4 radicchio 

Raspberry vinaigrette (re¬ 
cipe follows) 

6 extra-large mushrooms 

Salt and freshly ground pep¬ 
per to taste

12 baby yellow plum toma¬ 
toes

The largest white oak in the 
United States is Maryland’s 400- 
year-old Wye Oak on the eastern 
shore of Chesapeake Bay It's 
wider than it is tall, its branches 
spreading out 158 feet. 

He called it Cracker Jack 
In 1871 F.W Rueckheim set up a 
popcorn stand on Fourth Avenue 
in Chicago and later mixed pea¬ 
nuts and caramel with this pop¬ 
corn to make a candy. Not till 1896 
did he coin what was technically 
the first brand name in the busi¬ 
ness - Cracker Jack. 


Cut mozzarella into 8 fingers 
approximately 1x3x1'i-inch in 
size. Place flour in plastic bag 
Whisk together in pie plate eggs, 
olive oil and salt. Place bread 
crumbs in pie plate. Flour moz¬ 
zarella, coat it with egg mixture 
and then bread crumbs.

Cook for about 5 min¬ 
utes then turn and cook 5 minutes 
more. Bread crumbs should be 
golden. Remove cheese from pan 
if it begins to ooze or burn. 

Drain on heated platter lined 
with paper towels. Swirl each 
heated plate with marinara sauce. 
Center 1 piece of mozzarella on 
plate. Garnish with basil.

Gold Rush coins 
privately minted 
Coins were badly needed during 
the California Gold Rush and from 
1849 through the middle of the 
next decade more than a dozen 
firms issued coins, mainly of the 
$5. $10 and $20 denominations. 


When a government was estab¬ 
lished in San Francisco in 1854. 
private coinage began to decline, 
and it ended a few years later. By 
1860 nearly all the privately is¬ 
sued gold coins had been melted 
down. 


The other morning, as I was 
working at my desk in a corner of 
our living room, I happened to 
glance over at the glass terrarium 
just below the window. 

With a pang of guilt I realized 
that the thing hadn’t even been 
looked at for months. Yet the 
plants were thriving, the little 
fern still perky and fresh above a 
nest of fittonia, baby’s tears, 
creeping fig and needlepoint ivy. 
Over the remaining soil there had 
developed a pleasant soft green 
fuzz of woodland moss. The glass 
was clear, not fogged up with too 
much moisture, and just a few 
droplets of water clung to the lid. 
This condition suggests that the 
terrarium’s little enclosed world 
is properly balanced with mois¬ 
ture. 

It struck me that this type of 
miniature indoor garden would be 
rather perfect for those who con¬ 
sider themselves burdened with a 
brown, or even a black, thumb. 
For here really is a garden that 
just about takes care of itself. 

In fact, our terrariums are just 
modern versions of plant cases de¬ 
signed to transport plants success¬ 
fully over long distances back in 
the days of sailing ships. They 
were called Wardian cases, after 
Nathaniel Bagshaw Ward, a keen 
botanist and plant collector. 

Just about any clear glass or 
plastic container may be used as a 
terrarium. I look for ones with 
wide openings for ease of planting. 
For one or two tiny plants I’ve 
used a pint-size canning jar with a 
glass lid. Other perfectly satisfac¬ 
tory containers are fishbowls, 
punch bowls, candy jars, any 
widemouthed bottle or jar and 
brandy snifters. Even a glass but¬ 
ter or cheese cover with a handle 
can be placed over a planted con¬ 
tainer to establish the humid envi¬ 
ronment terrarium plants need. 

Once you have chosen your con¬ 
tainer, it’s great fun searching out 


small plants to fill it. For an en¬ 
closed, high-humidity terrarium, 
small tropical plants are suitable, 
along with wild woodland plants, 
mosses and little ferns. It’s not dif¬ 
ficult to find small tropicals, ivies 
and ferns in miniature, inexpen¬ 
sive sizes at any time of the year 
wherever plants are sold. Look for 
a pleasant variety of plant shape, 
leaf color and form. 

Before planting, thoroughly 
scrub the container clean. Place 
at the bottom a thin layer of char¬ 
coal to prevent the souring of any 
excess water. Next goes a layer of 
clean drainage material — small 
pebbles, crushed rock or coarse 
gravel. In an undrained container 
this layer is very important, and it 
should be half the depth of .the soil 
layer. Sprinkle another layer of 
charcoal over the drainage layer 
before adding soil. 

The soil used in a terrarium 
must be sterilized and it must 
drain freely. A purchased potting 
soil is the safest. It can be mixed 
with small amounts of clean sand 
or vermiculite, but no fertilizer. A 
small amount of dilute transplant¬ 
ing liquid may be used as each 
plant is set into the container, but 
a nutrient-rich soil will promote 
lush, rapid plant growth — just 
what you want to avoid in a ter¬ 
rarium. As a general rule of 
thumb, the soil level should reach 
no more than a quarter of the way 
up the side of the container. 

Scoop out a small indentation 
for each plant, and firm the soil 
gently around it as you set it in the 
container. Add a sprinkle more of 
soil around each one if necessary 
Many different kinds of ornaments 
can be used to dress up the plant¬ 
ing — small bits of driftwood, 
shells, china animals, a little con¬ 
tainer of water to simulate a pool 

Keep your terrarium in bright 
indirect light but out of direct sun. 
If too much moisture collects on 
the interior surfaces, remove the 
top for a while, until just a few 
droplets collect when it is closed 
again.

MONTREAL — Australia, big 
news at the Montreal Internation¬ 
al Film Festival because of the 
popularity of its movies on the 
world market, has taken a posture 
directly opposed to Canada’s. 

And it’s worked for the picture- 
makers down under. 

The two countries have a lot in 
common. Both were colonies. Both 
are loyal to the British crown. 
Populations speak the same lan¬ 
guage — almost. And both, at one 
time, were infected by the Holly¬ 
wood notion of how films should 
be produced for global distribu¬ 
tion. 

Now, though, the Aussies have 
escaped the shadows of Harry 
Cohn and Louis B. Mayer and are 
doing things their own way with 
great success. 

During the past 15 years, 
they’ve made more than 400 fea¬ 
ture films, 70 percent of which 
have been released international¬ 
ly, according to Clive Turner, di¬ 
rector of marketing and distribu¬ 
tion for the Australian film indus¬ 
try. 

As a release from the Austra¬ 
lian Commission points out: 


A. It could be one of the factors 
you mentioned (the genetic factor 
or "copying the coldness"), or a 
stage they may be going through.

While Canada is on a co-produc¬ 
tion kick with two Canadian-U.S. 
movies now in production in the 
Montreal and Toronto vicinities, 
both Turner and John Dingwall, 
producer of “Buddies.” frown on 
such international creativity. 

The two pictures now shooting 
are “Joshua Then and Now” with 
American James Woods in the 
title role and American Alan 
Arkin playing a prominent part, 
and “The Boy in Blue” with Nicho¬ 
las Cage in the title role supported 
by David Naughton, both from the 
United States. 

Major Canadian performers are 
also in the pictures including 
Christopher Plummer who. while 
Canadian, is well-known on the 
southern side of the border. 

The pictures will be distributed 
by 20th Century-Fox.

EL SEGUNDO, Calif. - The 
computer spits out statistics and 
charts and downs and distances 
and tendencies and percentages 
and strengths and weaknesses and 
strategy and counterstrategy 

Matt Millen spits on the com¬ 
puter. 

Millen has nothing against 
thoughtful analysis — his fellow 
defensive players on the Los An¬ 
geles Raiders swear he rarely 
gives them a bum assignment — 
but what’s a computer got to do 
with football? 

A computer never knocked any¬ 
body on his keister. Certainly, too, 
a computer couldn’t or wouldn’t 
justify starting a 6-foot-l, 250- 
pounder like Millen at linebacker. 

“Maybe I’m archaic in my 
thinking," Millen says, "but the 
game’s changed.” 

Not necessarily for the better, 
either, in Millen’s mind. First con¬ 
sider that this isn’t a grizzled old 
veteran on the last legs of a race 
that’s passed him by. Millen is 26 
years old, a fifth-year NFL player, 
yet a throwback who says, "I 
would’ve had some fun back in the 
Butkus era." 

Millen doesn’t believe the game 
is lost. It just sort of got side¬ 
tracked. 

Take his position, such as it is 
anymore. Millen certainly is the 
middle linebacker type, the "sec¬ 
ond coming of Sam Huff." as Raid¬ 
ers cornerback Lester Hayes put 
it. Defensive end Howie Long calls 
Millen a “modern-day Butkus." 
But Huff and Butkus wouldn’t 
even recognize the position today. 

Millen. for example, isn’t a mid¬ 
dle linebacker. He s a strongside 
inside linebacker, which is just 
plain too many syllables for that 
position. He’s used primarily 
against the run and is yanked to 
the sidelines in obvious passing 
downs. The many trips to the 
bench aren’t pleasant journeys for 
Millen. who says last year he took 
as many as six injections into a 
severely injured foot to stay in a 
game. 


With most teams, Millen said, 
inside linebackers aren’t expected 
to go through blockers en route to 
the ball carrier. Now they "flow.” 
They "swim” to the ball. Good 
grief. 

“The difference between me 
and a lot of linebackers is that I 
don’t run away," Millen said. “It’s 
become a finesse game. Eighty 
percent of the guys in the league 
are not physical. It’s a hitter’s 
game, but what’s changed is the 
way to get to a hit. Now they just 
put 225-pound guys at linebacker 
and let ’em run. They’re sprint¬ 
ers.” 

Millen decidedly is not. He said 
the real misconception about him 
is that he’s slow He isn’t that, ei¬ 
ther. He is what he is, an oversized 
linebacker who asserts his size, su¬ 
perior reactions and natural ag¬ 
gressiveness. Millen subscribes to 
the theory that the shortest dis¬ 
tance between two points is a 
straight line — even if a 6-6, 260- 
pound blocker is directly between 
Millen and the ball. That makes 
Millen. Hayes says, the perfect 
linebacker for Los Angeles’ 
orange defense. "He keeps the 
middle absolutely impassable,” 
Hayes says. 

Indeed, Millen is the widest 
linebacker in the game. The Raid¬ 
ers were among the forerunners of 
the 3-4 defense so prevalent in 
today’s game, and their strongest 
inside linebacker in those days 
was a converted tackle named 
Monte Johnson. Before him there 
was Dan Conners, also a defensive 
lineman in college They, like Mil¬ 
len, never lost the tackle’s mental¬ 
ity. 

“I take care of first things first,” 
Millen says. ‘“If a guard comes at 
me. I’ll defeat the blocker first, 
then get to the ball.” 

The same names always come 
up in discussions of linebacking. 
Butkus. Nitschke. Lambert. Oops. 
Hold it right there, Millen says. 
Millen grew up in Hokendauqua, 
Pa., and played at Penn State, so it 
is assumed he emulated the top 
middle linebacker of the ’70s, Jack 
Lambert of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. Wrong. 

Well. Millen watched, but he 
wasn’t overly impressed.
